litan (ourſer, are cried up for their beauties, yet as in ſome 
ſhapes they excell, ſo in ſome other they may Lee found defefive. 
But if wee regard the Spwet, Vigour, and doing of a Horſe, 
20 Nation, or Soyle, produceth a more Atiive, then this our I- 
land of Great Brittatne, as bath beez well experienced by ma- 
ay Noble and memorable Services. 
Unto which if wee adde a due obſervation in our Breed, 
both on: the one ſide of the Stallion or Sire, and the Damme, our 
boft glory will be ſoone recovered, | 
Bat ſince the laying afide of the oreat Saddle and Cannon, 
and neglef of the Horſe of Menage , ſince the applying our 
Breed onely to Racing, or (as I may better ſay) in Tnhins 
eur ſelves with Horſes of ſpeed to ranne away from our Enemy,

for the malevolent and ignorant , I am moſt confident 
that th: quils they ſhall dart at me, cannor go as from 
a Porcupine, and therefore will doe me the leſſe hurt or 
domage. 

I thcrcfore am bold to put into thy hand this poore 
Worke of mine,which I have digeſted into two Books : 
La the firſt, 1 lay thee downe rudiments how thou may- 
eſt breca Horſes ro thy beft advantage and liking ; 
which albeit they may appearc unto thee to bee recent 
and unknowne, yct it thou wilt be pleaſcd to put them 
in ure, and make triall ( not digrcfſing from my princi- 
ples) thou wile ( I doc afſlure mc) bee 1o farre from diſli- 
n=, them, as never hereafter to {werveor diſſent from 
them, For if we ſhall ſeriouſly ruminate in how high 
eſtceme that man is, who is owner and poſleſſor of 
good Horſes, how much commended , how much re- 
{pc&ted, how much talked of , and how well proffered 
for them : but when he ſhall bee known to bce a bree- 
der of ſuch good Horſes, will not his excommzms bee the 

reater ? but when together with theſe himſclfe ſhall 
be knowne to be exquiſite in Horſemanſhip, wherby ts 
cauſe his Horle ro ſhew himſelfe in his Pace, Menage, 
and all other his Poſtures like as well becomes a right 
good Horſe, pcrie&ly mourhed, delicately borne, obe- 
dient to the hand, and to anſwer the Switch and Spur, 
will not (I {ay) that Gentleman be highly commended, 
and have more eyes upon him as he paſſeth along, than 
are commonly caſt upon a Comet , or the. Sun Eclip- 
ſed > yes undoubtedly. For if weedoe but note when a 
handſome Horſe paſſcth along, wee may obſerve the 
people not onely gaze upon him as hee commeth to-. 
wards and againſt them, but ro turne thenifelves and

looke after him ſo long time as hee continueth within 
their view and ſight : Mans love to the Horſe is general- 
ly fogreat. | | 

Sithence then the Horſe is a creature ſo generous,and 
therefore ſo much liked and beloved of all, in mypoore 
judgement, it ſhould fuit very well with every Gentle- 
man of worth, ranke, and qualitie, to endeavour ( if 
not to breed, yer at leaft) to bee mafters of ſuch Horſes 
( which hee muſt keepe) that ſhall be rrucly handſome 
and comely, rightly bred, of good colour, cleane thape, 
well marked, and ſingularly well rtdden and made, and 
ſo he ſhall the better advance hts honour and repnta- 
tion. | 
Having now bred , or otherwiſe by thy diligent en- 
deavours attained unto ſuch Horſes as bee true]ygood, 
and for thy rurne ; the ſecond thing to be thought of, is, 
iftheybe not already made unto thy hand as thou deſi- 
reſt to have them, that rhon then do procure ſuch a Ri- 
der, who is knowne tobe a maſter of his Art, or other- 
. wiſe thou wilt be much deceived, and far to ſeek of en- 
joying thy wiſhed deſires, and therforeI have given thee 
inftru&tions. how to make thy choice of ſuch a man, 
whereby thou ſhalt not be wronged in thy expectation, 
nor thy Horſe marred in his firlt making and ha ndling. 
Neither have I rak<n upon mee to teach him his Art, 
( for that were a thing very impertinent ). but thoſe do- 
- cuments which Ihave-ſet thee downe muſt ſerve onely 
co ſhew thee how rhou ſhouldeſt ſoon find whether the 
Rider may be for thy curn or nor.

a Groome in his lively colours,and it his conditions and 
qualit:es ſhall bee otherwiſe than what I have delinea- 
tcd, aſſure thy ſelfe thou docſt runne a maniteſt hazard 
of marring that Horſe thou didfſt hope ſhould have 
been to thy hearts deſire, And foraſmuch as it is a mat- 
ter very much praiſe-worthy to bee a Maſter of good 


Horſes, to have them made perfect and ready, to have 


ſuch Riders, Keepers, and Groomes, as be very perite in 
their faculties; yerit thy Stable be not every way fitting 
and correſpondent , much diſprofit and inconvenience 
may therby ſoon redound to thy Herſe, I have therfore 


| —_-"_—- thee the means how thou mayeſt have a per- 


e& and good Stable, with all commodities and accou- 
trements thereunto belonging : and therefore if thou 
wilt be pleaſed to make ufc of theſe my rudiments, and 
punctually obſerve theſe my June and principles, a(- 

ort time aſpire to that 
which will be thy honour and renown. 
And to the end thou mateft the more perfectly and 


eaſily underſtand the full drift and ſum of this my firſt 


Booke, I will here give unto thee an Epitome of it in a 
few lines, which may do thee much pleaſure in the per- 


uſall thereof. 


In the Introduction, Iſhew thee how needfall a creg- 
ture the Horſe is beyond all others, andiwhat admira- 
ble things Horſes in tormer times have perpetrared and 
done, whereof I produce thee inſtances of the famous 


atts of ſundry brave and generous Horſes, whoſe love to 
their. Mafters have beenſogreat, as hardly to.bee credi-

red, ifancient Hiſtories, and Annals of good integrity, 
had not engraven them in the memory of never-dying 
poſteritic, We read of Bucephalus, what he did for the. 
good, life, and ſafety of his Maſter ; of the Horſe of Dz- 
onyſim , with what undaunted courage he comported 
himſelfe in batrell for the relief and ſuccor of his Lord ; 
it is recorded alſo of the Horſe of 4/ochx, what ill ſue- 
ceſle befell Certurettus, who when he had flain Amntio. hm, 
would needes back the Horſe of his ſlain Maſter, Irt is 
alſo noted what inly love Nzcomedes his Horſe bare to 
his Lord and Maſter, when after his death of meer grief 
famiſhed himſelfe, Ve read of Azthoz, the Horle of 
Pallas , who was evidently obſerved and ſeene to weepe 
at the funerall of his Maſter. S:{:4 makes report of two 
famous Horſes called Pelorws and Cirew, the one eminent 
for his proweſle and hardineſſe in Warre, and the 0- 
ther for his unparalelled ſwiftnefſe. Moreover wee 
may read , how that this poore creature hath fo well 
merited of man, as that many have cre&ed Monuments 
and Sepulchres, celebrated Exequies, builded and 
founded munificent Cities , ſet up Pyramides, made 
Epitaphs,. erc&ted goodly Statues, inſtituted Playes 
and Games ; and all theſe in honour of the Horſe; 
befides many other remarkeable things right worthy 
of note. | 48 
- In the wayof Breeding, I doe intimate unto thee the 
manner how, the ſeaſon when, the place where, toge- 
ther with the colours, marks, and ſhapes, as well of thy 
Stallions, as of thy Race, or Stud Mares, and from what 
-. defects they muſt be free : what ſfignes arebeft wherein 
to:cover, what courſe to take with them that they:may 
'conceine, what exerciſe is:fitteſt fonthem as well when

chey bee with Fole, as after foling ; how to cheriſh thy 
Mares when their Colts ſhall cunne by them , and how 
- to breed up thy Colts till they come to handling, back- 
ing, and riding, with other circumftances very neceſla- 
ry to bee knowne; and thus much bricfly for the firtt 
Booke. 

The ſecond Booke confifteth chiefly of the manner 
how thou maieſt cure all fuch diſeaſes and maladies 
( beth intrinſecall and extrinſecall ) whereunto either 
the lite ofthe Horſe, or any of his limbes or members 
may be any way endamaged or in danger. This I have 
handled by way of tamiliar Dialogue, which I hold to 
bee beſt , for avoiding of prolix and oyer-tedious dif 
courſes, by reaſon it will very much helpe the memory 
of the Reader, and keepe his minde the better attent 
upon the ſtate of rhe Queſtion or ſubject in hand, and 
by that mecanes I may my ſclfe bee the better able alſo 
£0 explicate and deltver my meaning much more cleer- 
ty. In which Dialogue, I have introduced as prolocu- 
tors, three perſons onely, v/z, Firſt, Hyppaphylus a Gen- 
tleman,one who is the true lover of the Horſe : Second- 
ly, Hypppatras the Ecrricr or Mariſhall, one moſt expert 
in Horſe-teach craft : And thirdly, - Hyppoſerms his $er- 
vant and Journcy-man, fomerimes nis Apprentice bred 
up by him, from whom Hypzof2rus harh had his educa” 
tion and knowledge in this Ar: ; theſe bee all the D/a- 
matis perſone to this Scene, Wherefore in the firſt 
Chapter, doe endeavour toillufrat: uato theethe-xrue 
Office of the Ferricr , wherein I doe, produce an exat 
Examen of his funQion. i ZE IT 

In the ſecond Chapter , -T doe inculcate as well.the 
cauſes: of health :as ot fickneſſe., wherem Toakeanar

bridgement ofall thoſe things which all learned Phyſi- 
tians and Chirurgions ( both ancient and modern doe 
from the grounds and principles of profound Philoſo- 
phy) finde to governe and beare rule inthe bodyof the 
Horſe , without which hee can have no fleſh, bones, 
ſinewes, bloud, or life it ſelfe, wherewith to make up 
the entire ſtrudure of an originall body, and ſuch are 
firſt the Elements ; ſecondly, the Hurhours ;. thirdly, 
the naturall faculties-; fourchly , the inftrumentall 
members; fifthly, the ſpirits animall ; fixtly, the { pi- 
rits vicall ; ſeventhly, the naurall parts, and ſo of the 
reſidue. And having ſufficiently diſcuſſed all theſe 
.things in due order and method, I doe then ſhew thee, 
what meanes wee have to preſerve the Horle from all 
inward diſcaſ{es, which I doe finde to hee foure in num- 
| ber, wv/z. By Purge, by Swear, by Phleborgmie, andby 
Vomit ; and then doelI proceed to inculcate,unco thee 
the cauſesof health and long life, which I'doe make to 
bee in number trvelve, which if thou doe well 6bſcrve, 
they will redound to thy great utility and profit, + 

\ In the third Chapter I do demonſtrate certain things 
moſt befitting a Fertier ro know and,underſtand welk 
before hee ſhall take upon him to adminiſter; in the 
handling whereot I doe begin firſt with the foure Elc- 
ments , anatomizing unto thee their true natures and 
vertucs, and how and where they bee'ſcituare , thifgs 
moſt needtull to bee knowne ; tht I'go! along wah 
the xwwo proper Elements, thewing from whence the 
ſced and menitruall bloud is ingendred, then I paſſe for- 
wards in intreating of rhe foure Humours , 0xplaining 
their natures end. vertues, pointing umo-theiplades-of 
their abode and refidence, and what relationandicohe- 


rence

rence they have unto the foure Complexions, I doe al- 
fo ſhew thee what are the ewo ſpirirs animal), and the 
two 'vitall, their natures, vertues, and-places of abode 
and reſidence in the body of ' the Horſc, After all this 
I ſhew thee, that by duly obſerving the complexion of 
che Horſe thou art to cure, thou maicſt thereby the 
ſooner, better, and with more ſecurity and caſe, perfe& 
thy cure;/ nay, T'go yet further with thee , inſhewing 
unto thee-an exa&t way whereby to know by the com- 
plexion ir ſelfe, the diſcaſes whercunto the Horſe is.. 
moſt propenſe; then I make knowne what bee the 
cauſes of the evill diſpoſitions of the Horſe , which 
bringeth and begetreth unavaydable infirmity and fick-- 
neſle, whereof they bee two in numbcr,zz, Intrinſecall 
and Extrinſecall , rogether with a definition of rhe na- 
cure of fickneſſe; and fo I goalong in teaching thee 
the manner ' how thou oughteſt to adminiſter ſuch 
Drinkes, Potions, Cliſters, and Medicines, without any 
the leaſt peril! ro thy Horſe, as allo the time of the day 
moſt ſuteable to that purpoſe; and whar exerciſe is 
moſt requiſite to bee had atter Phyſick or Medicine. 
And laſtly, Icome torouch briefly upon his urine and 
ordure, whereby to give the rules infallible how to 
Know and underſtand the true ſtate of rhe body of the 
Horſe, as well in health as in ſickneſſe, | 
In the fourth Chapter of this ſecond Booke, I doe be- 
Sin to handle the Cures in particular, wherein IT runne 
a courſe by my ſelfe, which I have not knowne any be- 
fore mee undertake: For whereas Maſter Bluzdevtle, 
Maſter Markham, and others, doe begin with all-thein- 
ward diſeaſes which are tobe cured by way of Phyſick, 
and they with the outward maladies which doe apper- 
| | taine 
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caine unto Chyrurgiry z. have thought it much better 
to take the diſeaſes Alphabetically , mixing the extrin- 
ſecall with the intrinſecall , by which meanes they wall 
the ſooner and more eaſily bee found , and turnedunto 
more readily, And whereſoever you ſhall finde this 
* * marke inſerted in the end of any cure, I have ſet the 
ſame thereto ler you know that Receipt to bee undoub- 
ted , and approved for good and certaine, being by my 
ſelfe otten praQiſed and uſed. And thoſe Receipts that 
have no: clie marke, are ſuch Cures which I did pro- 
cure from ſundry able Ferriers, whereof I have had no 
triall or experience ar all, for want of time and means, 
and therefore dare not avouch or crie them up for Ma- 
thematicall , albeit they doe appeare unto mee to-bee 
probably good, bur by reaſon I fwd not triedthem, I 
would not adventure a probatum,or ecce upon them. Ne- 
verthelefle if God permit mee to reprint, I doubt not 
bur by that time to givethem for approved and warran- 
table, and to adde many more unto them which I have 
already by mee, which I doe forbeare to publiſh at this 
reſent, albeit I doe know many of them to bee as pro- 
ably good as any of thoſe, E- 
In the other Chapters I go cleane through the whole 
Alphabet, according to the Merhod uſed in the fourth 
Chapter ; and therefore let this abſtract ſuffice for the 
preſent, And foraſmuch as I have diſcuſſed the former 
things of Breeding, &. in my firft Booke : Yer my in- 
tention was not at the firſt ro trench fo deepe into that 
ſubje& , bur to ſhew principally the Ferriers Craft and 
Arr , out of an carneſt deſire I have to excite and ſtirre 
upour yong Gentlemen to afſume ſome knowledge of a 


Mykery ſo neceſſary for them to apprehend, or at leaſt- 
| C wiſe 
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wiſe to have a glimpſe of, conſidering how rare a thin 
it is to finde a skilfull Ferrier among our rurall or 
Countrie Smiths. For, if the Nobility and Gentry of 
this our lile of Great Brittaize did, truely know how ho- 
nourable, and how commendable Horſemanſhip were, 
and how much they are cftecmed and admired;whoare 
the true profeſſours thereof, they would labour more 
then rhey now doe,to breed and have good Horſes ; but 
ir much troubleth mee to ſee how little eſteeme Gen- 
tlemen now a daies havethereof, Some Horſes they 
have, chough nottor Menage , yetfor Hunting ; bur 
what maiincr of Hunting 2 Fox-hunting forſooth , or 
Harriers which bee as flecte as petty Grey-hounds 
wherewith tney doe ſo much over-ſtraine the ftrength 
of their poore Horſes (forcing them over deep Fallows, 
tough Claics, and wet andrough Lands) thar albeir 
thoſe Horſes bee firong and able, yet are they ſo toiled 
out therewith , asthar when they come home at night, 
they would pitty the heart of him who loveth a Horſe, 
toſce them fo benurcd, blouded, ſpurred, lamentably 
ſpent; tyred out : Whereas if fuch Horſes had been rid- 
den to the great Sadale and Cannon, they would have 
infinitely delighted all men who fhould have beheld 
them, 

But let me leave them unto their toileſsme ſports, 
ahd let my ſpcech bee direRed ro ſuch Heroick and Ge- 
nerous Spirits, who have a deſire ro informe and better 
their underſtanding in tne ſecrets of this brave Myſtery ; 
who if they have a will tobe edoftrinated therein,then 
tor a Mathemaricall ground of true Horſemanſhip, I 
mukt tel] chem, thac they having and poſſeſfing of good 
Horſes , yea and riding it felfe 3s little worth wich 

| | the 
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the knowledge of the Ferrers Craft, at the leaſt in the 
Theorick or Speculative part , if not in the Practick ; 
and therefore I could with that every worthy Gentle- 
man ſhould have a- good inſight thereinto, albeit he 
doth not make it his Trade , Occupation, or frequent 
practice and profeſſion. Yet it will not be amiſſe, he 
be able to know every diſeaſe in a Horſe, irs Symptoms, 
2nd how it commeth , together with the true ſigne 
thereof , which indeed is a matter of very great confe- 
uence, For when a Nobleman (r. 6G.) Knight, or Gen- 
tleman ſhall have a Horſe that doth well mcrit his af- 
fefion, and which ſhall be for his turne , if any acci- 
dent or malady ſhall befall him, albeit he may not him- 
ſclfe rake upon him the Cure, and to Drench, Bloudy, 
or Drefſe him with his owne hands; yet ( (ending for 
a Ferrier) he may diſcourſe with him upon the Nature 
of the Diſeaſe, and thereby come tounderſtand whe- 
ther the Ferrer ſpeaketh according to Art or not, and 
whether his intended courſe of adminiftring, be anſwe- 
rable to true Art and perfect Science, and probably & 
ſecure way to perfect the Cure ; ſo as it the Maſter and 
: Owner of the Horſe be not himſelfe enabled with fome 
ſuperficiall knowledge at the leaſt,at what time he ſhall 
'conſult with the Ferrzer , if nor (Liay) able to juige of 
rhe Mans ſufficiency ( the Smith himſclte being indeed 
\inſofficient) by miſtaking the wfirmity, -hee miayigns- 
rantly adminiſter or applic ſuch contrarie Mevitne, 
whereby inftead of Jabouring to cure'himyhe ſhall nol

But hcerunto I anſwer, that theſe men have no 
cauſe ar all to fearc any prejudice thereby ; and I dare 
botdly affirme the promulgatioa of Bookes will be fo 
fac irom ther harmeor hinderance, as that it will be 
in:9:1cclic rotheir bencfit ; For when they ſhall find a- 
ny one Noblcman, Ki1ght, or Gentleman,who will un- 
dergo ſo much paiues as either to Bloudy, Drench, Co- 
rolve, Cauccrize, applic Cataplaſmes; Emplaiſters, 
Powdcrs, Unguents, or the like to his Horſe, wharſoe- 
vcr he hath attained unto by reading or otherwiſe ; 
you ſhall have a thouſand who upon any the leaſt oc- 
caſion will ſend for a Ferrier to take the Cure in hand, 
Againe, inſtead of this pretended prejudice, this com- 
modirie will accrew ro my. brethren Smiths, Mariſhalls, 
and Ferrjers, U12, they ſhall by promulgation of Bookes 
(of this Nature) become much more able, and 1mbut :n 
ftadizs, that is, much more learned and indoftrinated in 

this gencrous Facultic then ever they were before, by ' 
which mcanes they will be cfteemed much more fa- 
.mous and .cminent , and cried. up for the moſt ex- 
ert and able Men in this moſt Noble Science, For 
ow commeth it to paſle, that. Phyſitians , Chyrur- 
.gions , Lawyers, , Divines, and: allocher Artifts.doe 
? Fecome ſagrear Dofours of their, Arts and 4-1 
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fions, and admired for moſt famous and learned Men, 
and io —_—_— ſought after, enquired out, and ſen - 
for when occaſion 18? Is it not for what they have art- 

tained unto by ſtudie and reading , untill which time 
they were nor ſo hardie as to adventure upon practice >. . 
So as without their Librarie , they could never have 
been able to have. atrained unto that eminent know- 
ledge they have afrerwards aſpired unto; z neither could 
they otherwiſe have been poſſiblic able to prattiſe and 
worke by true Art and Science. For the VWorkes of 
learned and eminent men, is the onlie thing that doth 
enable them,which are left as a never dying Monument 
to enſuing and endleſle Poſteritie, as the common good 
tothe Weale Publick, eventoall enſuing Ages : Imi- 
tating therein the ancient Sages of Greece , that when a- 
nie man had invented that thing which was knowneto 
be commodious to the Republick, leſt the thing ſhould 
be buried with the Inventer, and by that meanes raked 
up with him in the aſhes of perpetual: oblivion: They 
ordained that the firft Inventer ſhould ſer up tus 
Science to bee knowne by way of Record in their Pub- 
tique - Schooles in ſpacious Tables and in Capitall Cha- 
racers of Gold with this Impreſſe, or Title, viz.

man, Wherefore that thing (I ſay.) whercar, I doe 
principally aime, 1s to oubliſh the true Art of . the Fer; 
7:er , a Faculty wherein have. been daily.verſed ,.and 


diligentlic praQiſed for more then fortic yeares,. arid 
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that unto my no ſmall labour and expence: andI doe 
well affure my ſelfe that peradventure no one Gentle- 
man in this our Kingdome mote, who hath done grea- 
xr, more difficutt, or deſperate Cures. LIN. 
During the rimeof my travels , I have for my better 
indemnity, notonly peruſed what Authors I could meer 
with , who have written upon this. Subje& ; bur I did 
alſo make my ſctfe an eye-witnefle ro the Cures of the 
moſt f4mous' ariſbals and Ferriers, the Citics and. pla- 
ces afforded wherel came, omutting no diligence which 
might inform or enable my knowledge ; neither would 
I be tgo eregdulous, or give too:much beliefe to fame or 
reports, for we have a Maximeis the civill Law, which 
faith : Pama per ſe parum momentt hatet ad probandum : 
Fame alone is not of credit ſufficient to fatisfie or con- 
vincethe underſtanding of Man, untill ſuch time as hee 
hath made triall;' For-the conimon Proverb is, Lui fa- 
cle crea; facile detipitzer, He that catily believeth, is ca- 
fily deceived.

own Nation: heverthele:, I do'not-conclude or condemn 
all-for inſufficient, foi ſonie ©tcre be welt knowne unto 
T very quaint and exnx<rti Fe:v4ers 5 who :canworks, ver 
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ſeverall Receipts for every Cure, and moſt of rhem ap- 
proved by my parcicular practice-and cxpericnce z O- 
thers againe I have inſerted which are the Cures of 0- 
ther. able men, which by reaſon they do ſound probable 
untome, I have ſuffred them, to pafſe among tay'owne, 
(though I never had meanes or opportunity to make tri- 
all of them. ) And the reaſon why I have inculcated fo

If therefore it may pleaſe thee ſometimes to retire 
thy ſelfe in the peruſfall of this Treatiſe , and with due 
and {2rious judgement, not ſo much to refle& upon the 
Method and forme of this worke, as of the matter or 
ſubje& itſelfe, then I donbt not but that thou wilt re- 
ceive {uch benefit and contentment, as that therby thou 
wilt be much betrered and enabled in thy underſtanding 
both for the breeding and well ordering of young Hor- 
ſes, and in the cure of every of their maladies.

this Structure, and made it commodious for thee, bur I 
do alſo preſent 1t unto thee meerly for thy proper uſe 
and habitation ; and therefore I hope that thou wilt 
not make ſuchuſe therof, as men doe of an Inne,where 
he taketh a bait or repaſt , for one meale, or for a lod- 
ging, for one night andaway, to wit, by onely taking a 
{uperficiall view thereof : but that thou wilt make it 
thy abode, at the leaſt for ſome time ; I meane by rea-

OtavinCeſar,andaiter him, Adrian the Emperor, 
interred their. Horſes with great pomp and ſolemnities, 
and cauſed famous Epitaphs to be ingraven upon their 


monuments. "The Emperour Commedy:, did the like to 


his Horſe Parſinz, and commanded that hee ſhould be 


buried in the/atican. Romulus did. inſtitute Playes and 
Games called Equitie, in honeur of Horſes, and cauſed 
them to bee preſented inthe field of Mars. The Ethio- 
pians did ſo highly eſteem ot theſe noble creatures, as 
that they armed their Helmets withthe skins of Horſes, 
ſatfering their earcs to remaine on, and they di4 weare 
their tailes upon their Creſts, like asnow a-daies men 
uſe their Prumes. Other Nations have-done the like, 
who held Horſes in no little.cſteem, Wee read of a Ro- 
man Empcrour ; who made his Horſe a Senator. The 
ancient Afſtrologers have likewiſe attributed ſo: much 


to Horſes, that they have raced one winged amongſt 


the cceleſtiall f1gnes, The Poets hold that the Fountain 
(where the nine Muſes uſed to bathe themſelves, and 


to drinke) ſprang up, by the blow of the foot which 


Pegaſus gave againit the two-topt. hill, Parnaſſes., . Nepr 
tune, God of the Sea, is ſurnamed Hippius ;.. by: reaſon 


that (as the Pocts doe fable) che firſt Horſe that was c- - 


ver ſeen, received his origen from him, or. from a tone 
whereon Neptune had poured water, There remajneth 
much more to bee ſaid in.honour of the Horſe , then

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there hath beenalready delavered. Wherefore omit- 
ring further Encomiums, and attributes, T haſten © 
matters of greater conſequence, Sithence therefore the 
caſe ſo ſtandeth, that this dumb creature is by Almighty 
Godgwenunto man, asa creature of fo ulctull impor- 
rance; what thankfulneſle then are we bound to give. 
umo him for ſo great a bleſſing and benefit? And there» 
fore. what diligence isrequired of ns; yea, & what-care- 
fulnefſe ought we toule, intravelling © attaine w this 
fo neceſlary a creature in the moſt exa&t manner we are 
able > Norcan this poſſibly be acquired ro-our true oon- 
rent, unlefle we do apply our belt endeavours herein 4 
fot the Ancients have this Proverb, Al rare and exoel- 
lent things are hard to compaſſe : and therefore we ought 
to apply all care and indultry toattaine unto good Hor- 
ſes, which can never bee ſo well done, as by breeding 
them ; for they mult bee the Horſes that will bee able 
beſt to ſerve us inthole offices whereunts wee ſhall in- 
tend them, according as hereafterſhall be moſt exactly 
1]luſtrated.

My counſel! therefore is, thar fuch generous ſpirits, 
unto whom Almighty God harh exvended his benigne 
hand, would take to their contideration, how needtult 
a thing ir is for them to lay hold upan this ſonobte and 
profitable a bleſſing and benefit, by applying their beſt 
care and diligence to breed, good, able, and ferviceabte 
Horſes, which may bee as cafily performed, andins 
manner with as little coſt, as in breeding Fades and 
Baffics, unuſetull ang unprofitable. ' Far -by:procuring'@) 
good and able Stud of choyce Mares, and by endeavou- 
ring to get ſelect Stallions, which for mertle,, fpirir, 
— _ — - k&c, ſhalt bee knowne: 
to:beerignt , and.truclp generous, as welk day 
the deat 9s Stallions ;, KA, rr en Ts 
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are neceſſary to be conſidered. Firſt,that your grounds | 
bee fit for breedraeg, and thoſe not to bee fuch as bee low, 
wet , fenny:, mooriſh, :or mariſh ; bur 'they.muſt bee 
Paſtures upland, hilly, and in ſome places ftony arid roc-- 
ky, for Grounds of this nature are very profitable for 
your Colts, to ſcope, run andplay in; it helpeth their 
winde, 1t knitteth their joynts, and hardeneth:and ma- 
keth: rough their hooves:: . Some of your: Grounds: 
ought alſo not to bee without Underwoods , Buſhes, : 
Furſclls, Broome, and the like; theſe will ſerve for 
ſhelter at what time. the: cold windes doe blow; the: 
reſidue. of. your Grounds ought ito have Lawnes, and: 
Plaines, whicctin ſhquld:bee bertcergrafſe:thenthe for- 
mer ;: and in theſe Lawnes, is needfull there ſhould be. 
great Oakes, and ſuch: like Timber-trees for them, 
whereby to ſhelter them from the ſcorching. Synnein! 
the extreame heates, clipecially during rhe'rime of rhe 
Canicular dayes:;;: and:theſe trees will-alto defend them” 
from the buzzing and ſtinging Fly , which otherwiſe 
would greatly annoy and attlict:them : You muſt alſo 
accommodate your. Grounds with partitions conveni- 
ent, as well tor change, which ſometime is moſt:requi-: 
fite , asalſo whereby to-ſegregate cach ſort of Cattell 
by it ſelfe ; as your yong and old, raſe or breeding 
Maxzes by themſelves, your weanlings by themſelves, 
your Fillyes by themſelves , and: your ſtoned Colts by 
ehemſelves , according as :your beſt -judgement ſhall 
digtate 3 otherwiſe your breed: will bee in confuſion, 


and come to nothing , and ſo you may run the hazard, 


ee loſe both your coſt and paines. Places muſt bee alſo: 
made apart, wherein both your Mares with fole,- and 
thoſe: who have their Colsſlucking upon tham., may 

i | run 
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run by themſelves with all quietneſle and retiredneſſe ; 
and every of theſc partitions muſt bee ſs ſufficiently 
fenced, as that no one ſort of Cattell can breake into 
the other. And I doe yet further advife , that theſe 
Grounds bee well turniſhed with ſweete.and whoR- 
ſome water, whereof ought not to bee any want, either 
in Winter or Summer, for otherwiſe you may endan- 
ger the tainting and ſurtetting of them, 
Furthermore, that certaine Sheds and Hey-houſes be 
erected for them to bee fed in, during the time of the 
Winter, when grafle is ſcanty, and not ſo much nouri- 
ſhing, and the cold Windes,Froſts, Raines, and Snows, 
may greatly pinch and annoy them in which houſings, 
would bee ſet up Racks and Mangers whereat to feed 
them; there would alſo be laid cleane ftraw for them 
to lye upon, which will very much comfort and keepe 
them warme.: But above all, the greatelt care muſt 
bee had to the fences in general], whether wall, (which 
is evcrmore the beſt) pale, quickſets, broad diches, or 
high bankes, leſt they ſhould at any time breake forth, 
and treſpaſſe your neighbours to baſtardize, andwrong 
your breed 3 and you ought alſo to inſtitute a truſty 
and diligent Baylifte or ſervant , whoſe onely furftion' 
ſhould bee to make his fence-walke morning and eve- 
ning,as duely as any well experienced Keeper or VVgod-* 
man doth his Pale-walke,to ſee that the tencesbee fit, 
and his Cattell ſafe : and let him not faile every day;r 
once at the leaſt, to rake a true tale and inventory of e-? 
very ſort of Cattell hee hath in his ſeverall Grounds, 
for teare any ſhould bee miſſing,or ſome misfortune bok 
talne any of them ; and if hee ſhall finde any wantirigg? 
let him not reſt (earching, re” hee hath foung it; and

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if it bee indanger or ſicke, let him not give over him- 
ſelfe if hee can, (otherwiſc let him haſte to call compar 
ny and ſtrength enough) to free it out of harmes way. 
Now astouching the Grounds themſelves,as I would 
not have them toorich, or too ranke and deepe with 
graſſe ; ſo muſt they nor bee too barren , ſhort, and 
moſlic ; for as well in rhis fubjea, as 1n all other things, 
the golden meane 1s evermore to bee preferred. Having 
thus provided your ſelfe of a Stud of the choiceſt and 
ableſt Mares, for age, colour, ſhape, andmarkes, your 
Stallions alſo of like attributes , .your caxe muſt bee to 
ſee your Mares well covercd, for in this chiefly confiſt- 
eth rhe life and quinteſſence of your breeding. Bee you 
therefore marvellous carefull , that neither your Stalli- 
on or Mare, have anyof rheſc enſuing detedts ; wz. 
neither Moone-eyes, watry-cyes, Or blood-ſhotren-eyes, 
or other defeCt in their eyes or ſight, no taint in their 
winde by Glanders or otherwiſe , no way ſubje& to 
Mainge, Mallender, Sellender, Splents, Spaven, Curb, . 
Ring-bone , Scratches, Kybed-heeles , or any other the 
like ſoxances ; that they bee not Cock-thropled , but 
their Throples very looſe ; for let either Stallion or 
Mare have any of theſe maladies , then bee you well 
aſſured their Colts will take them as hereditary from 
their Parents : Inſomnch as when you efteeme your 
felfe confident of ſuch yeng Horſes, you ſo much deſi- 
ged to bee mafter of , you will bee miſtaken; for in- 
ficad of a Stirricr or Horſe for mannage, you have 
bred him fit for nought elſe bur the plough ; and in the 
| Placeofa Hunter, hee proves @ Mil-horie ; andin hope 
you had a Horſe fora Courſe, hee = forno better 


uſe bur the Cart ; and him you defure to kave for your 
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owne Ped-ſaddle, you will bee conſtrained co (ell him 
194 Carrier, to-beare a Pack-ſaddlc with a burthen. 
Ta come to intreate of the time moſk _—_ far co- 
vering your Mares, let that bee ſo done, that they may 
caſt their Foles in the dead of Winter; as either in 
December, or January ; for nar. 51 time of going 
with Fole, to wit, from the day of their Covering, unto 
that of their Foling, is commonly twelve moneths, and 
cen dayes : Yet ſome doeaver, they doe want eleven 
dayes of twelve moneths, of which computation there 
is juft three weekes oddes : Qthers againe doc affirme, 
that a Mare gocth bur onely eleven moneths, and ten 


dayes, wherein is greater oddcesz but I have found it to + 
bee a moſt certaine rule which never did faile mee 


(unlefle in a yong Marc upon her firſt Colt , who. will 
want ſome few dayes of the ordinary account) and lang 
and frequent experience hath made mee to bee very 
perfe®, that a Mare gocth (unleſſe ſome miſchance or 
other accident hath otherwiſe occaſioned ) twelve 
moneths and tendayes : For when atany timeI have 
beene preſent when a Mare hath beene covered, I have 
inthe very minute entred into my Almanacke, the very 
day and hourec in which ſhee took the Horſe , and be- 
cauſe I would not bee deceived, I have beene preſent at 
her foling, and I have found the time never to faile me, 
And theretore I could with all 5reeders to obſerve with 
mee the ſame courſe, and they ſhall finde this account 
to fall our juſt as I have delivered, If your Mare bee co- 
vered about $, Lucies day, which is the thirteenth of 
December , then will ſhce fole about $. Thomas day, the 
ſame moueth in the yeare following : But before you 


ſuffer her to þce covered, let neither the Stallion or 
| C2 Mare 
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Marebe at graſſe, bur taken into the houſe, ſixe weeks 
or amonth at the leaſt, during which time, let them. 
be both very well fed with good old Hay and Oates, 
well duſted and fifted,to the end they may have ſtrength 
and ſeed to perform the office for which you have them, 
Bur if you will have your Mare certainely to conceive, 
then take bloud from both ſides'of her necke, and ler 
her bleed at cither veine well nigha quart; which muft 
be done five or fixe dayes before ſhe 1s to be covered; 

and the next day after her bleeding, give her in a quart 

of new milke, halfe a 11. of Artimeſia, alzas Mugge- 
wort, chopped very {mall, a peece of ſweet Butter, and 
EZ 2, of Loadon Treacle warme; all theſe putupon the 
fire till the Butter and Treacle be diſſolved , and give 

this tro the Mare bloud-warme in the morning taſting, 

and 1o the next morning againe, and let her drinke be 

white water, This drinke is moſt ſoveraigne to cauſe 
* conception, it provoketh {ced abundantly , it openeth 

the pores in the body, and cauſeth the Mare to keepe 

the ſeed ſhe receiveth from the Stallion ; moreover this 
drinke comforteth the wombe and matrix very much : 

ſo as it is great oddes but that ſhe being thus ordered, 

will bee ſped and conceive , unlefle the bee a Mare of 
great ſterility, whichſuppoſed, ſhe 1s not to be kept for 

a race or breeding Mare, 

Moreover, if you be defirous to have your Mare to 
conceive a Horle-colt , rather then a Filly z obſerve 
then this leſſon 1 ſhall here give you, and you ſhall finde 
it an infallible rule, - which will never miſle, v;z, At 
what-time you would have your Mare to be covered , 
Let it bee done when one of the firſt five maſculine 
S1gncs do raigne, Which are either Arjes, Tawrm, Gemr- 
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2i; Caircer, or-Leo';, btit if ſhe ſhall be'covered when a- 
ny of he Feminine or watry: fignes are'predominant, as: 
Virgo, Libra; Scorpio, Sagettarign, Capricornm, Aquariu, Or 
Piſces ;  then-be yow-confident it will bea Filly, -For 
chis'have I often-tryed; 'ahd-found it ſeldome or never 
to fayle me, <ſpecially/if the winde be either! Well or: 
North ( but Weſt is beſt at'the:time: of her :covering, 
and you will finde this-tmy rule to be moſt infallible, for

Now for the manner of the: covering of your Mares, 
ler herbe brought into ſome place abroad ;- and there 
faſtned-to fome ſtrong poſt; rhen bring vur:to-her ſome 
Roned Jade firſt to dally with her, and he will-provoke 
her to an aptitude and defire of coity'; which done; let 
the Stallion be led forth rowards her ,. betwixt two or 
more luſty ſtrong nien who may:beable ro:maſter him 
zt he ſhould prove unruly, and let him- leape” her:yi and 
jet this be done'it?a- morning®betimes' faſting; -which 
done, another man ſtanding by with a paile'of cold wa- 
ter ready in his hand, in the very time when the Horſe 
is diſmoufting!,- ler: him+ caſt the icold water upon her 
ſhape, which by reaſon of the coldnefſe, theftrengrhof 
the caſter, andthe ifuddennefſe thereof; wwill'taul& her 
to ſhrink in, and truſſe up her body, andiit will be the 
meanes to make her retaine the feed in the matrix, 0- 
therwiſe the womb would -notperadventure-ſo-ſoone 
encloſc it, bur for ſometime after,howſoever the womb 
NIIRIPERS: C3 would 
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would draw together, but not {© ſuddenly, whereby 
upon the Marcs metien there-might be ſome dauger of 
diffolving. Take then away the Stallion, and let the 
Mare be put into ſome remote place alone , from fight 
and hearing of other Horſes and Mares, bur let her nei- 

ther cate nor drinke in; foure houres after , neither ler 
her have any wateratall till night, and then give her 
either a {weet maſh, or white water. After ſhe hath 
been thus Covered, you ſhall know whether or not ſhe 

hath either conceived, or loſt, or caſt her ſeed, by many 

evident ſymptoms which will appeare to your cye ; for 

if ſhe retaineth a good ſtomack to her meat, and ſocon- 

tinueth, if ſhe do nor neigh at hearing or ſight of other 
horſes, if ſhe do norpiſle oft times in the day , caſteth 

not her eye about gazing continually at every noylſc ſhe 

hearcth, pricketh not up her cares, and that inthree or 
fouredayes aftcr her covering, her belly ſeemeth to be 

more gant, her haire more ſlicke and cloſe to her skin, 

ſhewing of a brighter colour , and ſhe ſcemeth totall a- 

way and become lean : if (I ſay) any of theſe Symptoms 

doa in her, then is it an evident figne ſhe hath kept 

her ſeed and conceiveth, but if the contrary appearec in 

her, then hath ſhe loſt icand ingendreth nor. 

But as for offering her the Horſe againe ten dayes af- 
ter, together with ſuch like circumftances, I hold them 
impertinent for this place, being ſo frequently knowne 
and praiſed, and therefore my labour may well be 
ſpared. But for her keeping and ordring after her Co- 
vcring, let her not drink that ſhe defireth, but continue 
her with the ſame dyet which formerly ſhe had before 
her covering for three weekes or a month after, leſt the 
zced might fortune to be impaired, before the Colt be 
: __  ſufficiently- 
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ſufficiently formed in the wombe, and let ner bee kept 
ſwecte and cleane as may bee, and that without any la- 
bour or exerciſe during that three weekesor moneth : 
After which tcarme you may, if you pleaſe, inure her 
to moderate labour, wherein have a ſpeciall care of 
foure things : Firſt , that ſhec bee not at any time gal- 
lopped,. or runne off from her winde : Secondly, that 
ſhee bee not put tocarry heavy burthens : Thirdly, that 
ſhee bee neither laboured or travelled in extreame heat: 
And laſtly , that her exerciſe bee not ſuch which may 
provoke her to ſweat violently,for every of theſe things 
will cauſc her to muſcarry. | 
Shee being chus with fole ; fhee muſt bee kept in the 
houſe untill mid-fay , atleaſt, and then let firſt her 
ſhooes bee taken off, her feet pared well, the Frufh and 
heeles opened, and plates after rhe manner of runni 
ſhooes ( but not to come hometo the heeles ) ſer on ; 
let her runne inthe dricſt Ground you have, yer notſo 
ſhort of grafſc,but that ſhee may ar her eaſe fill her bel- 
ly at jeak once a day, and about the latter end of Sep- 
tember, ( if not þctore ) let her bee very carefully taken 
ito the houſe, bur ſoquietly, that you ſhall not endan- 


ger the hurting of her belly, either by the —— 
r 


other Horſes and Marcs againſt her , or through 
unruly leaping, or inconſiderate bruſhing againſt. poſts, 
doores, or the like. Let her bee kept thus in the houſe 
to the time of her foling,. and long after, andiecher 
diet be as before 1s preſcribed, 

And when the time of her foling approacheth-, ler 


her keeper attend carctully upon her, purting her into 


 houſc convenient for her , unhaltred and untied , le 
in foling , the Celt reccive damage, by reaſon thac 
Mares 
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Mares doe commonly caſt their foles' ſtanding: Wher-' 
fore let not the roome whereinto you put her , bee too: 
{treight, but very wartme (tor warmth is a great com- 
fort as well to Mares with fole, as in foling) and let 
good ſtore of firaw bee lated, that the Fole may fall 
from the Mare the fofrer , and bee in Icfle danger | of 
harme , and lether (I fay) bee watched for feare the 
Fole come not right ; and 1o foone as ſhee hath foled 
and licked it dry, ler her keeper preſently milke and 
ſtroake her, and that before the Colt doe ſucke her, 
which will both cauſe her to give downe her milke, 
making the ſame to multiply,and alſo keepe the Udder 
that the milke doe not clod, which if it ſhould doe, the 
Mare might happily in ſhort time become dry, whereof 
if there bee any perill, I then adviſe you to draw :as 
much milkefrom her as you can, and boile it with the 
leaves of Lavender, or Spike , and ſobath her Udder 
therewith warme, continuing ſo daily to doe, untill by 
this meanes you have broken the curd,knobs,and knots, 
cauſing them to bee diflolved. And as for the water 
which ſhee is to drinke for fome time after her toling, 
let it bee either ſweete Maſhes, or white water, anda 
moneth after her foling, give her a Mafh, putting there- 
into the powder of Brimeſtone , or Savin, or the like, 
which will bee a great preſervation of the Colt; and 
then if ſhee bee moderately laboured either at Plough 
or Harrow. it ſhee will draw. as well the Mare. as Colt 
will proſper the better ; provided ſhee bee kept from 
raw meat while ſhee remainerk 1a the Stable, by which 
meanes (hee will the ſooner recover ſtrength, luſt, and 
courage,and have ſtore of good milke,which will cauſe 
zine Coltto thrive the better , and to grow to beeof the 
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greater bone, which above all _ is a matter of 
greateſt conſequence. And that you ſufter nor the Colt 
to ſucke the Mare when ſhee commeth from worke,un- 
ill ſhee bee throughly cold, leſt thereby you ſurfer the 


Colr. 
Thus much I have thought fit to handle of this ſub- 


jet ; and albeit I have laboured heerein to attaine to 
brevity, neverthelefle the premiſes well confidercd , 1 
ſhall nor greatly offend in prolixity, howſoever this my 
manner of breeding being different from the'old receiyed 
Cuſtomes, will not (I doe afſure mee) paſſe void of cen- 
ſure. Bur as touchingold Cuſtomes, thus much I doe 
averre, that as theyare in many caſcs of that force, as 
no Law is able to abrogate ; fo on the. contrary. part, 
many of them are ſo abſurd and ridiculous, as nothing 
can bee more ; for what ſaith the Civill Law > Thoſe 
things which by event or ſucceſſe of time are found to bee per- 
niciou or hurtfull, even thoſe things ought to bee repealed, yea 
albert they were at the firſt found profitable. Which ground 
holdeth good in nothing ſo much as in old Cuſtomes, 
for of their abſurdities, I am able to produce inſtances 
not a few; howlſoever with many, It « oze of Hercules 
reatet Iabours to beate many a man from bis old Cuſtomes bee 
they zever ſo bad, albcit Cuftome is a meere Tyrant, and his 
fnnnigny moſt inſufferable, as a grave Authour very well

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CHAP. III 


How to make and order your Stable, 


p&p Aving thus waded into. this myſtery of 
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Breedtng, 1 hold it a thing very behooveful 
6 to be handled, how your Stable ought to 
> be accommodated, Firſt therefore your 
& Stable ſhould be ſ{cituate where the ayre 
is wholſome , pure, and good, and the 
ground dry : the ſtructure would be either of tree Stone 
or Brick, but Brick 15 beſt , moſt wholſome, and war- 
mek : beſides this benefit Brick hath, which Stone hath 
not, of being very dry, tor Stone will weep,, and ſweat 
drops of water againlt rainc and myſty weather, which 
begetteth damps, and cauſerh Rheumes in Horſes. Your 
Stable opght nor to bave any unſavory. Guttcr,. Chan- 
nell, or Sinke ncare £0 it,' no-Jakes, Hogſtics, or Hen- 
rouſt,whercby to annoy 1t. It would be alſo feeled over 
head; and have ſtrong doores, with locks, bolts, and 
barreviinto it» 'The-Rack would not be made tpo high, 
or two lo&, but placed 1n.an indifferent proportion, and 
and fo artifictally.fer ;\ thatneither tho duſt or the hay- 
ſeeds.may fall inte his.mane, or upon-his'neck and face, 
The manger would be ſer at an indifferent height, made 
deep, and of one entire piece, as well for ſtrength as for 
conveniency to be kept tweet and cleane, Let the flore 
be pitched with flint, and not planked. The windows 
would be made with{ handſome ſhuts and caſements, 
and well glazed, as well to keep out cold and winde, as 
alſo (when there may be caule) to let in the _ and 
reſh 
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freſh ayre, Againe, take heed there be no lome wall or 
laiſter , ſo neare as that the Horſe may reach thereto 
with his-mouth : for upon that he will gnaw , which 
may do him much prejudice, and be the cauſe of much 
dangerous ſicknes; for Lome and Lime are ſuffocating 
things , they will inte and purrifie the bloud , endan- 
ger the Lungs, and be nofriend to his winde : neither 
ſuffer any dung to lye neare him. Furthermore there 
would be made a faire Loft, wherein tolay hay, and 
convenient lodging chambers tor your Grooms, whoſe 
nearnefſe, together with their care and vigilancy might 
prevent many dangers and inconveniences. which may 
accrue unto your Horſes by night. ' Alſo let a neat Sad- 
dle-houſe be contrived with Bingsfor Provender, and in 
it Preſſes, wherein to lay up the Saddles, Bridles, and 
all other furniture appertaining to Horſes,and an &qua- 
dx4# wherewith to bring water to the Stable. And 
laſtly, other Stalls would be erefted remote, wherein 
upon occaſion to ſever the ſick from the ſound, Many 
other accoutrements there are belonging to a perfect 
Stable, as partitions with boards, poſts, and bars, with 
pins driven into every poſt ,''whereon to hang Bridles 
and the like; ſhelves alſo faftned to the wall ſerving for 
many uſes , to place neceflaries upon, &c. which being 
known to all mcn, will be needletſe for me here to rc- 
cat, A 
: But you may peradventure ſtartle at paving , rather 
then planking your flore, preferring planks.as warmer, 
and much better then flint or a pitched flore can be ; 
as alſo for that ir is a new thing, little practiſed, and fel- 
dome heard. | 14 | 
Burt give me leave (I pray) a little to inform your 
7 D.2 underſtanding 
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| Planked flore. 
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med or ſpoyled by fome ſudden flip , whercef I bave 


underſtanding in this one poynt , by which means your 
judgement may fortune to be much bertered, Firſt 
therefore, whereas novelty may be objeced, I ſhall 
moſt caſily afſoyle that point, even from the ſelfe-ſame 
ground 1n the civill Law , which 'Tinſerted in the con- 
cluſion of the precedent Chapter, v;z. Thar things 
found to be prejudiciall, ought to be inhibited, although 
they might be thought needfull, and good in foreknown 
times, For that paving of Stables is better then plank- 
ing them ; I have reaſons not a few wherewith to ſa- 
tie a reaſonable man. Firſt, it 1s much more durable 
and laſting, fuppoſing the flore to be pitched by an ex- 
pert workman : Secondly , it is lefle charge by much, 
and therefore in that point the better : Thirdly, for a 
Horſe to ſtand continually upon a pitched flore, it em- 
boldneth hus feet, and treading the more ; Fourthly, it 
is rhe moſt excellent thing that may be tor Colts, who 
are unſhod; for it hardeneth their hooves, fo as by 
cuſtome they will be as bold te go upon ſtones , rocky, 
and hard waycs, as Horſes that are ſhod: neither wlll 
a pitched flore ſuffer the _hoofe togo abroad in manner 
of an Oyſter : beſides the uſe thereof will make their 
hooves more tough, durable, and hollow, inſomuch as 
when they ſhall come to. be ſhod, and to have exerciſe , 


| they will cazry their ſhooes much longer, better, and 


with more caſe then otherwiſe , if they had been uſed 
to a planked flore. | 

Now on he contrary part, which concerneth the 
pla:.ked flore, that (I ſay) cannot in reaſon be ſogood 
by many degrees. Firſt, it is more flippery, out of which 
reaſon a metled horſe may ſoone' be in danger to be la- 
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had often experience, which a pitched Stable is not ſo 
ſubje& unto: Secondly, the planks often times ſhrinking, 
the Horſe (eſpecially if he be a ftirricr who is accuſto- 
med to curvet in the Stable) may eaſily break a plank, 
and his foot getting into a hole, or between the planks, 
the Horſe Plunging and ſtriving may caſily break his 
leg before he ſhall be able to ger it forth , whereof I 
have more then once been ocular teſtis : Thirdly, when 
you put forth your horſes to run at grafle all, or the 
moſt part of Summer, during which time the ſcorch- 
ing hears will ſo ficcicate and dry the planks, which 
will cauſe them to warp, and the pinns which holdeth 
them down to the joyces will rot, and fo the planks 
give way, eſpecially when horſes ( who not being han- 

led in "oe months before) becomming wild , ram- 
mage,, and unruly, are newly brought into the Stable, 
who feeling the planks to move, yield , and give way 
under them, will fall from ſtarting thercat ,, ro-flinging, 
leaping, bounding, and plunging, till they have SE 
ted the planks,and thereby have endangered both them- 
ſelves, the reſidue of their fellows, and thoſe who might 
come to their help and ſuccour , which is a thing very 
frequent in a flore of this nature : Fourthly, whereas 
you may imagine that a planked flore is warmer then 
a pavedor pitched, I do know the contrary ; for your 
pitched flore hath novaultsor channels under them, like 
as hath your planked, wherewith ro convey the water 
which paſleth from the horſes; by which means the 
horſe lyeth over a moyſt and dampifh place and vault ; 
and beſides thar, the evill ſavour of the horſe-piſſe will 


be eycrmore in their noſe, which is moſt unwholſome, 


noyſome, and many times the cauſe of much infirmity ; 
 . neither 
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neither can it in reaſon be ſo warm as is the pitched 
flore, for that the chinks and awger-holes bored 
through the platiks ( which muſt alwayes be kept open 
to Iettorth the urine ) doth give way to the cold wind, 
which continually aſcendeth up to the horſe, as well ly- 
ing as ſtanding, cannor but do him much dammage. I 
do therefore athrm, that if your Groom have a care to 
litter his horſe well, foas he may lye ſoft and warm, 
(which is a prime propercy appertaining to his office ) 
your horſe will then proſper, and like much better up- 
on a pitched flore then he can upon a planked, provt- 
ded your flore be laid even , not higher before then be- 
hind, more then ſo much that may make the water to 
avoyd to his hinder feet, where there ought to be a 
ſmall guttcr to cauſe ir to paſſe away ; for in raiſing 
your flore 1o much , I doe abſtract from the ancient ill 
cuſtoimc, by reaſon that a Horſe ſtandeth higher before 
then he doth bchind, his hinder legs will ſwell, and fo 
he@#becometh lame ; beſides, it giveth him a taint in 
the back and kidneys; and to conclude, his long ſtan- 
ding in this uneaſic manner, begetteth in the poor beaſt 
much paine and gricte, and this occaſioneth unto him 
(which would nor otherwiſe be ) the putting forth of 
Wind-gals, Pains, Scratches, and ſuch like noyſome 
{oranccs, 
Another thing may peradventure bee thought 
ſirange , which I have handled in the former Chapter, 
where I intreate of breedizs ; in that I would have the

January, this being in the very depth of Winter, as well 
when the ſeaſon is commonly coldeſt , and when little 
or no graſle is to bee had , lo as of neceflity the Mare

danger the ftarving of the Colt, or elſe at leaſtwiſe 

keepe him {o poore and feeble, as not to bee able to 

grow, thrive, or proſper toany purpoſe, To fatisfie this 

ſcruple , Iſay from long experience , that the Winter 

ſeaſon for a Mare to fole in, beyond all peradventure, 

is the very beſt, as well tor the Mareas the Colt, ſuppo- 

| fing ſhee bee kept in a warme houſe ; and as tor her 

milke, ſhee will have great plenty, and that much ber- 

ter and more nourfhing then that milke which the Th: Colt be 

Colt ſhall ſucke from his Damme at grafle, ſo as there- tr nouriſhec 

by the Colt fhall bee more luſty, ſtrong, healthy, grea- — gin 

ter of bone and ſtature, better able to endure hardineſſe. ia winter, 

berter knit, cleaner limbed , more neatly joynted and 

hooved, and keep his fleſh better then that Colt that 

1s foled in May, Jane, or any the hotter months: and 

my reaſon 15, that albeit graſle cauſcth greater plenitude 

of milke, ( which 1 deny not) yet is not the ſameadb 

good and nouriſhing: tor the milke which the Colt 

ſucketh ar graſle, is very thin -and watry;. and albeit 

winter food: begerteth nor fo. great a quantity of milke, 

yet the ſame wil be thicker, more ſubſtanciall and of 

greater nutriment ,.i(.tht:;Mare being very well fed ) 

which wall feed the Cole very fat, and make him more 

luſty and ſtrong, (as Lhave ſayd) then if the Mare, the 

whole Summer and, VVintetthrough; and in all the ex- 

rremity-of heats:and colds-hadbeen kept abroad. More- 

over , the Colt beſtdes rbe- nuke he draweth from the 

Mare, will-alſo feed with her-upon Hay, Oates, . Bran, 

and{uchlike toad, which will do him much pleaſure : 

But ſome againe. will lay, that their tecthare ſo render, - 
as 
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as that they will not be able to chew and eat ſuch kind 
of hard meates ; I anſwer, they are very much miſta- 
ken, for,not only my ſ{clfe alone, but ſundry others have 
with me been cyc-witnefles of the contrary; therefore 
this needs no further ſolution. And whereas it hath 
been objected unto me, that that Colt which is foled in 
May, or Solſtice, in thatſeaſon, the Mare will have ſtore 
of milke, thus much I do ingenuouſly confeſle, but then 
what manner of milk will it be> None other then ſuch 
as ſhall be marvellous thin and watriſh, (as I ſayd be- 
fore) which abundance will alſo fayle , even when the 
Colt hath moſt need thereof , thar is, when the Colt 
beginneth ro come up to ſome ſtrength, and ar whar 
time he ſhould receive moſt nutriment; to wit, when the 
winter commeth on, whoſe Snows, Frofts, cold raines, 
and Flouds will not a little nip and pinch the Colt, and 
enfceble the Mare in ſuch terrible and deſperate man- 
ncr, that ſhe will want her former plenty oft food, warm 
and dry lodging , and other neceſſary reliefe and ſu- 
ſentation, and ſo in like manner, her abundance of 
milke, at what time her poore Colt ſhould depend up- 
pon the enfeebled Mare, who 1s not able to ſupply its 
owneneed : by meanes whereof it muſt neceſſarily fall 
out, that ſhe muſt bring both her ſelfe and her Coltto 
extreame poverty, not being able to ſuſtaine her owne 
life, much leſle her Colts and her own, and ſo become 
feeble before winter be halfe ſpent ; and over and a- 
bove all this, the Colt will by bis running abroad with 
the Mare, become ſo ſalvage and wilde, as that ifany 
infirmity ſhould happen to ſeize upon it, its owne un- 
rulinefle will be ſo great, that the Cure may thereby 
become the more difficile : for to ſpeake truly, infinite 
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have been, and dayly are tne numbers of Colts ; yea, 
and thoſe many times rightly bred , which baye mil- 
carried and periſhed ta this nature. 7 F 
I do therefore concluye, and asa friend to my Coun- 
trey averre , that the ableſt way to breed ny the beſt 
and moſt ſerviceable Horles, is (as I have be ore incul- 
catcd) after this method/and: none other; and there- 
fore I am bold to adviſe all noble Gentlemen, who are 
lovers of good Horſes ; and of this myftery , to.make 
tryall, and to put thefe my rudiments in execution, and 
he will never ( Ido well aſſure me) hereafter, cither al- 
ter or {werve from them ; for of this kinde:of breedrae, 
I have had more then forty | yeares goo experience : 
during which time, I intimated theſe my grounds to a 
Knight, an intimate friend of mine-, who was a great 
lover of good Horſes, and as great a Breeder, as a, lover 
of them, and very well verſed in Horſe-man-ſhip, who 
hearing my. reaſons, and throughly digeſting them, ap- 
provedof them ſo well, as thar he fell to follow theſe 
my inftruQions, and ce{tecming, them ſufficient, would 
never be brought from them. after ; he affirming, no 
way. comparable to this: for he found by plaine de- 
monſtration, that whereas in former times -in breedin 
(as commonly he did, ten or twelve Colts yearly ;) 
when they came to Backing, Riding, and proof of thoſe 
ten or twelve, he thought himſelfe well appayed , and 
his labour and coſt well betowed, if two or three at the 
moſt proved right , and to his minde ; whereas ever 
after, in ten Colts thus bred and reared up , hardly any 
one miſſed , which proved not right and to his good 
liking: and this manner of &reed;ng, made him more in 
lave with thismyſtery , then ever before, reaſon difta- 
ting 
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ting it ſo well unto him, For, moſt certaine itis, when 
the Stallion and Mare are both righr, andihave all rheir 
true attributes , and the time , -ſcaſon, and manner of 
breeding, wirh all circumſtances thereunto belonging, 
pundtually and inevery poynt duely obſerved ; it will 
bea hard matterfor the Colt to. prove ill : but if other- 
wiſc, then marvell not it the Colt anſwer nor your ex- 
peRation , according to the Greeke Adage, which 
ſaith ; xoud iudpgul- ron hoy Fade Sire, Fade Colt. VWWhere- 
fore if upon tryall it ſhall appear to you, that you have 
hitherto been toſceke of the true grounds, and of the 
originall cauſes why you have nor bred ſo many good 
Horſes as you have dctired , doe not then wonder that 
The cauſe of your errour, and of ſo great a miſchiefe hath ftoln 
upon and decerued you ; tor the great decay of good Hor- 
= , together with thoſe infinite errours-1n breeding, and 
Horſe-ma _ z that increaſe that is, being in ſo vile 
a manner of baſe Jades ; have ſo ſwarmed in this king- 
dome, as that( a lamentable caſe to be related )of one 
rightly bred, we now a dayes have a thouſand Jades ; 
to the great difhonour, diſprofir, and weakning both of 
King and Conntrey. And'what 1s the reaſon? I ſhall 
in a word tell you : 7t & 2mpoſſitle for 4 man to bring his 
work to its wiſhed perfefzon, who never knew the true grounds 
of bis prenciples, 
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Of the Marks, Colours, and Shapes of Horſes.

worthy, and better prized, For a Horſe, if he be good 
and ſerviceable, well mettled,. beld, and hardy,. of a 
entle condition, of a roundand cemely trot and pace, 
Fiohely and well borne, obedient mourhed, ſure on foor, 
tough , ſtrong , and eafie ;. will ( I-ſay ) not ſuch 
a Horſe bee well eſteemed > Bur if rogether with 
theſe good properties , there ſhall be added, good 
colour, true marks, and perfe& ſhape ,' which caufeth 
him to appeare moſt beautifull to all beholders; will 
not theſe endowments ſet him the better forth , and 
cauſe him tobe thebetter efteemed, of cvery man defi- 
red, and much more money offered for him? nay, ſhall 
. "BS _ not 
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not you {whoſe the Horſe is) be come unto, be ſucd un- 
to, have letters ſent you from ſundry friends, and will 
nor your ſclfe prize him. at a higher'rate then otherwiſe 
you would have done? yes afluredly ; and hereof I 
make no queftion, True ir is, andI muſt confefle no 
Iefle, that a Horſe may be very good, and performe his 
function very well, who hath neither good colour, true 
marks, or perfect ſhape ; neverchelſeſſe theſe extrinſe- 
call vcrtues are more frequently to be found, and better 
obſcrved to bee in good Horſes , in whom are colour, 
marks, and ſhape, than in Horſes-which are otherwile. 
Wherctore becauſe theſe things are termed cxreriour 
verrues, and therefore takes it object from the eye only, 
I will conjoyne them altogether in this my dicourls, 
andſhew you what hath beene, and is the opinion of 
borh ancient and modern Writers. Y:rg!l in his Geor- 
gicks, handling moſt accurately ſundry-points of Hut- 
bandry, among other rhings*in his third book of Geor- 
gicks, deſcribceth the 'Horſe , as well his breeding, and 
his ſcvcrall ſorts of imployments , as his colour, thape, 
and marks; yca, and that in moſt exquiſite manner : 
And thus he beginnerh :.

And the ſame French-man ſheweth,what be alſo thc 
properties and markes which a good Horſe ought to 
have z whereof three are to be of an Oxe, three of a 
Fox, three ofa Hart, and three of a Woman. Thoſe 
three of an Oxe, are to have, a faire and full eye, a large 
neck, and to be ftrong and ſhort joynted, Thoſe three 
of a Fox, are, to have a comely and ſhort trot, ſmall,and 
long cares, and a buſhy tayle, Thoſe three of a Hart, 

; arc 
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are to have leane and drye legs, to be well riſen before, 
and a leane head. Thoſe three of a Woman, are to be 
large and faire breaſted, to have a beautifull and full 
haire, and gentle to his Rider and Keeper. 

The ſame Authour delivereth yet further what ought 
to be the colour and ſhape of a good Horſe. Thoſe Hor- 
ſes ({aith he) that are ota cheit-nur colour, with Mane, 
and Tayle black, are commonly good. The Sorrell, if 
his Mane, Tayle, Knees , Fet-lockes, and liſt along his 
back, be black, and are for the moſt part good, if they 
be otherwiſe free from evill conditions ; as not at any 
time to lyc downe in the water, reſtife, and fuch like 
bad qualitics. The Brown-bay, Dun, Dapple-grey, iron- 
orey, if their extremities be black, are many times ve- 
ry good, if they be well choſen. All Horſes (ſaith he ) 
mult have good Legs, good Feet, and their Fet-lockes 
mult not be overcharged with hayre ; they muft *have 
alſo good eyes, obedient mouthed , ang well metled : 
they muſt not have fat or ficſhy legs , but to have a 
grcat belly, well riſen before, ſtreighr backr, not char- 

cd with over-great ſhoulders , he muſt have a thin 
bended neck, like a Carps back, a good Crouper, large 
Thighcs, round well ſpread Butrocks, and a traine well 
ſet on : a lcanc, dry, and thin Head, a full ſparkling 
Eye, a wide Noitril!, a wide, thin, and leane Jaw, a 
looſe Tropell, a welkrruſfed-rogether Body , and Legs 
not too long; being thus accoutred and ſhaped, it 1s 
very probable he will be very ſerviceable.. Hee alſo 
ſheweth fignes whereby to know the good or evill 
ſight of a Horſe, Every horſe (ſaith he) hath a feather 
in his Face berwixt his eyes : if the ſayd feather bee 
high above the eyes, then hath hee aſluredly a good 
F 1 an 
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and peric& ſight ; but if the feather be below his eyes, 
the horſe then hath oft times a bad ſight : Obſerve this 
rule well, and you ſha! finde it to be a thing moſt cer- 
taine, He alſo giveth orher marks touching the Legs of 
a horſe : which briefly arc, that a horſe mult have his 
tore-legs above the knees, to be ſtrong, flat, and large, 
albeit the lowcr partot rhe Legs be ſmall : provided he 
| havea good foot , which ſuppoſing , hee may prove a 
| Which beethe horſe of long continuance, Another Authour {peaking 
heb colours of the colours of Horſes, doth denominate them after 
ix — this manner, wiz, A Browne-Þay, a Blacke-Roar, or 
[ Black full of filver hayrs, Cole-Black, Cheſt-nut, Dark- 
Bay, Fly-bittcn, or V\ hite-Lyard. The Browne-Bay is 
| ſo highly cſtcemed wirh all Nations, as thar they doe 
| with one aſſent alwayes rank him in the very firſt place 
' of colours : the Italians and French doc ſo much prize 
the Brown-Bay, as that they evermore call that colour 
Bayary Loyall, the Loyall Bayard , or more properly ac- 
cording ro our Engliſh phraſe , truſty Bayard, The 
French, Italians, and Germans doe very far commend 
and prefer three forts of Colours in Horſes ; to wit, 
the Browne-Bay , the Cheſt-nut, and the Cole-Black ; 
but they doe evermore preferre the Browne-Bay to the 
firſt place. Maſter Blundeuile, and Maſter Markham doe 
both accord in the choyce of the Colours of the Horſe, 
and they never doe faile in preferring the Browne-Bay 
to the firſt place. 

W hat ſhall I necde ſpeake any more of Colours ; I 
will now proccede to their Markes, wherein, albeit in 
moſt things all in a manner doe agree'; yet onely in 
ſome few points there is ſome ſmall difference. All 


generally aſlent inthe white Starre , and white foote, 
it 
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if the bla:e bee not too broad, or the foote too high 
white about thc Paſterne, for then it 1s called hoſed, or 
buskened : Some commend the ſhimme, or raſe downe _ 
the face, if ir bee not much broader then a three-penny or _— 
filkeRioben, bur taen it mult come to end juſt berween ; 
the Noſtrills , and not bee more on the one fide of rhe 
face, then on the other, This indeede is of all true 
Horle-men eſteemed a moſt beautifull good Marke, and 
well becommeth a good Horſe, Some would have the 
foore being white, to bee on the far foore behinde, and 
ſome againe on the ncare foote before : I have heard 
ſome highly commend the Horſe to have two white 
feete a croſle , to wit , the far toote behinde , and rhe 
neare foore betore, like as had a Horle of the old Lord 
Sandes, being a Courſer, which hee brought out of 7:aly, 
with ſo much charge, laoour, and perill of his life, (as 
his Lordſhip did ſundry times report u Aro mce,) which 
was of a darke bay, and his two fcerea crofle white ; 
howloever I have knowne ſoine Horſe-men diſlike of 
the ſame Markes, yetI could never heare the reaſons 
of their diſlike, A Knight of my acquaintance would 
highly commend the Horſe , who had a white foore, 
which was beſpeckled with black motly ſpots ; affirm- 
ing that a Horſe ſo marked did betoken good mertle, 
reat valour, and a heroick ſpirit, for hee would al- 
wayecs call ſuch a Horſe , Equzs gereroſms, a Horſe of a 
brave ſpirit ; and this hee would report, was taught 
him by old Sir Herry Lea, that famous Horſe-man, and 
no lefle excellent Breeder, of whom this Knight boughr 
many delicate Colts, ſome of which were thus marked. 
All good Horſe-men doe atteſt , that the Horſe with 
much white upon his face, raw noſed, ſheath, yard, tu- + 
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ell, and hooves white, skin white, and legs hoſed, and 
wall-eyed ; is generally weake, faint , of a cowardl 
condition, tender, and wafhy of flcſh, ſubjc& to rebelli- 
on, reſtifenefle, ro ſtarring,ſtumbling, evill ſighted, ſub- 
ject ro tire, dangerous to his Keeper, for biting and 
ſtriking ; andina word, of a moit baſe and evill con- 
dition. For the counte zance 1s the true Index of the mind : 
And a lewd locke prozreſiicateth a lewd condition + And 
-athers bol- AZaINc, 4 deformed countenance aeth delineate a wicked 
Fen ro bee2 azd deformed difpofition and manners. It is holden for a 
24 wa good Marke in a Horſe to have many Feathers about 
his bedy, as upon his forchead, ſo itbee {cituated above 
the eyes, an] the higher it ſtands,the better : Alſo upon 
the middle of the Neck neare to the Creſt, under the 
Neck in the middle of the Throple, upon the Breſt, and 
upon both the Flanks, and upon both Buttocks , which 
for Horſes to have Feathers in theſe, and ſuch like pla 
Ces, 1s molt commenaadle. 
Now as touching the perfect and true ſhape of a 
Horſe, wherein wee have more contrariety of opinions, 
then are cither in the Colour or Marks, whereof I have 
| given you a taſte already : Neverthelefle,I will demon- 
» perfe& ſtrate how far commonly all doe meere in the ſhape of 
|

"pe of 2 a4 wcll timbred Horſe, Firſt therefore it is required that 
49 the hoofe bee black, ſmooth, dry, large, round, and hol- 
low: The Paſternsſtraight and upright, Ferlocks ſhort, 
the legscs ſtraight and Har, called alto larh-legged, the 
| knees bony, leane and round, the neck long, high-rcar'd, 
and great towards the Breaſt , the Brealt large and 
round, the Eares ſmall, ſharpe, long, and upright, the 
Forchead leane and large , the Eycsgreat, full, and 
black, rhe Browes well filled, and ſhooting outwards, 
the Jawes wide, ſlender, and leane, the Noltrills wide, 


and 
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and open, the Mouth great , the Head long, and leane 
like toa Sheepe, the Mane thinne and large, the Wi- 
thers ſharpe and poynted, the Back ſhort, cven, plaine, 
and double chined , the Sides and Ribbes deepe, large, 
and bearing out like the cover of a Trunke, and cloſe 
ſhut at the huckle-bone, the Belly long, and great , but 
hid under the ribs, the Flanks tull, yet gaunt, the Rump 
round , plaine, and broad, with a large ſpace betwixt 
the Buttocks , the Thighs long and large , with well 
faſhioned bones, and thoſe —_— the Hams dry, and 
ſtraight, the Trunchion i{mall, long, well ſet on, and 
* well couched, the Trayne long, not too thick ,' and fal- 
ling to the ground , the Yard and Stones ſmall ; and 
laſtly, the Horſe to bee well riſen bctore, And to con- 
clude, the pertc& ſhape of a Horſe , according as a fa- 
mous Ho:ſeman hath deſcribed, is in a tew words, thus; 
Viz. A broad Forchead, a great Eye, aleane Head, 
_ thinne, ſlender, leane, wide <a a long high reared 
Neck, high reared Withers, a broad deepe Cheſt, and 
Body, upright Paſternes, and a narrow Hoofe : And 
this is the commonallowed , and approved ſhape of a 
perfe&t Norle ; fo as if any of theſe things bee diffici- 
cnt in him, hee cannot bee ſayd to bee a Horſe of a per- 
fe& ſhape: Wherefore I conclude that if a Horſe of a 
good Colour, well marked, and rightly ſhaped, and 
right alſo by Syre and Mare ; -it will bee ſe]}dome ſeen 
that hee ſhould prove ill, unleſle his Nature beealiena- 
red, and marred, either inthe Backing and Riding, or 
elſe that hee bee otherwiſe wronged, and moſt ſhame- 
fully abuſed-byrhe meanes of a haire-braine, negligent, 
or inconſiderate Rider or Groome. Butl may in this 
poynt bee taxed to hold a —_ ; for ſome may ob- 
_ = 
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je& unts mee, that many times Horſes, whoare of the 
beſt Colours, beſt Markee, and trueſt ſhapes, doe never- 
thelcfle prove arrant Jades, reftiffe, ſtubborne, ill natu- 
red, ſubject to tyring, and the like : Ianſwer, 1] acknow- 
ledge all this to bee moſt true, for I have knowne Hor- 
ſes, who upon their firft view, have beene in extrinſe- 
call ſhew ſo hopefull, as that they have promiſed what 
a man could exped from them ; which notwithſtand- 
ing when they have come to the teſt, they have beene 
a icandall to their ſex ; but this 1s not a thing frequent, 
for in every one of theſe who have thus miſcarried ; 
you ſhall have twenty who will prove right,and anſwe- 
rable to your minde : Ihavealſo known Horſes, which 
wanting theſe good attributes , and who have beene as 
different from thoſe wee call good , even as Chalke is 
from Cheeſe,who have proved very good Horſes: how- 
beit I will not counſel, you to br Ek. upon {nch an One, 
who albeit hee may bring you Colts, yet I dare not pro- 
miſe you hee ſhall ever bring you a good Colt , where- 
of I ike oftimes made tryall , as well for Horſes of 
Mennage , as tor Hunters, and Horſes for the Courſe. 
Neither neede there any more bee ſayd upon this ſub- 
je. 
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CHAP.YV. 
Of the Office of the Rider and Groome. . 


Pf Aving now bred Colts according to 
© my inſtructions, which you may 
well hope will prove to your mind 
and beſt liking, nevertheleſſe ſome 
things there yer remaine whereof 
duly to conftder ; and that is, that 
when you have thus ( Ifay) bred 
| your Colts, -which you may very 
well hope are right, your eye and judgement for Shape, 
Colour, and Marks promiſing no lefle ; it then behoo- 
veth you to be very cautelous1n the Handling,Breaking, 
Riding,8 well-ordring them, whether you intend them 
for Menage, Courſe, Hunting, or the Rede; in any of 
which an eſpeciall care would be had to provide you 
of Riders, Grooms, and Keepers, ſuch as ſhall be known 
to be expert in their faculties ; in which principally 
conſiſteth either their dire& making, or marring, and 
finall ruine. For we cannot ſay, that a Colr ( yetun- 
handled) at three or foure years of age, is, or can be a 
perfe& good Horſe, whilit hee remaineth (I ſay) unrid- 
den, unhandled, and unmade , uitill ſuch tirae as he 
hath been taken up into-the Stable, made gentle, taught 
to lead, content to be ſhod, to be Back'd, Broken, Rid- 
den, Wayed, Mouthed ; and to bee bricte , brought to 
his utmoſt perte&ion, By this time you will come to 
be able to know and uadcrſitand- his true VVorth, Ver- 
| G 2 tue, 
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rue, Nature, Diſpoſition, and Quality, his Pace, his 
Raine, or Bearing, his Toughneſſe, Strength, and Aﬀea- 
bility, his true worth, and goodnefle, and what other 
attributes are befitting a generous Horſe. 

His Rider therefore muſt bee an expert and able 
Horſe-man , and his Keeper every way as ſufficient ; <- 
therwiſe what defects you ſhall find in your Horſe, arc 
not to be attributed to him, but either to his Rider, 
or to the Groome, Wherefore your care muſt be, that 
both Ridcrand Groome be knowne ſufficient, leſt for 
want of true ſcience , your Horſe may<cft-ſoones be 
brought to aſſume ſuch ſiniſter conditions, from which 
he will not be weaned 11 a long time after, Wherefore 
if your Rider be knowne to bee an able man, and your 
Groome ſufficiently skilfull, you muſt then expe thar 
perfc&ion from your horſe, you ever hoped. For ray 
part thus much I aver, that this Noble Science (Noble, 
I call it, for that ir is a faculty well beſeeming a truely 
Noble Gentleman) is an art wherein I have beene ver- 
ſed and travelled tor morethen forty yeares, as well at 
home, as in parts abroad, in which I have moſt dili- 
gently conſumed much time, as well to the labour of 
my body and ininde, as to my noſmall expence : and it 
doth not a little trouble me that in places where I come 
herc in Ezelard, I doe finde ſo few Horſe-men, (confide- 
ring it is an Iland that doth abound in Horſes, whereof 
no Kingdome under heaven more ) and yet ſo man 
Braggadochies there be, who will ſocrack and boaſt of 
their skill in this heroick Science, and when I ſhall be- 
gin todiſcourſe with them of Horſemanfhip, they will 
talk ſo fillily, and ſo-impertinently,as makes me blufh to 
heare them. : infomuch as I have muck trouble with 
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my patience in forbearing to let them know their ab- 
ſurd folly : and 1f I but aske them any ecafie queſtion 
concerning this myſtery, they preſently fall into firange 
and prepoſtcrous diſcourſes, venting many incredible 
' wonders, as far fromſenſe, and as high above the Moon, 
as the Moon is above us, and they are as poore, and as 
ignorant 1n the true nature and knowledge of the Arr, 
as not to be able tro underſtand the very firſt grounds and 
principles in Horſemanſhip. Others there: bee , who 
have attained to ſo much ſuperficial ſpeculative know- 
ledge by reading the works of Maſter” Blundevile, Ma- 
ſter Markha, and others, getting thereby ſome glimpſe 
of ſpeculation, bur lefle rrue practiſe , ( whercin is as 
much difference as betwixt us and the Antipodes, ) and 
therefore in what eſtceme they either are or can bee a- 
mong Horſemen, 1s moſt eafic to be imagined. Others 
there arc, who being ſoaRive and dexterous, as to be a- 
ble to fir a rough, unridden Colt, a few plunges, by faſt 
holding with both hands to the Mane and Pummel], and 
by clinging with their legs cloſe to the body of the horſe, 
till by ſtriving and his violent diſordercd agitation, hee 
hath pur himſelfe from off his winde ; he will not ſtick 
preſently to promiſe ro himſelfe, the true andenctire 
myſtery of able Horſemanihip, Others againe I oft 
meet with , who by ſomctimes frequenting the Muze, 
where Riders uſe ro menage ; who after have made no 
bones tocry themſelves up tor as good and as able Horſc- 
men, as any in Ezglayd. Others 1 doe very well know, 
who by reading, have made ſome petty practiſe howſo- 
ever (God knowes) to very ſmall purpole ( ſo far forth 
as their diminitive skill was able ro extend ) upon ſuch 
(not rightly bred Geldings 5,404 {mall Nags of their 
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owne:wherein they have aſſumed unto themſelves (5 
much pretended knowledge, as that they kave in their 
disjoynted diſcourſes, not ſpared to taxthe famous Ale- 
xanders, and other eminent Riders of this our King- 
dome for Novices, and meere ignorant Horſemen. 
Such (I ſay) is the vanity and arrogancy of theſe our 
dayes, in which ignorance dareth to adventure to tra- 
duce knowledge, and Vice lay an obloquy upon Vertue. 
For unlefſe a man do arrive unto tbe. depth of profound know- 
ledge, he ſha# be derided ; but like as he either hath or hath it 
7ot, he fball be etther commended or ſcorned, For you ſhall 
not ſceone ina hundred of theſe pretenders of know- 
ledge, who doth not ſo much as underſtand the terms 
of this generous myſtery; and therefore I may: truly 
ſay of them-: that Not to know the termes or principles, us to 
be ignorant of the Art #t ſelfe: And yet T have knowne 
fome of theſe ſo impudently weak, as to take upon 
them to teach, whereat I have not a little marvelled, 
it being a generall received rule, wiz. It i impcſſible for 
a man to teach that which he never learned. And turther a 
venerable Autkour ſairh, He that will be bis owne ſcholer, 
ſhall be ſure to have a foole to his maſter. For aſſured > great 
folly and weakneſſes to be obſerved tx that man, who ſhall take 
upon him to be a maſter or teacher, who never knew what it was 
to be # (choller. 

But if you deſire to have your Colts come to the 
height of perfection , ler then your care bee to furniſh 
your ſelfe of a good Rider, and ſuch an one who is well 
knowne and cryed up to bee an exquiſite Horſeman. 
He muſt notbe of life dffolute , or debaucht, nor of 
nature harſh, furious, cholerick, or hayre-braind-: fos 
thelcaſt of eitherof theſe vices, are unbeleeming a per- 
ſon 
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ſon of this profeſſion : but he mult be of life ſober, and 
in his function laborious and diligent , of complexion 
Flegmarique, and patient, he mult be maſter of his paſ- 
fions ; for 4 wiſe man knoweth how to conquer and overcome 
kim{elje : for that Rider that is cholerick, raſh, haſty, 
and ſoone provoked to impatience, can never make a 
good Horſeman, let him love the Art neverſo well, 
neither ſhall hee bee able tomake a Horſe ſo perfeR as 
otherwiſe hee might have done , were hee otherwiſe 
conditioned ; but let him apply his beſt endeavours, 
yet that Horle lice maketh, ſhall have detes, which his 
inconſiderate harfhnefle hath cauſed. For if your yon 

horſe be rightly organized, and as well natured, as _ 
mettled, and as correſpondent for markes and colours, 
he ſeldome proves ill in the making , ſuppoſing his Ri- 
der be maſter of his Art, but if otherwife, by which 
meanes he do fall into imperfections or vices : it is nor 
much robe wondred at, for thoſe his evill conditions 
and faults arc not ſo much to be impnted to the horſe, 
as to his teacher, and as touching curſtnes and corre&i-

as neceflary as his meate ; neverrheleffe ler corredtion 
be ſo confiderately applyed , as nor therein to exceed 
the limits and bounds of moderation ; Ler it, I ſay, be 


done to amendment, and net io deſtrafiton or confuſion , and'

| —_— wg) who muſt truly love his horſe , and ſo ſhape his courſe 
[6m rowards him, as that the horſe may love and dote upon 
i his Keeper, otherwiſe the herſe may ſoone get ſo many 
| evill habits , which hee will nor caſily alter or forget. 
For as Ariitetle learnedly ſaith , Like as you order him, ſo 
ſhall you finde : For the Horle by nature is the moſt 1o- 
ving creature to man of all other bruit creatures , and 
none more obedient, none more intelligible, none more 
defirous to pleaſe ; whercfore if he be {weetly, mild- 
ly, and plauſibly dealt with, he will be alſo reciprocal! : 
Otherwiſe if his Keeper bee harſh, furious, cholericke, 
and paſſionate, the horſe will bee pur beſides his pa- 
rience, ftare and ſee boggards 1n his Keepers face, be- 
come rebellious, tall to itriking, biting, and other vices, 
to the often endangering as well of the life and limbs 
| of his Keeper, as ot his Rider, and others : For the old 
i Proverb 1s moſt true, Patrence once wounded or wronged, 
if 


7s ſoone turned into fury and rage, For the horle is not ſaid 
to be (reaturs animalis, a creature endowed with a rea[ona- 
ble ſoele ; but is, Creatura ſimpliciter antmata, 8 creature 
which bath onely life and ſence ; as learned Philoſophers ' 
do teach : a creature (I ſay) in whom is onely life, tenſe, 

and 
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and memory, bur diſcourſe hee hath not, and therefore. 
muſt bee governed by judgement and diſcretion, If 
therefore your Groome bee a man ofa looſe, evill, and 
debaucht life, or not otherwile able to gOverne, or to. 
maſter his paſſions , hee is wholly unfit to ſupply this 
place, and to take a charge of this nature upon him : 
ea hee muſtbee a man of a boundleſle patience , hee 
mult bee judicious and diſcreete, by which meancs hee 
may with the greater facility , and lefle difficulty bring 
his Horſe to bee of the ſame 1dentity, parity, and effence 
with himſelfe, their loves and hearts truely united. ; ſo 
as hee may at pleaſure mould and faſhio1 him into 
what forme hee deſircth : Hee muſt continually toy, 
dally, and play with hum, and teach him to play the 
wanton , bee alwaycs talking and ſpeaking pleaſing 
words and phraſes unto him : Hee. muſt leade him a- 
broad morning and evening when the Sunne ſhineth 
warme, and then run, ſcope, and ſhew him all the de- 
light and contentment hee 1s able : Hee muſt duely cur- 
ry, curbe, and drefle him, wipe, duſt, pick, and cleanſe 
him, feede, pamper,and cheriſh him,keepe him warme 
and ſweete , bee alwayes fidling and doing ſomething 
about him,bee often tampering with his heeles and legs, 
often taking up his fecte, rapping him gently upon the 
ſoles, and knocking him ſoftly upon the Colfine untill 
his Keeper hath taught him to take. up any toote of 
himſelte at firſt bidding : His Keeper,muſt have him 
alwayes ſo cleane of his body, ſerting upon his coate ſo 
perfect a glofle, as that a man may almoſt ſee hisface 
upon it, His teete would bee kept ſtopped , and the 
coffins dayly annoynted, his heeles free from ſcratches, 
and other ſuch like ſorances; And his- Keeper ought al- 
oo: | | I IG 
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ſo to keepe fo continuall a vigilant eye upon him , and 
all his ations, as well in his teeding and drinking, as 0- 
therwiſe , whereby no ſymptomes of ſickneſle or infir- 
mity (inward or outward ) ſhall bee able ſo ſoone to 
ſhew its hcad , but they may bee as cafily, and as ſoone 
cured and amended , or el{e prevented : For io amend 4 
fault in the begining, is far better and mare eaſie, then when 
it bath been long accuſtomed : For our old Provcrbe is, 
Things are ſooner prevented then amended, 

Bur Lam loath to wade any further into this ſubjc&, 
for this 1s not that I intended when I began : Yet fi- 
thence I am thus far imbarqued in ir, I will give you a 
few Rules which may bee profitable both to rhe Maſter 
and the Groome, which if they bee well obſerved, you 

.may undoubtedly keepe your Horſelong in very good 

Rules fic to be eſtate and health. Firtt , therefore before you pur your 
pberves® Horſe to grafle (I ſpeake now of Horles which have 
Tt  beene riddenand excrciſed ) ſome foure or five dayes; 

or a wecke before , take blood from him according as 
your diſcretion or the Ferrier by his Art ſhall dictate : 
The next day aftcr give him the drinke of Dzaperte , 
mentioned in [4, 2. chap. 7. Sef.2, with good Sack, and 

let him aftcr his drinke bee inured tohardinefſe ſome 

dayes bctore his turning forth, by raking by degrees his 

cloaths from him. leſt by doing things on a ſuddaine, 

hee fortune to take more cold, then you can caſily cyre: 

neither would I have you pur him forth till the midſt of 

May, atthe ſooneſt , for till that time, grafle will not 

have bite enough for him to fill his belly, northe ſeaſon 

warme enongh, (and let the day wherein you turn him 

forth be a warme Sun-ſhine day, and about the houre 

of ten; ) tor Rorles pampered in warme ſtables, and 

kept 
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kept cloſe, will be ſubject to take cold, if a diſcreet or- 
der and courſe bee not taken with them, Secondly, let 
him bee taken up from grafle about the feaſt of Saine 
Bartholomew , which is upon the 24. day of Auguſt, or 
ſoone after, for then the ſeaſon doth begin to ler fall 
cold dewes, which betideth no good, but much harme 
to your horſe, and then beginneth the heart of grafle 
to tayle , ſo as the graſle which then hee feedeth upon, 
breedeth no good nutriment, but grofle flegmatick and 
cold humours , which putriftierh and corrupterth the 
bloud. Let your Horſe, I ſay, be taken up about the day 
before mentioned, but with all the quiernefle that may 
bee, for feare of heating him , by reaſon his greaſe hee 
gat at graſle is tender, ſo as every little motion will dif- 
{olve the ſame, wherby the bloud may be inflamed,and 
ſo the Horſe be brought into eminent perill at leaſt of 
ſicknes, if not of death. A day or two after you have 
him in the ſtable, or ſooner, let him bee ſhod , andlet 
bloud, and drenchr, as before is ſhewed you; for this 
preventeth Yellowes, Stavers, | and fuch like diſeaſes, 
which the Gaule and Spleene occaſioneth , which the 
heart and firength of graſſe ( through the rankneſſe of 
the bloud) dotts ingender in his bedy ; Then purge and 
cleanſe him both outwardly and inwardly , like as you 
are taught 6, 2. chap. 2. | | 
Thirdly, ſearch ae Horſes mouth, both then ahd at 
other times often; tor feare of Barbes, Bigs, Bliſters,and 
Cankers, and ſuch like maladies which are very inci- 
dent to breed in the mouths of Horſes, which by the 
colour of the ſpots of his Gums, Tongue, and Mouth 
= may perceive, and ſo the better and more calily 


oth preventand cure all ſuch diſeaſes as are inherent 
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to thoſe -parts, Fourthly, rub: and, waſh ſometimes 
your Horſes mouth and tongue with vinegar or Ver- 


juce mingled with bay ſalt , but Verjuce is the better, 


and let fome paſle. .downe his throate,, for it is both 
wholſome and good. Fifthly, obſerve your. Horſes 
Eycs, and Countenance-, which it you doe finde 
tobre heavy, drowſie, and dull, then bee you con- 
fident all is not well within him: Then take bloud 
from him and give him the drinke of Drapente, or 
Dtateſſeror, and hee ſhall dec well againe, 

Sixthly, obſerve well his ſtanding , and his going, 
if you doe perceive him to felter with any of his feere, 
be it never ſo little, or elſe which foot ſoever hee doth 
fayour, ler the Groome preſently take up that foote, 
and examine it, 1f hee can teele any place warmer then 
other, lect him now aſlure himſclte ſomething 15 a- 
miſſethere ; take off the Shove, and ſearch the foote 


_ carcfully, to ſee whether Gravell, or Nayle bee any 


cauſe thereof ; but it you doe finde all well there, 
ſearch the heele and fruſh , it you finde not any thing 
there, ſearch higher for ſome ſwelling that may bee 
in the paſterne-joynt in the legge , or backe ſinnew 
and when hee hath found the fault , - and. cauſe of his 
complaint , let him preſently informe the Ferrier , 
who is to apply his remedies, and by this meanes hee 
ſhall diſcharge his dutyas well becommeth him, 
Seventhly;, - obſerve alſo if hee put forth his foote 
more then uſually hee was wont to doe; then affure 
your ſclfe , the griefe . lyeth- cither in the knee or 
ſhoulder ; if it bee fo , preſently advertiſe the Fer- 
ricr , who kn6weth what is beſt.to bee done” with 


him. 


Eighthly, 
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| Eighthly, when you are to take your journey with 
him, water him in the houſe, and give him his break- 
faſt of good cleane Oates , {weete, -and well fifred ; 
then bridle himand tye him up to the Rack , then cur- 
ry, dreflc, and ſaddle him, but draw nor the Girts too 
fircight till you come to take his backe; then preſent- 
ly caſt his cloath over him , leſt hee take cold, and 
when you come to take his backe , draw his Girts 
ſtreight, and ſo on Gods name begin your journey, but 
for a-mile, two, or more, go fairc and ſoftly, for if you 
hear him too ſoon, he will not digeſt his meat, bur cru- 
dities will ariſe in his ſtomack,which you ſhall percerve 
by his ſcowring and purging, as he travelleth, whereby 
you may either founder him in his body, or elſe cauſe a 
Calientura, burning Fever , or ſome other worſe infir- 
mity to ſeize: andasyou doe travell him, when you 
are come ſome foure or five miles from home , alight 
from him and walk him, ſometimes ſtanding till ro-ſce 
if you may provoke him to ſtale;tor it is very wholfome 
and good, which you may allo do well ro attempt when 
you diſmountand walk him down any hill : and ſome 
three miles betore you come to your journeys end, ride 
him into ſome River or other watering place, unto his 
belly,bur no deeper in any wiſe,and then let him drink, 
yer not ſo much at the firſt, as hee defireth, but by de+ 
grecs, firſt raking up his head to cauſe him to waſhrhis 
mouth, whereby to free tt from filth and fome ; then 
let him drinke halfe his draughr, and laitly, ſo. much as 
in reaſon he will : Then obſerve upon what pace you 
brought hinwto the water, with the ſame pace (and nei- 
ther ſoftlier nor faſter ) ride him a mule op better., by 
which time he will have warmed the water in his belly, 
:. M0 Þ without 
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without taking cold or harme, This watering him thus, 
will very much refreſh. him, cauſe him to forget his 
weariſomeneſſe, and when hee ſhall come toeare, it 
will be with very good appetite, which otherwiſe hee 
would not have done.. A nwle at leaſt before you come 
ro your journies end, flack your pace, and begin to goe 
more ſoftly, to the end he may not be too hot when hee 
ſhall be ſer up , have him without delay into the Sta- 
ble warme, well littered up to the belly ; but take heed 
you ſuffer him not to be either walked, or waſhed, for 
theſe two things are very pernicious , and moſt dange- 
rous for him, and the cauſe of more ſickneſle, forances, 
anddeath to Horſes, then of all other things beſides, So 
ſoone as you have brought him into the Stable, the firſt 
thing you doe, oft with your Coat, and tye him up to 
the empty Rack ; then litter him up to the belly, un- 
gird him, take oft his Saddle, rub his back with ſpeed, 
and put his Cloath upon him, andupon that his Saddle 
againe, and gird him with his Surſingle, then make 
cleane his ſtirrops, ſtirrop-leathers and Girts , and rub 
him downe both Legs, Belly, Body, Breaſt, Head, Face, 
and Neck, and ſo ſtuffe him up with cleane dry ſtraw, 
and let him ſtand ſo upon the Bir an houre, evermore 
looking upon him, leſt hee ſweat anew , which if you 
ſhall perceive , then to allayit, take away ſome of rhe 
firaw wherewith he is ſtuffed, and he will coole againe; 
if you finde him in good temper , unbridle him, and 
waſh his mouth with water andiſalt, and waſh alſo 
his Bit, and ſo bridle him up againe , and give him 
ſome good Hay in his Rack to champ upon, for halfe 
an hours ſpace. After come to him againe, and then un- 
bridle him , put on his Coller-haltet, and. {o give 

him 
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\ him freſh Hay+to cate : Then rub himall over , and 
fo let him ſtand till you have ſupped ; then come 'ro 
him , and give him cicher a ſweet maſh or white wa- 
tcr, which when he hath drunke, ler him cate Hay 
for haife an houre aftcr, and then give him his Proven- 
der, bur by degrece, not too much together, for feare 
of c:oying him, which ſo ſoone as hee hath diſpatched, 
unſaddle him , and rub his body all over, cloath him 
up warme , and whifpe him up round with ſmall 
whiſps : Which done, rub his legs drye, pick, and ſtop 
his feete,, and anoynr the Cofhns, and Cronets of his 
hoofes, giving him hay for all night: and Jaſtly ſhake 
up his litter abour and undcr him, that ſo hee maylye_ 
ſoft, and warme : and thus doing, leave him to his 
reſt, 
The next morning, come to him early ; and firſt 
obſcrve whether or not he hath layn down;then look 
upon his Ordure, whether ir be laxative or coſtive, or 
it hee have avoyded any greaſe, which if hee hath, 
give him with his Oates, a handtull or two of Hemp- 
leed, and {o order him as you are accuſtomed, or other- 
wiſe, as you in diſcretion doe find to bee moſt requiſite; 
Many other rudiments there are to bee given , which 
for that they are ſo commonly knowne to every 
Groome, *are impertinent to rehearſe: Onely ina 
word for a cloſe, I ſay, thata good Groom oughrts be 
a man of good life.and ſober demeanovur,no Tipler ; ' 0 
haunter of Ale-houſes,or Taverns, (like a< roo too ma” 
ny arc) no lyer abroad trom his Horſe in the night, nor 
long from him in the day, and an carly rifer ;_ the Sta- 
ble muſt bee his Compring houſe; hee muſt not bee - 
ſo intimate with any as with his Horſe; have enter- 
| courle 
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courſe with none ſo much as with him : hee 
muſt bee his principall aflociate , and make him. 
of his Cabbinet-Councell : his Horſe muſt bee 
his .onely 1424, the onely Miſtreſſe whom hee muſt 
court, and ſerve : and ſofoone as he doth ſuſpe& bur a- 
ny the leaſt inconvenience in him, let him inſtantly im- 
part it to the Ferricr, and looke what the Ferrier doeth 
give in directions, let his Keeper diligently obſerve and 
execute accordingly ; for it 1s an argument of a proud 
and prepoſterous condition in a Groome, to {warve 
trom the inſtrudions which the Ferrier ſhall at any 
time give, Ninthly, as the Groome muſt have a fpect- 
all carc he doc not pine, or under-meat his Horlte in 
his diet, ſo he muſt be as cautelous he doe not cloy him 
by laying before him roo much Provender at once : but 
his way mult be to give him little at once, and often ; 
he muft catup all before he give him any more ;: yea 
he muſt cat it with good appetite, otherwiſe hee may 
marre his appetite utterly , and bring him to loath his 
Proyender ; and looke what Hay and Provender hee 
doth at any time give him, let it be ſweet, well duſted, 
and throughly purged from Feathers, Hennes-dung, 
Cats-dung, ſtones, gravell, and ſuch like filth, which 
are things hurtfull and troubleſome to his ſtomack and 
feeding 3, for they will cauſe him to refuſe and forſake 
his meate, unleſle pure hunger ſhall conſtraine him 
thereuntoz forſuch kinde of naſty mcate and foode , 
will engender in him noyſome and noxious infirmi- 
ries, 

Tenthly , as touching the furniture and Capari- 
{on which the Horſe is to weare, the Groome mult be 


carcfull to keepe them cleane, bright, and hand! one 
| rhe 
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the Saddles, aftcr ſweating and travell, well ayred in 
the Sunne and VWinde, and after beaten and duſted, the 
ſtirrops wiped cleane, with the ſtrops and other fuch 
like leathers thereto belonging ana appertaining, and ſo 
put up ſafe and handſomely with their caſcs ang cove- 
rings upon them to preſerve them from duſt : The toor 
cloaths { if hee have any under his charge ) cleanſed, 
bruſhed, and neately foldedup; the Birs taken from 
the Heai-ſtalls, and cleane waſhed, dryea before the 
fire, and wrapped up in an oyly cloath to keepe them 
from ruſt and canker , and the Bofles carefully alſo 
made cleanc, together with their Bits, and fo layd up in 
the Preſſe or Cheſt made for ſuch like purpoſe. The 
Head-ſtals and Reines, Croopers, and other accoutre- 
ments woula likewiſe bee wiped, made very cleane,and 
hanged up in the Prefle in their proper places : The 
Girts, Suriingles, Stirrip-lcathers, ard {uch like neccſla- 
rics, would bee diligently viewed and examined, clean- 
ſed, and made cleane,and if any thing bee amiſle or bro- 
ker, 1:t it bee mended incontinently , leſt they ſhould 
bee t© aoe when they were to bee uſed : Inconcluiion, 
rotning ſhould bee ourof order at any time, bur every 
ing (as well Stable as Saddle-houſe) kept cleanc, nar, 
and ſweete, which will purchaſe unto the Groome no 
ſmal! rcſpcC& with bis Lord or Mafter, and much more 
reputation and applauſe of ſo many as ſhall bee an eye-

Thirtceenthly, wee draw 4lood from the two tarle-vernes, 
which cureth the mainge in the tazle, falling off the 
haire., or the itch in the tarle, And rhele are for the 
moſt part all the Yezzes which are uſually opened , or 
that my ſelfe have ever knowne, or have ſeene my Ma- 
ſter open, which are very great meanes to hclpe theſe 
Diſcaſes by mee mentioned, $o as the full ſumme or 
number of Feizes which Ferrers uſe commonly to open, 
are thirty, Other Yeeres there are which are of, a ſmal- 
ler proportion,and therefore nor fit to bee opened.

therefore I demand of you , what 
ave the true cauſes of the ſickneſſe of the horſe 2 
Hyppoſerus, Sir , that man which harh a deſire to be- 
come an Expert Ferrier , muſt apply himſclte oO U1der- 
Rand the true nature of two things, V/z. of Generation 
and of Cor: wpti07, 1 which I could never finde the leaſt 
diſcord in the Primary nature of Horſes, albeir com- 
pounded of the contrary nature of the toure Elements, 
Bur I will proceede in Anatomizing unto you the verity 
hecreof , more particularly, whereby you may the ber- 
ter underſtand my meaning. | | 
Hyppophylw. But friend Hyppeſeru in my judgement, 
you begin to aſſume too high a pitch for ordinary Fer- 
riers, Whoare ina manncr all or the greater number un- 
lettered perſons ; and therefore will never bee aile ro 
underſtand what Generation and Corruption meancth, for

Hyppoſerw. Sir , there bee many things neceflary to 
bee ducly knowne, and as diligently to bee obſerved in 


him, that defireth to bee a perfect and able Ferrer, . 


which whoſoever ſhall bee defective in, hee may well 
bee an Empyreticall-Harſe-Leach , but skilfull Ferrier or 
Mxrſhall hee ſhall never bee, And for that you pleaſe to 
ſay, thatI fore too high , becauſe I began my diſcourſe 
wivh the tearmes of Gereration, and Corruption : If you 
had not interrupted mee, I ſhould haveexplicated my 
ſelfe ſo clearely , as that a very reaſonable judgement 
might eaſily have apprehended mee; for I hold it nor a 
thing fitting to puzzell mens Brazzes, either with Chime- 
145,which they are not able to undetitand, or with over- 
long, and tedious diſcourſes, of things mecrely imperti- 
nent : But if you ſhall bee pleaſed to heare mee with 


patience, I will touch upon this ſubje&, ro wit : What 


are the cauſcs of Sicknefle in general], as alſo of Health 
and long Lite; and that Laconrca brevitate , andſolcave 
the reſt ro your judgement,and practice ; eſpecially,con- 
ſidering what other Authours ( my Maſters ) have fo 
AY , and no lefle ſufficiently 1ntrcared in this very 
rt. | 
To begin therefore ( and but to fay , what I ſaid be- 
fore) with the cauſes of {ickneſle and dearh of Hortes in 
gcnerall, in the true knowledge whereof, confifterh 
their preſervation; I doe hold ir a thing moſt needfull 
that wee doe pertedtly know that thing which wee do 
call Generation and (orruption , which all Phyſitians and 
Philoſophers haveſo much diſcyſſed borh in rhcir Schools 


and V\ ritings ; and how the body of the Horle (like

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F alſo to that of man j is compounded of the foure Ele- 
hor ie Foure ments, Viz. Fire, Ayre, Water, and Earth. The natures of 
Ems» theſe foure Elements arc different : For Fire is hot and 
| Fire, Ayre, : "gp | | . 
| Warer, and dry, but it participates moſt of Heat. eAyre is hot and 
| Earchs moiſt, bur chictly moyſt : water is moiſt and cold, but 
| moſt cold : Earth 1s cold and dry , but moſt dry, Fre 
and Ayre are both light Elements; and water and Earth 
' Ofthefoure both heavy. Foure Humours alfo there are, which bee 
Humou's, AS it were fourc Children to theſe foure Elements: and 
| vx og S” chcleare; Bloud, Flegme, Choler, and Melanchaly, Theſe 
M hckoly. foure H4moxrs areattendant upon the foure former Ele- 
ments, without which a naturall body cannot bee 
_ made: for Bloyd naturally ( it it bee perfect) is hot and 
' moyſt, bur raketh moſt trom heate , and therefore is 
{ubordinate to Ayre. Flegme is cold and moiſt, bur the 
principall qualicy thereof is coldneſſe , and therefore 
hath reference to water, Choler is hot and dry, but his 
chiefeſt nature 1s heate, and therefore 1s governed by 
the Element of Fire. Melancholly is cold and cry, tur 
his chicfeſt condition 1s dryneſle, and theretore ſubjects 
it ſelfe to the Element of Earth. Now the fountaine of 
the bloud is the Liver , which diſperſing it ſelfe by rhe 
| helpe of the wezzes into all tbe parts ofthe body, nouri- 
ſheth and preſerveth the ſame. Flegme preoccupateth 
the brazze, being a cold and ſpurgy ſubſtance, and the 
{eate of theſexſibleſoule. Choller iiihabiteth the Eiver, 
which being hot and dry, maketh a pleaſing harmony 
with the bloud. Melancholy refiderh in the ſpleene, 
which 1s the receptacle and diſcharge of the excrements 
of the Liver, From whence wee may colle&, that it 
hath its proper uſe and end : as for demonſtration, bloud 
principally nouriſheth the body, Flegme occaſioneth 
motion 
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motion of the joyzts and members, Choller exciteth and 
provok eth the body to avoyd its excrements : and laſtly, 
Melancholy diſpoſeth the body roan appetite. Wher- 
uponall the learned Philoſophers doe with one unani- 
mous aſſent agree in this, that inevery zaturall bedy 
there are foure principall r7ſtramentall members , from _ 
which all the parts of atvorgaricall body is (aid to bee fra- on ial 
med, and theſe are the brazze, the heart, the /ver, and bers.

Now foraſmuch as I have ſhewed you the foure Ele- 


ments With their true natures, the foure Humerrs with 
their qualities, and the foure 1»ſtramextall members with 
their true conditions : It now remaineth that wee in- 
treat briefely of the foure paturall faculties, which is in 
every body, togerher with their true attributes : The firſt 71. PIES 
faculty is to eate, the ſecond to retazre , the third to rox;- tural faculties 
co#, and the fourth to expe/, And to anſwer to theſe OY cat, tor 
foure faculties, you mult underftand that there are reſi- a po 
ding in the body, the afore-named Hamoars , that is to expel. 
ſay, Bloud, Flegme, Cheler, and Melancholy , whereof 
zature makerh uſe of the ſervice of þut one of theſe one- 
ly to worke upon, which is an excrement, which wee do 
juſtly call whey , or wheyiſh-bloud, whole engendring 1s 
wrought in the Liver, and ſo conveyeth ir ſelfe into the 
verres, at what time the mw, humours doe take from 
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the body that forme and ſubſtance it ought to aſſume + 
and of this very {:quor doth zature ſcrve 1t ſelte, to re- 
ſolve the meate, and ſo to operate that the ſame ma: 
paſſe through the firaight Caves, Condufs, Pores, and 
Paſſages , carrying nouriſhment to all the parts of the 
boy. You muſt therefore underſtand that the wezzes are 
the receptacles for the bloud, which is mixed with the 
w:all F:rits, ſo as the {aid vezres have their ſource or 
origin from the Lrver, whereby their office is to exhauſt 
from the Liver unto the werzes the ſaid wheysſh ſubſtance, 
and to inject part thereof through the paſſages into the 
Bladder , and trom thence againe forth of the body : by 
which means the body is freed from offence,and from ſu- 
Raining domage : whereof two of the weizes condutt 
art of the ſaid Fhey from the x7ver unto the Cods , and 
oto the ſeed-veſſels,where it remaineth with ſome ſmall 
quantity of the pureſt loud, by which meanes, the ope- 
ration of the $Stexes ( whole quality are hot and dry ) do 
thereby cffe&t a moſt pertet Seed, Which twowerres, 
nature ( who is the moſ exquiſite Artiſt, and que nhl 
babet wits ) hath planted one in the rezzes on the right 
fide, which endeth'in the right Ced , and another ſem- 
blable in the left ; both which take their iſlue from 
cither of the Cods accordingly ; beſides , nature hath 
beſtowed upon the right Cod much heate and drynefle , 


ſo hath ſhealfo givenunto the left , as great a quantity 


of cold and moyſture, the right Cod by meanes of its 
heate engendring the Male, and the left by reaſon of 
its cold engendring the Female, and ſo likewiſe is it as 
well of the Female, as of the Male of every creature. 
But now to come tothe Heart, which is formed with the 
Liver and Bra;ne, and maintained with the — 
which 
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which is ſo exceſſively hot,as whilſt the creature liveth, 
if you put bur your finger into its hollow part , it is im- 
ffible ro continue it there long without burning or 
ſcalding the ſame, from whence 1t muſt neccſlarily en- 
ſue, that the [vey being the fountaine of all the Llood, 
muſt of neceſſity have great and abundance of pure 
blood, wherewith to ſupport and maintaine the ſtructure 
of the whole body , and the vital pprrit of any creature is 
none other thing then a corporeall fume or vapour, ( to 
ſpeake properly ) very pure and ſubtile z begun in the 
heart by the opcration of the naturall heate , ſpread by 
the arteries and vernes, to refreſh and comfort the whole 
bedy > which agitative or ſubtzle fpirit proceeding from 

the heart, and vital fpirits, being a continuall morion, b 
reaſon that motion andagitation is the trne lite thereof, 
which continually remainethin all living creatures, But 
the heart which may bee truely and rightly tiled the 
fountaine of life and heate, nature hath aſſigned it its pro- 
per place, which is to bee ſcituate inthe Center, that is 
the middle part of the body : From whence proceedeth 
life and heate into cach organ of the body , by which 
meanes they are preſerved bas enabled to perform their 
'naturall and proper funtion. And as touching the rods, 
if the [ver bee not well ſtored, nay full of pure and per- 
fe& 4oed, neither is the creature able to conco and di- 
= 1ts meate, nor can the cos bee hot: So as if there 
e in thoſe parts a defe& ofheate, the ſeede of the beaft 
cannot bee perfeAly concoted , by which meanes the 
Horſe becommeth frigid and impetent , and without a- 
ny power at all of Procreation, And this is as much as 
neede bee ſayd of this ſubjet: VWherein if I have any 
way crred, or not delivered my ſelfe {oclearely, where- 
M 2 by 
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by to bee underftood as I defire , the blame muſt light 
upon the great deſire I promited to brevity : Howſoe- 
ver I have endeavoured what 1n mee lycth ,-to dilate 
and cx$plicate my ſelfe ar full. | 
Now I will begmn to ſhew you what meanes wee 
have to preſerve Horſes from all inward Diſeaſes ; 
which conſifteth of foure wayes, V:z, by Purging, Swea- 
ting, Flebothomy, Or Blood letting, and Vomzt. As rouching 
rhe firſt, which 1s Purge, it 15 twotold,to wit, outward 


and inward. This outward purging is by clcanfing the 


outward 'parts, which muſt bce done immediately at 
what time you take up your horſe from grafſe, which 
would be about Saint Bartholomewes day , tor then the 
heart of grafle doth begin to decline, and therefore af- 
ter that day, the grafle he then feedeth upon, breedeth 
no good but bad and corrupt bloud, and ſo conſequent- 
ly tundry ſorts of, maladies and infirmities in.his body 
beſides, the ayre beginneth then to grow ſharpe, which 
is alſo very dangerous , yea and moſt contagious for 
him; and it you ſuffer him to runne after that time, his 
hayre will grow long and rough, ſo as he will not have 


- for that Wanter any flicke or glittering coat, Of this 


outward cleanſing or purging your Horſe, you ſhall find 
taught you in 4, 2. cap, 6, Seff, 6, and the manner how 
and when it would bedone, wzz. in a warme day in the 
Sunne, at what time every part and member of him 
would be ſoaped, waſhed, dryed, and cleanſed from all 


- manner of ſeat, ſeurfe, duſt, dirt, and filth , yea and that 


all his whole Body over, eſpecially his Mane, Tayle, and 
Cods, who being thus cleanſed and made dry.againe, 
and his yard drawne, cleanſed and annointed with tryed 
Hogges greaſe, let' his Eares, his Mane; ( juſt fo farre as 

+3} | the 
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the top of the head-ſtall will cover, and nomore) and 
under the Chaule, be handſomely trimmed, then pull 
away by the roots all the ſmelling hayres about and un- 
der his mouth and noſe, and the long ſtubborne hayres 
under and about his Eyes ; which done, cut away about 
2 handfull of the lower part of his Tayle even and de- 
cently ; then cauſe the Ferricr to ſhooe him up, but ler 
him be carctull to pare him neatly, and to open the 
Heeles and Fruſh. Then cloath him up warme, and 
ſtopped with {mall wiſpes : this done, annoint all his 
hoote, with the ointment ( having firſt waſhed them 
cleane, and made them dry againe ) preſcribed you In 
lib. 2, cap. 11. Set. 9, Then let his fect be picked clean, 
and ſtop him with Oxc-dung. | ; 

Now as touching his inward purging , this ought to Cleanſing a 
bee done evermore before you pur him to any labour Pn51"s 7 
or exerciſe : And firſt let him.bee raked , by cauſing K: 
ſome one who hath a ſmall hand and arme, to annoint 
them firſt with a little {weete Butter , or Oyle de Bay, 
but ſome doe uſe Sope, which I doe hold too ſharpe, 
ani ſo putting his hand into his Fazdamezt, let him 
bring forth all his dung , and while hee 1s 1n ſo doing, 
let him try to fcel tor Bots or Worms, which may ſtick 
faſt unto the great Gut , and theplace where the dung 
lieth 3 which if hee finde, let him pluck them away 
gently, and by degrees, and {0 bring them all out; this 
done, give him the Cliſter mentioned 1n /b. 2. cap. 6. 
Se&. 8. Cliſt. &c. 4. and ſo ſoone as the Horſe hath recei- 
ved it Cliſter-wiſe, then preſently clap his taile cloſe to 
his Tewell, ando cauſe him to kcepe it ſo long as you 
can; and this would bee done , three or toure dayes

The next day following you have thus given him his

cord , and ſo doc but give the Yezze vent, and no more, 
then afterwards keepe him with warme Maſhes , as is 
taughr you elſe where. The next day after blood-letting, 
ſweat him like as is preſcribed you in /b. 2. cap, 18, SeF. 
28, 5, And if you doe diſcover any cold in him by any 
ſymptomes, then give him the vomit preſcribed you in 
lib. 2. cap. 20. Seft.l, V. And to prevent any obſtructions 
in the Ziveror Lungs, or his Heart any way oppreſſed, 
or otherwiſe to preſerve the 4lood pure, and trom cor- 
rupting ; all which inconveniences may bee a ready 
meanes to bring your Horſe to his end ; give him in his 
Provender, ſuch Powders and other Simples which you 
(hall finde in ſundry places of this Treatiſe ; for this 
will refine his blood, and preſcrve his Liver from in- 
feRion, and keepe him in perfect health, 

Thus far Sir, I have declared unto you what I un- 
derſtand- of the Cauſe of Sicknefle ingenerall, It re- 
maineth now for mee to inculcate what are the cauſes 
of health and long lite, which to bee briefe are twelve

Hyppiatrus, You have oken well Hyppoſerus , but I 
would have you ſhew mee , how long hfe 1s acquired tytheſe 
cauſes, which as yet you have not done , for youhave but onely 
 delrvered them in generall heads and termes : wherefore 
1 would gladly know what you can ſay of them 12 particur

Hyppoſerus, T will Sir: theſe twelve cauſes of long 
life doe come to a Horſe, either inwardly or outward- 
ly, which howſoever they muſt bee holpen eyther | 
by Art, by Induſtry, or clſe by judgement and diſcre- | 
t1On, | 

Wherefore you muſt know that whatſoever is natye T. | 
rall muſt neceflarity proceed from good temperature, —_ — 
and proportionate mixture of the foure qualities of the et | 
body , ſo as the juſt and adequate proportions of tem- &uncrimeur,| 
perate mixture, arc the true cauſes of long lite, by rea- 
ſon that all.mixtures of ſuperfluities are againſt theſe 
three things, v/z. Nature , good digeſtion, and ſound 
Nutriment, For heat and nutriment are then well pro- 
portioned , when neither the moyſture with its two. 
great quantity 15 predominant , whereby it devoureth 
the heat ; nor when overmuch heate roo ſuddenly. con- 
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ſumeth and deſtroyeth the moiſture ; howbeit there 
muſt bee a neceſſity that the heate muſt have a 
kinde of regallity and dominion over the moiſture, 
otherwiſe it will never bee able to nouriſh the body as 
it ought, 

The ſecond cauſe of long lite, is the moderation of 
their naturall appetite of eatzzz , 1t being availcable ci- 
ther in exceſle to kill and deſtroy , or in moderation to 
ſave: whereby the Horſe ſhall dayly repaire the decay 
of his humidity , by ſupply of moderace nouriſhment, 
and never over-whelme or ſuppreſſe his heate with too 
great abundance of moiſture , nor mixe his Humidum 
Raaicale with too much ſuperfluous impurities , for 
Extreames are evermore perillous and ill, as well in 
exccſle as in dete& : For as too much eating ( bee 
the meate never ſo good and wholeſome ) hindreth 
cood digeſtion , and ingendreth Crudities, together 
with an evill habir of the Stomack ; ſo hkewiſe too 
{pare a diet doth as much weaken and decay nature, by 
reaſon that the heate which thereby will ariſe in the 
ſtomack, will firſt over-charge, and afterward conquer 
tne Radicall moiſture ; both which are friends to fick- 
neſſe and death. 

| The third cauſe of long life is moderate labour , a 
matter very much effe&uall to digeſtion, and therefore 
to long lite, dilating, and ſpreading nutriment into e- 
very member of the body : for over-much reſt, breedeth 
inthe body ſuperabundance of bad humors, which coo- 
leth the body : for want of which modcrate exerciſe, 
it 1s as it were caſt into a ſleep, and in a manner through 
lumpiſhneſle beſotted and benummed : from whence 
doth fpring another miſchicte equivalent to the former, 

to 
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to wit: a collection of excrementall ſuperfluities , oc- 
caſioned through lazineſle and idleneſle, by reaſon that 
the horſe for want of moderate exerciſe, 1s not able to 
digeſt his received nutriment ;: by which meanes many 
maladies are ingendred in his body, proceeding from 
corruption in the bloud, crudities in the ſtomacke, and 
the like , becauſe hee hath in his body (as a man may 
properly ſay) a very ſinke or — ofunnatu- 
rall humours. And therefore Igive all men this cave- 
at, V!z. to bee very caretull they doe not put their hor- 
ſes to over-much labour and travell, untill ſuch time as 
they have well digeſted their meate, for that by their 
immoderate exercile, they over-clog their ſtomack,and 
ſo they cannot have a true concoQtion, their ſtomacks 
| beingfull, and their bodies cloyed and over-much ſtuf- 

fed with raw and cruded humours, which through vio- 
lent exerciſe are diſperſed , firſt into all the Yeines , 
( corrupting the bloud } and from thence into all the 
parts of the body , which ingendreth ſo many noyſome 
infirmitics within the body, and ſo many loathſome ſo- 
rances without the body,as will not eaſily be cured : and. 
therefore it doth greatly behoovea man, that his horſe 
(if he love him, and defire to keep him long)his exerciſe 
be neither too intemperate, nor too little, but ordred 
with judgement and diſcretion. 

The fourth cauſe of long lite is moderate uſe of ſlee- 


ping and waking, for theſe are the maintenance of "gn 
cealt .CpCe, 


h and long life, it they be had with moderation, 
and both are very noxious otherwiſe beyond meaſure. 
For inordinate watching isa maine enemy to health, 
for it waſteth and conſumeth the vitall ſpirits, and it de- 
cayeth the Humidum Radjcale , cauſcth maceration and 

N | ſcrility, 
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ſterility, it:is an impediment to the operation of the 
Brajne and1enfe, irbegetteth ficcitic in-the Brazze, and 
aridity in the Marrow, and worketh the evill effe&s in 
the Ziver and Lungs, On the otherſide, immoderate

Hyppophylus, 1 chanke you , then thus: As touching 
the compoſition of the body of the Horſe, more I grant 
might have been ſpoken 1n words, but not more to pur- 
pole; fora manto run into diviſions and fub-divifions, 
were but to beget confuſion in the unlearned Reader, 
(ſuchare your ordinary Smiths for the moſt part, for 
whoſe inſtruction I do principally undergoe theſe pains) 
and to fend him away worle ſatisfied in his judgement, 
then before, VWhereas a plaine and ſuccin&t method 
doth more <difie and- inſtru&t him then the other 
can doe. I therefore demand of you Hyppoſerus, that 
foraſmuch as you have ſpoken well of the foure Ele- 
ments ; to wit, Fire, Ayre, Vater, and Earth, yet have 


you not demonſtrated their natures, or where they are 


laced. For true it is, myſelfe , and all men doeper- 
Fecly know , that thele foure Elements are not theſe 
foure materiall and vitible Elements which wee dayly 
behold and make ule of, as things moſt uſefull for us ro- 
wards the {uſtentation -of our livelihood: : being crea- 
tures, without which wee cannot Live : bur I would 
gladly have you ſhew what their true natures bee, being 
things incorporate, and therefore concealed from our 
eyes : I would alſo know in what parts they doe raign, 
and have their 1dentity or bein 
Hyppoſerus, Sir, as touching the natures of theſe four 
Elements, I have ſufficiently made appeare unto you in 
Capitulo precedents, pene in initio, but as touching the ſe- 
cond 
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cond part of your demand, I ay, that theſe foure Ele- 
ments which be in nature ſo diflonant and diitin&t one 
from the other : as that nothing can bee more, no white 
can bee more oppoſite to blacke; neverthelefle rhar 
ou may know theſe Elements, I thus averre, The Fire _y nature ©

Moone, and therefore naturally hot : Ayre is placed 
next unto it , and therefore naturally light, The Wa- 
eter is annexed untothe Ayre, -and therefore naturally 
moyſt. And the Earth is ſ{cituate next to the Water, 
but loweſt, and our of that reaſon , naturally heavy. 
As touching their vertues all the learned doe held, 
that Fire by meanes of its heare , exciteth matter to ge- 
neration, and occaſioneth warmth in every living bo- 
dy, and it doth ripen things raw and -undigeſted, in 
ſuch excellent and ſubtile wile, as that the Ayre, which 
is of a more grofle nature, may the better enter into the 
body, making a commixture with the Fire, whereby al- 
{o it moderaterh the heare of the Fire, the coldnefle of 
the Water, and the dryneſlc of the Earth , fo as dif _ 
temper may the lefle _— the Body, The Ayre by ,,.. * 
reaſon of its moyſtnefle maketh the matter apt to re- 
ccive its naturall ſhape, and through the inſtinct of the 
Fire 1ts naturall heate, cauſing the mixt Boayes as well

dric, ard theretore naturally hardneth, and keepeth its 
impr-\fion :; V\ kerefore in any Malady in a Horſe, ob- 
ſcrve but this one Rule, v/z. that when atany time an 
Inflammacion ſhall ariſc in the Body, be you configent it 

rocecds ot Fire, and theretore you muſt adminiſter 
(if you will performe a right Cure) things contrary to 
thar Element; to wit ; what may be agrecable to Aire 
and Water, wheroy to moiſten, coole, and allay the 
rage of the heat. Ifit be a Flux of Bleud, or the like, pro- 
ceeding from the abundance of moiſture z which takes 
its origin from the Element ot Aire, then muſt you ap- 
ply Medicines which may connive with the Earth, 
wide drynefle may harden 1uch moiſture, If ir pro- 
cced of Cold Rhames, or the like , whereby the infirmicy

Milke-white 1s of Complextoz Phlegmatique , whoſe pra- 
perty commonly is to be lunt , heavy, and flow : Your 
Bright-Sorrell hath commonly reference to Choller , and 
" hee is naturally for the moſt part fiery, hot, and ever 
free-mettled, bur yet of no great ftrength: Your Mouſe- 
Pun and ſuch like ruſty anJ ſut-colours are commonly 
of a Melancholy Complexion”, and they bee ordinarily,co- 
wardly, faint-hearted , ſubje& to ſtarting, ſloathtull, 
reſtife, ſtubborne, diſobedient, revengefull, &c. but if 
- theſe Complexiozs bee rightly ſymbolized, and doe all

Take one or two handfulls of 
Saxafrage, and all the Sewet of a Loine of Mutton, and 
a pint of whiteWine ; chop the Hearbe, and mince the

Epitheton, which is a diſcafe wee do commonly call the 
Rat-tayles, ingendring In the heeles of a Horſe, not muck 
unlike to the Scratches, 'but that itis much more vene- 
mous and malignant. It commeth of roo much reſt, and. 
the Keepers want of care in the not ruobing and dreſſing 
him; as alfo by reaſon that the Horſe ſtandeth continu- 
ally in the Stable ,. his fore-teer being higher than his 
hinder-feet: for by reaſon of his great reit. and pampe- 
ring, the Uoud corrupting. in his bory, falls down into his 
binger-legs, and breederh this diſcaſe, which now we'do 
call rhe Arraiftes, or Rat-tayles.. The beſt Cure for this 
Malady'is, firſt, tolet the Horle bee riddentill hee bee 
warm, whereby the veins will\well, and the better a 
peare, Let him &load in the fe:leck-vernes on both fidcs;

N what caſes do you Cauterize, and what be its Virtues 2 

Hyppeſerms, - Cauterization Or giving of fire is of two 
natures, Viz, Attuall, and Potential : your Cautery A- 
Fall is made by hot burning inſtruments , with which 
you ſeare and burn thoſe places which be requiſite for 
the perfefting of the Cure you have in hand,which can- 
not be peradveture otherwiſe wel cured,but by giving of 


the fire: as in caſe of great. impoſtumations,ſtanching of. 
C.-C bloud 
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bloud in wounds, Or in ſearing of verpes, finewes, or the 


like : orelſe in caſe of diſmembring, it other means be 


not at hand, whereby to ſtay the flux of &/owd withour 


danger of bleeding ro death, and fo likewiſe in very ma- 
ny caſes of this nature, wherin-Ido adviſe all men that 
are not very pertett in giving the fire, that they do not 
practice upon Horſes of price, but firſt upon Jades, and 
low-prized Horſcs, to the end they may the beteer come 
to know how to carry their hand , and to underſtand 
themſelves in this Art the better : as when they are to 
uſe the lighter, and when the heavier hand ; as alſo that 
they do make their circles round, and theirlines ſtreisht 
aad cvcn, and noc crooked or waving. For this actuall 
fire is a thing moit neceſſary for rhem that doe trucly, 
know ard unaccr{tand the true uſe and vertue thereof, 
aac therefore irought to be very carctully, judiciouſly, 
and moderately appiyed , andneverbur upon good and 
very conſicerategrounds : which in ſo doing, you ſhall 
find it to be a moſt foveraigne remedy to hinder and ſtay 
all manner of corruption whereunto any member may 
be inclined , provided that in the handling of your in- 
ſtrument, you touch not Xuſcles, Arteries, Srnewes, Liga- 
ments, Cords, or the like, for ſo you may uttcrly lame 
where you would ſet upright, and deſtroy where you 
would<cure , excepting.only. in- caſes needfull. For. by 
applying this auallfire, you ſhall joine and conglutinate 
parts and members ſevered; dricup ſuperfluous moiſture, 
and {inke mergers ſwelled :: you ſhall beſides bring forth 
all evill and-purrifa&tious matter congealed and gathe- 
red 1nto Knots, .as Wens, Biles, Puſtils, Exulcerations, 
ard the like.; you ſhall alſo aſſwage old grietcs, and, 
make pcrie&all ſuch parts of the body. as bee any way. 
corrupted : 
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corrupted : neither ſhall you need teare the increaſe of 
any evill hamours, by reaſon that the $2 being ſevered 
by meanes of the hot iron , at doth ripen and digeſt all 


manner of putrifaction and matrarive ſtuffe, whereby it 


venteth and paſſeth away much more eaſily , healing 
and.quallifying all grietc and paine, cauſing the member, 
which before was ſubjed to feſtring and to gangrene, to 
become the ſounder, and by much the ſtronger, ſo as 
nothing of diſadvantage wiil be remaining, bur the ſcar 
only where the iron paſſed, and the worlt that can bee 
made thereof, will bebur a little ezeiſore. But then you 
muſt have a very great regard unto your Inſtruments 
that they be made according to the nature and qualitie 
of the place aud member which is to be ſcared ; for one 
faſhion will not ſerve in all cauſes; for as the places 
which are to bec cauterized are commonly different in 
ſhape and proportion , ſo alſo ought the ſhapes and fa- 
ſhions of your Inſtuments to be made accordingly, You 
are alſo to have a ſpeciall care to the heating of your 
Inſtruments, which oughr ro be done with a right good 
judgement ; for as they mult not be too cod , fo ought 
they not to be too hor, tor by that means you may caſi- 
ly inflame the cauterized piaces too much : Again in gi- 
ving the fire great care muſt be had to the bearing of the 
hand, for thercin co:1{ifterh very great cunning, and as I 
have beftorc admoniſhed you to bee careful] that you 
touch nor any {er Or ligament, {o no hire is to be given 
to the diſlocation or tration of. any bone. And as tou- 
ching the mettle wherot your uiſtruments are tobe made: 
ſome preter gud, ſilver, and braſſe, or copper before ſteele 
Or 770 : but 1 will not controule any mans knowledge 
conieſfing mitze owne to _ the leaſt ; oncly thus much 
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I may averre of rhar little I have ( through. Gods per- 
miffion Jthar having made triall ofthem all, yet I have 
ever in all my pra&ice found zroz and fteele to bee 
the verie beft, and moſt certane to worke with, ofall 
the other mettals, and my reaſon 1s, becaulc ſteele or irox 
will retain its once received heat longer than any other 
met:ile , whereby I cannot bee ſo much deceived in my 
work©; tor gola, ſilver, and Lraſſe, as they bee ſooner 
made to: chan 70 or ſteele, fo are they as ſoone cold : 
now ficcle and rom mettals are much more ſubſtantiall 
and harder of nature than the other mettals bee , and 
therefore as they are ſomewhat longer before they bee 
het, ſo they retaine their heat much longer, which du- 
r:1;7 the time of their agitation , workes more ſurely. : 
againe, a man cannot tell when thoſe other mettalls are 
hot caongh, as alſo when they be too hot, if you put ne- 
ver {0 little water to them whereby to allay their over- 
much heat, they ſuddenly turn and become ſo celd as 
not to bce able to make them worke at all; the contra- 
ry whereof you ſhall finde to be in the nature of zroz and 
fleele. And let this ſuffice for cautery attuall. Now I will 
in a word handle cautery Potentiall, which as the cautery 
aftuall burneta the fleſhby the hot. inſtrument; even ſo 
doth caztery poteatrall burne the fleſh by medicine , of 
which there are three ſorts or degrees , namely by cora-

imagining the thing not to be knowne, untill ſuch time 
as I travelling into remote parts, where I had frequent 
commerce with famous Marſhalls and Ferrers, I at 
length faſtned upon one eminent for his faculty, who 
upon occaſion offered, uted to adminiſter Yomzt to Hor- 
{es, as frequently as hee did eyther Purgation or Clyiter : 
wiiich thing when I well obſerved, I demanded if a 
Horſe could Yor, and to what purpoſe ke did admini- 
iter in that kinde : he anſwered mee that a Horſe could

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vomit , and that he oft times adminiſtred for the ſame 
end, and thereupon both gave me his Receipt, and did 
adminiſter in my prefence, and made me all eye-witzeſf 
co tlic working , not inozie Horſe alone, bur in ſundry 
others. Bur now leaving tt.1s ro 1ts proper. place, I come 
roafloile your demand as touching Clyſers, their natures 
and vcriues, Cliicis ſecundum vulgw are called Glifters, 
but the more learned aſſume the name Chyſter, borrow- 
ed from the Latine word Chfler, from whence the 
French hath it Clytere. Now whereas all other kindes 
of Payltck 1s received 1n at the mouth, Clſters and Suppo- 
ſitaries are agininiſtred per Anum, whole natures for the 
moſt part are to purge che Guts , and to cauſe the Horſe 
to vetd, (and ro throw forth of his belly ſuch humoars 
as doe offenc. i:.m in matter of his health,) to allay the 
ſharpnelle of bad hamours, to cleanſe ulcers, to aſlwage 
the grits and paines in the -elly cauſed by winde or 
othcrwife, aad fo likewiſe 1n many. other caſes. 
Now clters are not all of one andthe ſamenarure, 
neithcr are they ail laxatives ( as many doe imagine ) 
or do 1trve to one and the ſame end: for ſome muſt 
be made to give eaſe, ſome are reſtringent and doe 
bir, tome do looſenand paree, ſome are to cleanſe l- 
ce75,016 and long running ſores, and ſome to prepare the 
body the better to reccive 1ts Phyſicke , whereby it may 
the better worke , which otherwiſe cannot be admini- 
fred withouc much pcrill ro the life of the ficke crea- 
ture. $0 thar a Chſter 1s (I iay) commonly given for a 
Prepara tte or Jcginiiing to purgation. And a Cljter by 
cleanſing the puts, retretherh the w#:all parts, and pre- 
parcth the wayþctore, Whertore I do admoniſh every 
Ferrier , that when at any time they are to adminiſter

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phyſick ro a Horſe , whether Purgatrve or otherwiſe, it 
the Horſe be nor at the time foluble in body that after 
ploud-le:ting the next day he give a Clyſter, and then may 
he be thebolder to admimnittcr what he ſhall think moit 
requilire : leſt othcrwile by giving medicine, withour 
furcher preparation, he ſtir and provoke the peccamu hu-

Hyppoſerizs., W hen you give it him, let him be ſomc- 
what empry, bur before he doe reccive it, let him be ra- 
kei, and then having adminiſtred it, let him keep it at 
leatt halfe an houre, to the end irmay work in his bel- 
ly, andſo doe him the moregood, and to cauſe him rhe 
better to keepe the ſame ; ler his Keeper (lo foon as the

have often tried it ; and this is it : = 
Take a quart of Muskadine , or of ſweete Sacke, of 
Cloves, Pepper, Cinamon, of each halfe an ounce, Su- 
ar two ounces, make all theſe into fine Powder, and 
give it him bloud warme: then annoint his flats with 
Oile de Bay ; (but I often uſe to annoint them with the 
Ointment of Acopum, I finding it to bee much better) 
then bridle him up, and trot him out a good round tror, 
or gallop him ſottly ſometimes the ſpace of an houre 
untill he do dung, bur it he will not, then rake him , or 
elſe put an Onion pilled and jagged into his fundament 2 
then for three or four daics, let his drink be cither ſweet 
Maſhes or white water, and keepe him warme, and he 
will do well againe. *,* 4zother, Keep him taſting 
over night, and in the morning give him this drinke..

Now 1t this Cold bring with it a 
violent Cough, as is often ſcen, then give him the afore- 
ſaid Vheat-bran boyled , together with the ſaid pow- 
der with his Oates, but then not above three or foure 
daies, for that the {aid powder diſpcrieth the corrupt 
and grofle hamozrs that are in the Lozy, which doe occa- 
ſionthe {aid cough, and when you doe perccive that he 
hath purged ſuthciently, keepe him notwithſtanding 
to his white water, bur an houre bctore you doe wa- 

ter tim 4 ; | 
_ Take a ſticke of the bigneſle of your rhumb or better, 
of well ::1gh a foor long, and wrap a linnen clout abour 
it fourc or five times , firit dipped in Oile d&-Bay, .and 
purt'it into his 7ox:Þþ , and with ſome picce of leather 
thong, or other {mall cor.l taften it ro cicher end of the 
ſtick, and ſo faſten it over his eaves like the Headſtall of 
a Bridle, like as Smiths ute to doe when they burne a 
Horlc tor the Lampas, and let him drink with this ſtick 
| in 
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in his mouth ; which done, let him ſtand with it thus 
in his moutn an houre after at the leaſt, to the end hee 
may lick and fuck up the {aid Oyle, and when hee is to 
cate his Oates, put among them thus other powder fol- 
lowing, YV:z. 

Take Fennell-ſeede foure ounces, Fennugrick two 
ounces, Cardimums one ounce, pound theſe grofly , o- 
therwite hee will blow them away 1n cating his Oates, 
and with his Oates put every night of this powder one 
ſpoonfull, and keepe him warme, and fo uſe him as be- 
fore is preſcrived, *,* Aother. 

Take Ivy-berries and dry them, and make them into 
powder, and lo give itto your Horſe in Ale or Beere, 

This I never rricd , and this is onely for a Cough. 
Another for a Cough. Take oi ſalt one pint, of Saller 
Oyle halfea pint, Oyle of Annifceds one ounce, brown 
Sugar Candy, in powder three ounces, give this with 
your horn to your Horſe three mornings together, and 
it will rid him of his Cough, and heale any putrifa&ti- 
on in his Z4725, or any other inward parts whatſoever. 
This alfo I never tried, but it was highly commended to 
mee. Another Receipt for a Cough, which I have 
found to be very good. 

Take two new laid Egges, and open the crownes,and 
get forth ſome of the white, and then pur into theſe 
Egges ſo much of rhe powuer of Brimſtone as you can 
take up upon a ſhilling into cither Egge ; give him this 
every morning for ſome time , or tiil you {ce the cough 
to go from him. Arether. 

Take three new laid Egges, and put them intoa pint 
pot, then put ſo much of the beſt and ſtrongeſt white 
Wine Vineger into the pot as will very well cover the 
Egs, 
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Egges, and let them lie in the Vineger 24 houres at the 
leaſt, then beate the Vineger and Egges together ſhells 
and all, and fo give it your Horſe cold, and then ride 
or walke him an honre, and againſt his comming in, 
have his drinke in readincfle, and give it him, /7z. 

Take Ifope, Anniſeeds, Licoris, Graines, Long Pep- 
per, Gentiana, Elecampane dried, of each three drams, 
make all the Spices into fine powder, and ftampe rhe 
Ifope well, and ſo put all into good Sack one pint , and 
of good Ale allo one pint, and of Honey one ſpoonfull, 
and fo boile ir, and give it your Horſe bleud-warme, 
and ſet him up, and cloath him, and litter him warme, 
cauſing him to faſt rhree houres after 1t , and give him 
nocold water, but {weet Maſhes or white water ; and 
this will cure him, for it is an approved good Receipt. 
* .* Another very good. 

Take Wheat Mcale, Anniſceds, Licoris, Polipodi- 
um of the Oake dried, Elecampane dried ; make all 
theſe into powder, and mix them well : Take two 
ſpoontulls of this powder , with a head of Garlick pil- 
ledand bruized , mix all thele well rogether , and with 
your Wheat Meale and Honey as much as will ſuffice, 
make pills thereof to the bignefle of a Walnur, and give 
your Horſe every morning thtee or foure of thele pitls, 
and ſoſoone as he hath taken them, give him two new 
laid Egges with their ſhels. *,* Azother. 

Take of life Honey three ſpoonfulls , of the beſt and 
whiteſt refined loafe Sugar one ſpoonfull and a halfe, 
made into fine powder, drycd Elecampane Root made 
alſo into fine powder one ſpoonetull , and of Amber- 
greecetwo graines, mix all theſe very well together,and 
put it into an Egge-ſhell, and give him heereof at nigbt 

| late, 
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late, and in the morning faſting , and ſo let him faſt for 
three hourcs after, and be the cough never fo violent, it 
will both ſtay and cure the ſame *,* This 1s right 
good, for I have had very good proof therof. Arother. 

Take Benjamin and Brimſtone made into very fine 
powder, ofcach halfe an ounce , give this your Horſe 
with one pinte of Muskadine , putting into it two new 
laid Egges ſhels and all , broken and well beaten toge- 
ther, let it be given three mornings together, This was 
commended unto me for a ſpecial] good Receipt , but I 
never did make triall thereof, Another. 


Take Nettle-ſeeds, Anniſecds, Reylſins of the Sunne. 


ſtoned, Elecampane in fine powder , of cach halfe an 
ounce, make all the ſpices and ſeeds into very fine pow- 
der, and cut the Reylins very ſmall, and fo boile all 
chele in Muskadine or Sack a quart, with three ſpoon- 
fuls of life Honey, then ftraine it, and give it him three 
mornings together bloud-warme, Thus I never proved. 
Amother. 

Take of Rue one handfull, chop or ſtampe it very 
ſmall, and put toita penny worth of Anniſeeds in very 


fine powder, make it up in Pills with ſweet Butter, and 
ſogive it your Horſe, *,* This I have found to be moft 
ſoveraigne fora Horſe that hath a cold whether newly 
or formerly taken, either wet or drie cough; it is alſo 
moſt excellent for a Horſe that hath been over-ridden, 
or any way wronged by labour. Now if his Cough bee 
ſo violent as that it may endanger his wizde; then, 
Take Calamint, Gentiana,Cominſeed, Licoris, Ele- 
campane, of each two drams, make all theſe into fine 
owder, and confe& them with life Honey and Butter 


mingled together and molten ; and when it is cold,

Take the Roots of Mal- 
lowes newly gathered , Elecampane Rootes newly alſo 
gathered, of cach one handiull , ſlice them thin, and 
boile them in faire warcr with Barly two handfulls, till 
the roors be ſott, then ſtraine forth the liquor, and pur 
inco it a penny dith of ſweet Butter, of life Honey three

Take the leaves of Muller, alas Mullen, alias Horſe- 
Lungwort, and driethem , and make them into fine 
powder, and then make rhem up in Balls or Pils -with 
ordinary Honey ſo much as will ſuffice : let theſe Pills 
bee made ofthe bigneſfe of an Egge, and give him of 
them thrce ar a time, fourteen or fittcen daies togerher, 
or longer it you ſhall ſce cauſe, and let him nor drinke 
any cold watcr, during the time, and for a while after 
the giving of his Pills, and let his'exerciſe bee very 
moderate, and his Hay ſprinkled with water, and his 
Oates wet witn good Ale or Bcere, and in ſhort time he 
will be well and found againe, *,* This is a moſt ap-

roved good Receipt, with which I have done Cures 
held impoſſible to have been effeted. Another, 

Take Comin halfe an ounce, Anniſeedg and Licoris, 
of each two ounces , dried rootes of Elecampane three 
ounces, make them into fine powder, and boile them in 
a pottle of Ale or Beere to a quart, then ſtraine it, and 
give the liquor to your Horſe in a morning taſting bloud 
warme, and ride him moderately.upon it two or three 
houres, then ſer him up warme , and uſe him at ſupra, 
ThisI never tried,but he that gave itme did highly com- 
mend the ſame unto me. Thus have I given you many 
Receipts for a cold, and ſuch diſcaſes which are thereof 
dependant , whereof many are to my knowledge right 
good, and by my felfe experimented, with whichT have 
done cures which have beene held very ſtrange, and be- 
yond expeQation, ; 

Hyppophilus. 7raely Hyppoſerus , as touching theſe 
Maladies, ſomething there is 1nthem , wherein I doe earneſtly 
defire to be yet better informed, and firſt I would gladly knaw 
what bee the diverſittes of the diſeaſes which doe proceed frans 
Colds ; and how wee may come ta know one malady from ans- 
ther. 7 
Hyppoſerm. Sir, in anſwer hereunto you muſt under- 
ftand, that from a cold taken doth iflue many infirmi- 
ries, if the ſaid cold be nor ſpeedily prevented; as name- 
ly, firſt Coughs , as well wet as drie , Catars, Murs, 
Rhumes, Poze,Ratlings in the head, Kernels,and inflama- 
tions under the Chaul,with Bunches,Knots,Puſtils, 8c. It 
cauſeth alſo Hidebound, Feavers, Head-aches, Frenzy, 
Sleeping evill, weeping Eyes, Canker in the Noſe, 
Strangles, Quinſey, to have Gourded orſwolne legs: It 
will cauſe the hayre to ſtare, it will in time cauſe the 
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mourning of the ch:ze (if there beſucha diſeaſe) ſhort- 
neſle of breath, purſtveneſle, purtifick, broken winde, 
(aiſo if there bee ſuch a diſeaſe ) Preliſed , broken and 
rotten lungs, glanders incurable, it it be not in time pre- 
vented, gricte andpaine inthe breaſ}, Anticor, it will al- 
ſo cauſe the evill habit of the ffomack, dropfte, loatiing 
of meat , foundring both in the ody and feet, tyredneſle, 
putrifaction and inflamations in the loud ;, it will alſo 
cauſe many diſeaſes and inflamations in the /:wer, toge- 
ther with the ficcitic and ariditic thereof, obſtructions, 
opilations , coſtiveneſle , and {toppings both in the body 
and pores, a conſumption in the wer, . A overflowing of 
the gal, theunnaturall working of the pleeze , the Yel- 
lows, Stavers, the Collick and gripings, belly bound, laxe 
and bloudy-flux. All theſe and many more diſeaſes and 
maladies do depend upon this one only infirmity we call 
the col, and therefore how needfull a thing it is for a 
man who 1s the true loverof his Horſe, to bee carcfull 
what in him lieth both to keepe his Horſe from cold ta- 
king, as alſo to know how to cure the ſame ſo ſoone as 
itſhall appeare, in performance whereof no ſmall dili- 
gence and art 15 required,

Ou make queſtion whether or not there be ſuch a diſeaſe 
f which iſo commonly called the Mourning of the Chine, 


» why tf there aot ſuch a diſeaſe?> 
Hyppoſeruz, No truly , there is no ſuch diſeaſe, for 
that which 1s called the mourning of the Ch:ze, is none 
other thing than a plain and ranke Glanders, which ve- 
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ry few of our Engliſh Ferrers doe know. how to” 
cure, which hath its firft ſource and origen from a 
cold which being let run long, commeth to bee a Glan- 
ders, which in time doth waſte the //ver of the Horſe, 
whereby hee dieth ; for if for your better underſtan- 
ding you ſhall bec pleaſed to open Horſes which doe die 
of this diſeaſe , you ſhall evermore finde the chize and 
th of the Horſe to bee ſound and whole , but the [wer 
periſhed, and his Jzgs putrified , by reaſon whereof 
the Horſe long before his death caſteth forth of his 
zoſe much - corrupt and ſtinking matter and filth ; 
wherefore this mallady cannot in reaſon bee ſtiled the 
mourning of the Chine , but meercly the Glaunders ; 
and for remedy thereof you ſhall have ſundry ex- 
cellent Receiprs when wee ſhall come to handle this 
diſeaſe, and therefore till then I forbeare to ſpeake any 
more thereof. | | 
Hyppophilus. You queſtion alſo another. diſeaſe called a 
broken wind, why this us ſo gexerall a malady, as that 0 man 
bat giveth it that name, what do you call it 2 
Hyppoſerms, Sir, as touching this infirmiry, I ſay there 
is none ſuch, for. you mult underſtand that this diſeaſe 
ſo vulgarly called a brokez wind, is truly a ſhortneſſe of 
breath, or attaint or defc& in the wizde, Purſivencſle, 
the Aſmat or Purtiſick, as Artiſts do call ir. Three cau- 
ſes there be of this infirmity,, two wherof proceed from 
a cold formerly taken,and the third from another cauſe, 
as ſhall preſently be demonſtrated. The firſt is an exul- 
ceration of the /angs , which doth begin from a cold ; 
the ſecond by clinging and growing together of the 
Lehts, whole origencame allo of cold; and the third is 
a diſlocation of the /ngs, and this laſt commeth by 
Hh 3 means 
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meanes of ſome violent or ſudden a&t or motion of the 
body , or by ſome fall whereby the lugs were become 
diflocatcd, diſplaced, or turned in the body of the Horſe, 
every of which doe occaſion ſhortzeſſe of breath, by reaſon 
the [azgs have not power ſufficient ( being the bellowes 
of the body) to open, ſhut, and play 'at pleaſure ; and 
this is the cauſe why the Horſe heaverh ar the ribs and 
flankes , fercheth' his breath ſhort and hor at the zſe, 
wheeſeth, and oft times reeleth when he is put to little 
that doth firaine his w:/zde, aud therefore ſo long as he 
is kept inthe Stable at drie and hard meats, he heaveth 
more than when he is at graſle, for if you doe waſh his 
Provender in Ale or Beere, and ſprinkle his Hay with 
water, you ſhall perceive him to heave the lefle : but 


' when herunneth ar grafle, he heaveth fo little, as hard- 


ly to be ſeen, and the rcaſon 1s, for that the Horſe ha- 
ving naturally a very moiſt body, the cold which hee 
hath taken doth ſo condenſe and make thicke thoſe ha- 
moars Which before were thin, which. doe (whileſt they 
were terues ) pafle moſt eaftily through the pores, but 
now they are become thick, viſcous, and ſlimy, topping 
the pores in ſuch ſort as hardly tobe able to breath, but 
with great labour and no leſflepaine , which doth pro- 
voke him to heave and lift , by reaſon that the luzgs, 
pores, and prpes are fo ſtopped and oppreſt, as not to bee 
able to performe rheir fun&ion and naturall office , for 
which nature hath created them, and beſides thoſe ſtop- 
pings do conſtrain him to cough and labour ſo extream- 
ly, as to endanger oft times the breaking of a verne, 
from whence cnſue many more inconveniences then 
this one: nevertheleſſe you may have means to help his 
#7zde, but to recover him perie& and ſound ga, I 
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darc not abſolutely promiſe you, and if you be ſolicitous 
to underſtand more of this ſubje&, to ſave both your 
owne labour and mine, if you will be pleaſed to peruſe 
Maſter Blundevile and Maſter Markham, they are able to 
give you ample ſatisfation,

\ ' Hyppoſerus, Wee have two kindes of 


Conſumptions , the firit 1s called the drye malady, the 0- 
ther the conſumption of the fleſh : as rouching the firſt, 
which commonly commeth at the firſt. of a cold taken, 
then it exulcerareth the lazgs, which in the beginning 
ſendeth forth thin matter from the zoſe, but afrer when 
it is grown more tough and viſcous, it runneth no more, 
but cauſeth a maceration and leanneſle through the 
whole body, whereby he drooperh and pineth away,and 
albeir he caterch and drinkerh , yet ir 1s without appe- 
tire, his meat doing him bur lictle good, The fignes to 
know it are theſe; his elly will bee gaunt, and he will 
be Hide-bound , his fieſþ will conſume almoſt to 5+:aze 
and boxes, if you ſtrike him onthe Ley, it will ſound 
hollow, his hazre will ſtare, neither will he caſt ir in due 
ſeaſon , when other Horſes which bee found will doc, 
he will cough hollow and faintly: che Horle that is 
troubled with this diſeaſe, well may he be kept for ſome 
time alive, bur long he cannor be, tor the malady is .in- 
curable, it 1t be too long let runne, and therefore I leave 
him to Dogs and Crowes in his languiſhing plight. The

Hat meanes have you tohelpe a Conſump- 
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other conſumption is that of the fleſh, which alſo beginneth 

of a cold formerly taken , which tor want of remedy in 
time , occaſtoneth a generall diflike and maceration 
throughout the whole body : 1t commeth from immo- 
derate labouror travell by violent heate and cold taken 
upon it: 1t commeth alſo by riding him into the water 
after a great heat given, and then ſer up preſently neg- 
ligently ; as once it happencd to a young Nag =" good 
mettell and ſpirit, and of very great hope, the owner 
of which Nag delivered him toan Amtler to pace; who 
whileſt hee or him in agitation, hearing Hounds a- 
broad made into them, who rode him hard all day to 
the death of the Hare ; then comming home hot and 
all ina {weate, neare to the eAmblers houſe was a River 
with a Water-Mill, where he ſet him up to the skirtsof 
the Saddle, and then brought him into the Stable where 
was neither cloath, litter, or any other thing to keepe 
hin warm, or wherwith to rub him, at which time he 
tooke ſo deſperate a cold as never after to bee cured : 
for in ſhort time atter, he brought him to the Gentlemar 
that did owne him, when upon his comming home the 
Nag drooped, forſooke his meat, and became very ſick ; 
the Gentleman defired mee to endeavour the beſt I 
might for his recovery, tor that he loved the Nag well. 

L ignorant of thecaule of his Malady, went as Ithoughr 
according to Art, I tooke bloud trom ſundry vernes, I 
gave him a Suppoſitory , and after certaine Clyſters , 

which I aſſured me were moſt needfull for him ; all 
that I did adminiſter wrought very kindely and well, 

bur yer nothing could provoke in him an appetite , or | 
bee the meanes ofany amendment, I then ſayed him 
with frictions , and Cordialls, but all was cait away, 
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ayring or ought elſe would prevaile ; chen I per{wa- 
ded the Gertlemar to turne him to grafle, ir being in the 
middle of May, and a very ſeaſonable time, for I found 
him to bee inwardly ſound, hee ranne at grafle avout a 
monerth , bur ſtill grew weaker , and every day more 
meager then other , and at length hee grew to bee {o 
a—_ enfeebled by continuall languithing as that being 
downe, hee was not able to rife, but with helpe,in fane, 
ſhortly after the Nagge died ; then for my berrer expe- 
rience I would needes have him opened , which being 
done ; a ſounder body in a Horſe coula not bee ſeene, 
but I diſcovered the caule of the diſeaſe and death of 
this Nagge in his s&:z7e , for it being takenfrom him, 
you might moſt evidently (ce the Fat which did lie next 
unto his Zelly, brisket, ribs, and ſides, to bee ſo caked ana 
hard, as that ir, nor being diſſolved, the Nagge could 
never after enjoy himſclfe, which cauſed him to waſt 
and dwindle ot his fleſh, and languithing die, which ſo 
ſoone as I cſpied, I preſently told the Gentleman, the 
owner of the Nagge,that the Ambler had given him that 
Infirmiry (the Nagge being then very tac) and after in 
' his heat pur him into the water, whuch the ownerexa- 
mining found to bee moſt true, as well from the re- 
port of honeſt neighbours who lived adjacent to the 
Ambler, as (after ſome ſmall preflure) from the inge- 
nuous confcſhon of the very Ambler himſelte, And this 
I thunke fit to bring you for an'inſtance, to the end you 
may bee the more carefull in avoiding the like incon- 
venience, and bee the better able to judge of a Malady 
of this nature, But now as touching the belt cure for a 
Conſumption of the fleſh ( albeit there bee many ) yer 1 
canrecommend but onely this one, which borh Maſter 
a _ Blunde 
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Blundevile, and Maſter Markham have recorded, which 
is this, Viz. | 
Take a Sheepfhead with the wooll on,cleave it,waſh 
it very cleane, and boile it ina gallon of faire water,un- 
till che fleſhcome from the bones, then ſtraine the lj- 
quor from the fleſh, and pur into the broath of refined 
loafc-Sugar halfe a pound , of Cinamon, conſerve of 
Roſes, conſerve of Barberries, conſerve of Cherries, of 
cach rhree ounces, and give your Horſe of this broath a 
quart, every morning faſting bloud warme, uſe this till 
foure or more Sheepſheads bee ſpent , and after every 
of thele drinkes let him bee walked abroad,(it rhe wea- 
ther bee warme and not windy) otherwiſe walke him 
in ſome barne, or warme place, and let him faſt two or 
three houres afrcr , and ler him not drinke any cold 
water in fifteene daies afrcr at the leaſt ; bur ler his 
drinke bee cither ſweet Maſhes, or white water,and for 
his Diet let thar bee what himiclte beſt liketh,and that 
iven by little at once and ofren ; and by this meanes 
-_ may recover both fieſh and ſtrength againe in reaſo- 
nable time, *,* Neverthelefle when hee hath gotten 
fieſh, depart with him ſo ſoone as may bee, leſt upon any 
hard travell hee happen to relaps, as is moſt probable 
hee may, With this Receipt I have recovered three 
Horſes, whereof one was a Horſe of a high price. 
Hyppophylus. But tell mee I pray you, were it amiſſe ( for 
this diſeaſe) to take bloud from himbefore you drench him 2 
Hyppoſerxs, Yea , that it were Sir very much amiſle, 
for ſo to doe, were certaine death ; for in caſes of Cox- 
ſumptions you mult take no Houdat all, bur rather labour 
to cherriſh the Houd hee hath , for his debility and fee- 
blenefſe will bee ſuch , as that hee conſuming ſo much 
10 
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in his fleſh , you muſt rather endeavour to procure his 
ſtrength then any way to hinder the ſame, which the 
lofſe of bloud may moſt cafily doe. Neither muſt you 
be too butie in adminiſtring unto him Psrges, but Cords- 
alls, as Diapente, Drateſſeron, Duke powder, Cord;all pow- 
der, and ſuch like reſtoratives, allo by giving him good 
meat, as good ſtrengthning bread and heartning, well 
made and of purpott for him , if hee will cate bread, 
ſometimes boyled Barley,and Oates, alſo boyled Beans, 
and ſuch like hearty meat, as will reſtare him, and to 

ive him ſometimes about midday a quart of ſtrong 
Ale or Beere, is very good, and will greatly comfort 
him. And thus keeping him warme, feeding him, and 
ordering him well;you may intime recover him again. 
* * And this is the beſt Counſell I can give you for

N Ow what ſay you to a Convulſion > How doe you cure 


that 2 
Hyppoſerut, A Crampe and Convulſion is one and 


the ſame Malady , which is a violent contracting or 
drawing together of S/zewes and Yerres, and Mu kl:s, as 
well through the wizole Body, as in any one member of 
the ſame ; yet doth it not alwayes apprehend or ſeize 
the whole 4ody, but takes one member or othcr,as,ſome- 
times it laicth hold upon the Zye , ſometimes upon the 
Tongue, the Jawes, Lips, Legges,&c. which albeit it com- 
meth by ſeverall meancs, yet principally it comes either 
through cold in the bed , or elſe for want of baud, or 
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laſtly by overmuch purgizg. The fignes to. know this 
diſcaſe are molt eaftie, for that Horſe that is therewith

temper againe, then keep him ſo, and about one of rhe 
clockat atternoone, give him a warme maſh, or white 
water, and then fome Hay, and an hourec aftet 
that Provender. Let not this drinte bee given him a- 
boveonce during his whole Cure, but his Chyſters, Sweats, 
and Fri#zjons, till hee bee well ; yet che Chſters nat gy 
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day neither, and let his drinke bee white water, where- 
in Mallowes have been boiled, unlefle ſometimes you 
ive him wherewith to comfore him a ſweete Maſh, 
bur if hee will not drinke his white water boiled with 
Mallowes,then let him have it without,and let his food 
bee that which is ſweet and very good, This did I ne- 
ver trie, but two ſeverall Ferrers who lived more then 
109 miles diſtant the one from the other, gave mee this 
Receipt Verbatim, without ſcarce altring one word, and 
they both proteſted unto mee they have cured ſundry.

Horſes that are kept roo much tohard, dry, and hot 
meates, are moſt incident to this malay ; ſometimes 
it commeth by cating roo much Provendcr , eſpecially 
Beanes, Peaſe, Tares, or Wreat, which albcic theſe 
Graines bec more hearty then any other, yet they ſicci- 
cate and dry up the moiſture, becauſe they beger more 
heat and coftiveneſle in the body , then other Graines 
doe, yea and wirde too, and bad humoars cauſing ob- 
{trucions ; and ſometimes this coſtiveneſſe commeth 
to a Horſe by reaſon hee hath been kept to too ſpare a 
diet, as is uſually ſeen in Horſes in diet; for this hot and 
dry food dorh ſuck up (like to a ſpunge) the flegmatich 
moiſture of the ogy, giving way thereby that choler is 
become the more predominant , fo thar the meate hee 
-eaterh cannot bee ſo well digeſted. This isa diſeaſe ve- 
ry perilous, and the origine of many maladies ; and it

Fourthly and laſtly, dangerous ſickneſſe come alſs 
by accident, as when a Horſe (v. g.) receiveth ſome deep 
of perilous wound or hurt, cicher 1n his &od, or elſe- 
where in ſome w:tall or dangerous part, by means wher- 
of nature is ſo far offended, as that incontinently a ge- 
nerall fickneſſe ſeizeth upon the Horſe , which (not in 
opportune time prevented) death ſuddenly enſueth ; and 
theſe infirmitics are called by the more expert Ferrers,

The hcavineſſe of his 
countenance, {weiling of ius limbs, eſpecially of his hin- 
der legs, ſcowring and looſencfle of his body, in the be- 
ginning of ſickneſs ſhort, and hot breath, a loathing and 
torlaking of mear, S&c. 

- I from the ſecond, v7z. cold, then the ſignes arc , a 
dejetcd countenance , dulnefle or {lcepineile of the eyes, 
Puſtils or hard Knors under the Chaule , yea and many 
| | times 
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times inflamed Kernels and ſwellings ſo high as to the 
very roots of the eares,a rotten Or moiſt inward hollow 
cough, he many times chewing betwixr his teeth, ſome 
looſe, filthy, and flegmartick matter, immediately after 
his coughing , which in ſome caſes is not an evall ſigne, 
by reaſon thar thereby the cold rotteth and goeth away; 
whereas on the contrary fide for a Horſe to cough cleare 
and drie, doth demonſtrate a drie cough , which hath 
long time lurked in his 40a, ſorely feltring and tormen- 
ting him inwardly, which 1s very difficile to cure, but 
at length diſcovers it ſelfe by reaſon of the creatures lan- 
uiſhing and generall falling away of his fleſh; for 
isbelly will be ſhrunkeup, and when he drinketh much 
of the ſame , water will iſſue forth of his zeſe, his eyes 
will be either watry, or matterative, and run continual- 
ly through paine which he hath in his head, procured 
by meanes of his cold , and his haire.w1ll bee rough and

From the third, to wit, from ſurfer by meat, either na- 


turall or unnaturall ; the fignes be theſe, a dulneſſe of 
the head, eyes, and countenance, yea and that in ſuch a vio- 
lent manner, ſo as the Horſe will bee hardly able to life 
up his head from the manger, a dull and dead eye, and 
ſunk into his head, his eaves prickt upright, and the tops 
of them cold, as alſo his upper lips and his ſhea:h,his pace

flandeth , it will bee with his fore-leeges ſtradling the 
one from the other , and hee will alſo have a looſeneſſe 
or ſcowring, eſpecially if rhe Horſe hath raken his ſur- 
feit by eating too many Oares, or other Provender, 
and by drinking ſuddenly atter, which you ſhal the bet- 
ter know, becauſe the Horſe will in his Ordure void ſome 
of his Oates or other Graine whole, as not being diſ- 

eſted, by reaſon-that the cold water ſo ſuddainely ta- 

en, upon his over-haſty eating (nor being all chewed) 
will coole his flemack, and:make him to ſwell ; beſides 
che Horſe will have a generall loathing and forſaking of 
his meat, which is likewiſe the common ſymprome of 
every kinde of ſurfeit, and almoſt every degree of fick- 
nefle. 

The fourth and laſt ground or principle is, that if his 
infirmity and ſicknefle doe proceede from accidental 
meanes, then are the ſignes, a perplexed and troubled 
body, ſometimes ſweating ar the roots of his eares, in the 
fankes, and behinde the teakbre, againſt the beart, ſome- 
times hee will bee taken with a trembling all his o 
over, andſometimes with a glowing and burning in his 
witall parts, as in the temples of his head, againſt his heart, 
onthe inſide of his fere-legges , next to the body ,, and on

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the inſide of the hinder-legges , allo his mouth will bee 
dry and hot, his texgue will bee ſubject ro beeenflamed 
and furred ; 2 fine,hee will have a loathing and averſi- 
on from meat ; but onely that hee mult care, anda 
great draught and thirſt , anda great longing to drinke 
cold water, and when hee hath drunke what him like- 
cth, yet will hee nevertheleſle defire to keepe his mouth 
continually in the water, Many other fignes there bee, 
whereby a man who is any thing at all skillfull and 
cautclous , may by obſerving , diſcover when his Horſe 
falleth into any infirmity and fickneſle, as when you do 
perceive that hiscountenance and poſtures do alter from 
cheir uſuall cuſtomes, then bee you well aſſured , your 
Horſe doth alter and decay in his health.

how hee doth diſcharge or empty himſelfe, and how

which it his dung or excrements bee pale, and full of 
grains, then 1s it good, but it blackiſh and ausky (accor-

ou confident , hee hath much heat and drieneſle in his

_ gerous lickneſſe ; very many other fignes of ſickneſſe 
there areas the not caſting or ſhedding of his baire,in

being never ſo little let alone, or negle&ed. Itisa

Was unto Horſes are inclinable, this of the 
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into branches (likea Vine or Ivy) doth not ceaſe 
from running,untill ſuch time as 1t hath viſited every 
part and member of the Body, for Quaſi Cancer ſerpir, 
it commonly beginning either in a veine, or neere to 
ſome Mzfter-veine, which teedeth and nouriſheth the 
diſeaſe, that is the cauſe of its diffuſion. It is ingen- 
dred ſometimes of corrupt blood, which heats and 
ſurfets have occaſioned in the Body ; ſometimes by 
hurts and wounds received, as alſo by ſome Canke- 
rous and poyſonous thing, as ruſty Spurres , Snaffles, 
Bits, or the like; it 1s alſo taken from another horſe, 
which 1s falne into the ſame diſeaſe, alſo by hewt 

one legge againſt another, and being ſmitten with 
{omeſtaffe, whereon are hard knots, and fundry fuch 
like means and waies; it comes alſo to a Hoerſe-by 
ſurfets given him, which finding no other way of 
avoydance, layes hold of this diſeaſe, whereby the

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wherefore if in this caſe your herſe be viſited with this 
ſiniſtrous diſeaſe, I could wiſh you would carefully 
obſerve two things: the firſt is, that ſo ſoon as you 
doe perceive this malady to appeare upon him, that 
you preſently ſequeſter him from his fellows, into 
ſome other Sable or ſtall by himſelfe alone, for feare 


he might infect rhem, for that it is catching z And ſe-- 


condly, to be very diligent in omitting no time or 
opportunity, in getting him adminiſtred unto for his 
Cure. The fignes of this diſeaſe are ſo plaine and fa- 
miliar, - as that it needeth no deſcription. I will paſle 
to the cure. Totheend therefore you may goe the 
more ſecurely to worke , whereby you may make it 
an able and perfect cure, eſpecially if you doe finde 
the Puſtils to be malevolent, and greatly inflamed, 
then the firſt day let him blexd in or neere to that Ma- 
ſter vein,which doth moſt feed and nouriſh theF arciy, 
then ſo ſoon as you have well blozdied him, give him 
this purge, viz. 

Take of Aloes, made into fine powder. one ounce, 
and a quantity of London Triacle, ſo much as will 
ſuffice, and of life Hony ſo much as will ſufhce, mixe 
theſe well together , and give it hun 1namoming 
faſting, and fix houres after give him white water, 
neither needeth this bloudying as or purgation, any 
way hinder him from being dreſled for his diſeaſe, 
for that bloug-letting doth but onely hinder it from 
running any further for that time,and the Purge ſen- 
deth the diſeaſe from the heart, to theend it may no 
way annoy that place, wherefore for the "rr g 
of the cure, we 

Take of oyle de-Bay two ounces, of Euforbium 
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made into fine powder one ounce, incorporate both 
theſe well together, that they may become but one 
body, then ſearch for the firſt origen, or ſpring where 
the firſt knots did begin, and ſo continue ſearching 
till you finde out the laſt, clip away the hayre from 
offand about all theſe knots,and annoynt them very 
well with this oyntment once every three daiesz and 
after you have thus dreſſed him three times, it you 
doe not finde the Farcins to be killed , and that the 
knots doe not dry up, then bathe the place three 
daies together with the ſtale or urine of a Cow or 
Oxe, and with the herbe called Lions foot, in Latine 
Leontipodiums , both boyled together, and this will 
cure him, *,*. This anos I never made uſe of but 
once onely, and it cured the horſe unto which I did 
adminiſter the ſame. *,*.Another. 4 

Take nine leaves of pet-herbe called Beetes, of 
the ſmalleſt but ſoundeſt leaves, and nine graines of 
Bay-falt, beate theſe very well together to ſalve, and 
in a morning before Sun-rifing put this medicine in- 
to both his Eares by equall portions, and put into 
them after italittle wooll, to keep in the medicine, 
and ſo ſtitch up his Eares, and let him ſtand ſo with 
meate and white water 24 houres at the leaſt, then 


take forth the wooll and ſtuffe,and he is cured. *,*. 


With this receit I have cured ſundry horſes. Another. 
If your Horſe have a Farcin in any of the foure quar- 


ters of his body, let him bleed well in the neck-veine 
faſting, then 


\ Take of Arſenick two ounces, and put it intoa 


piece of new-cloth, and binde itup witha piece of 
new Pack-thred, and faiten it unto the wayze of the 
Horſe, 
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Horſe, this is to be thus adminiſtred , if the Farcin be 
onely in the fore-parts3 but if the diſeaſe be as well 
in the hinder-parts as in the fore-parts, then hang 
alſo the like quantity of Arſenick, made up in a cloth 
like as was the former, and hang that alſo upon his 
tayle, and the more you ride, work, ortravell, and 
exerciſe him, the better 1t will be for his diſeaſe, to 
qualifie and ride the ſame 3 and the more fpare his 
dyet be, the ſooner he is cured, provided you keej 
him warm in the Stable , and for ſome time you mul 
give him white water. This cure I did never try, but 
1t was taught me by great Marifnall of Paris, one who 
| had the repute ofa very honeſt man, and a moſt {kil- 
full Ferrier, who proteſted unto me that he had per- 
fe&tly cured many Horſes with this receit. Another. 
Take white Bran prepared, like as you ſhall finde 
preſcribed you, /6. 2. cp. 2. ſe@. 4. F. how tomake 
fat.a Horſe, andgive it him a day before he is tobe 
dreſled.and let him eat it ſo hot as well he may : con- 
tinue him to this dyet three mornings together, then 
let him bleed well in the zecke veine, but give him no 
Hay that day he bleedeth, but {weet Wheat-ſ{traw one- 
ly, neither let him either eate or drink in four houres 
after, and then let his drink be white water. And 
two dajes after his bleeding, you {hall begin to give 
him again his Wheat-bran prepared as before, which 
ſhall continue for fix daies together, during which 
time you ſhall give him every evening with his Oats, 
this powder and theſe roots following,v7z. Xt 
Take of Comin, of Linſeed, of Fenugrick, Sileris- 
Montani, of each rwo ounces, quick Brimſtone foure 
ounces, let all theſe be powdred, and mixe them 
Aa 3 well 
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well, and give it at one time with his Oats, ſo much 
as you may put into an egge-thell, the meat being 
firſt taken out z let him be thus uſed daily by the 
ſpace of ſix daies. Thoſe dajes being ended, 

Take the root of Salericke, the root of Tatlus-Bar. 
batus, the root of Valerion , and the root of Lappai- 
zon, of each like much, chop them all very ſmall, as 
hearbs to the pot, which being thus well mixed, 
g1ve them to the Horſe without Oates 1t he will cate 
them, ifnot, then otherwiſe in Pils; and when you 
give him the roots, doe not give him the aforeſaid 
powder, and ſo continue him with theſe roots fix 
daies together, which ſix daies ended, cauſe him to be 
blondied again on the other fide of the zecke,but then 
let him not bleed ſo much as before, and order him as 
before after the firſt bleeding : nor ſhall you give him 
either powder or roots, but let him be {till kept 
warm, and have his ordinary allowance of meat, as 
well of Hay, as of Oats, and then for ſix daies after, 
every evening after he hath drunk white water, give 
him one evening of this powder with his Oates, and 
the next evening of theſe roots, and if you finde not 
the Farciz to dry up to your mind, continue then 
this powder, and theſe roots for ſix daies more, and 
thoſe daies being paſt, give him good Hay and 
good Oats, and not any longer the powder, or the 
roots : and thus following theſe direftions punctu- 
ally, your #o7/e ſhall be pertetly cured, and be 
brought into good ftate and health again, neither 
ſhallthe relicks of the Farcix remain in any part of | 
his body ; and if there be any knots remaining, they 
ſhall breake\, purge, cleanſe, heale, and dry up , the

main cauſe being taken and purged away. Of this my 
ſelfe had never triall, by reaſon that many of the in- 
gredients were-not eaſily to be had.

Take black Elebore., and adde to the hearb ſome 
of its juyce, put unto 1t old Boares-greaſe, and boyle 
it untill the juyce be quite boyled into it, whereby 
to bring it toa perfect unguent, with which you ſhall 
annoynt and rub the knots, or buttons of the Far- 
cin; but before you doe apply this unguent , let the 
haire be ſhaven or clipped away from and about the 
knots. *,* With this receit I have cured onely one 
Horſe.

{traine and wring it hard, and give the liquor thereof 
to your Horſe in a morning faſting, but you muſt take 
bloxd from him the day before, and he muſt ſtand 
upon the Trench 11x houres before you give him the 
ſaid drinke, and you mnlit alſo put into his eares the 
juyce of Rue, and then ſtitch up his eares,, and ſolet 
him remain 24 houres; but if the malady ſhall con- 
tinue (which I think it will not doe ) then muſt you 
let him 8/oxdagain, and give him the aforeſaid drink. 
This I never tryed, but he that taught me this,did af- 
ſure me that there is no kind of Ferein,but this receit 
will cure.

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grounds, you mult take 10,11,12,0r 13. of the roots 
(or according to the ſtrength,greatneſle or corpulen- 
cy of your Horſe ) let your roots be 1n the number, 
or quantity. Take alſo of W hite-wine one pint, then 
take of bay Salt one handfull (which was never uſed), 
and put it into the White-wine, then take of white 
Wine-vinegar halt a pint more or leſle, but firſt note, 
you mult take the roots of the ſaid Moly , and let it 
| be gathered a day betore you are touſe itz you muſt 
onely take the roots thereof, ( and caſt away the re- 
ſidue) for that they are moſt uſefull, and after you 
have ſo done, take theſe great roots and waſh them 
clean, ſo asno filth doe remaine upon them, then 
take the ſaid roots and bruiſe them, and ſteep them 
in the Wine with the Salt and Vinegar, in an earthen 
Pipkin, and ſtop it cloſe that no ayre get intoit, and.

ſter 5 Homer ſaith that the god mercury was the firlt In- 

ventor and finder out of this Plant , and the god: for 

the excellency thereof, named it Moly - (ee Theophra- 
ſts, Paracelſas,and Dieſcorides. | 

Albeit that all theſe receits be very good for the 
Farcin, yet are not all Horſes cured with one and the 
ſame medicine; and moſt certaine it 1s, that the moſt 
infallible way to cure the Farczz, 1s to give him the 
fire - 1n the practice not onely of this cure, but of 
many others alſo, which areto be adminiſtred in- 
wardly, it 1s greatly behoofefull that the Ferrzer be 
mindfull to obſerve the ſtrength, age, quality, and 
ability of the Horſe to which he is to adminiſter, and 
accordingly to mixe and apply his Ingredients, Ano- 
ther. x 
Firſt let him b/oud on both ſides the »ecke and ſpar- 

weines, and let him bleeda good quantity , then take

if the horſe be naturally Rheumatick, then may it ap- 
peare more watry and moylt, and ſo of the reſidue ; 
but {till it is bat one and the ſame infirmity, for more 
ſorts I could never finde. But touching this watry 
Farcin,as you are pleaſed to term the ſame,the French 
giveth this name, viz. la Louppe, which 1s in Englifh 
the Wewlfe, and they gave me the reaſon why they do 
ſocall it, to wit, becauſe it feſtreth the fleſh, cating 
and corroding therein inwardly, and it beginneth 
moſt commonly in the feet , rather then in any other 
member of the horſe. And for this diſeaſe a famous 
Frer.ch Mariſhall of Paris gave me this enſuing cure, 
but I never yet made tryall thereof,v7sz. 

_ Firſt wath the place, and ſhave away the hayre, and 
ſearch the place well with your finger, and let forth 
the corruption , ' but be ſure you ſearch it to the very 
bottome. 

Take then Horſe-dung,or Gooſe-dung, Wine,Salt, 
and Vinegar,of each ſo much as will ſuffice, and make 
thereof a Salve, and ſo Playiter-wiſe apply it to the

ood to meat, I will give you a receit, which (if you 
doe duly obſerve my rules, juſtly asT ſhall deliver 
them ) you ſhall ger him up into fiefs in twelve or 
fourteen dates. 

Firſt therefore take blond from him,if you doe finde 
it grofle, or Flegmatick, for otherwiſe he cannot 
pottibly mend ; then inſtead of Oats in the morning, 
you ſhall give him Wheat-bran , prepared after this 
manner. Set over the fire a clean Kettle, and fill it al- 
moſt full with faire water, and ſo ſoon as it boyleth 
put in your Wheat-bran, and ſo let it boyle a quarter 
of an houre at the leaſt; then take it off, and let it 
ſtand to coole, and abqut foure or five in the morning 
give him of this bran ſo hot as he can eate it, then for 
his drink give him of the ſame water, and at night 
give him Oates and white water,and let him be kept 
covered &c littered warm; but if it be Summer, let not 
the Stabie be too hot, but temperate, and at night 
give him with his Oates alſo the quantity of oe 
you may convey 1nto an Egge-ſhell of this Powder 
following, with which you muſt continue him the 
ſpace of eight dates, or according as you ſhall ſee 
cauſe. You muſt underſtand thar this branne thus 


prepared 1s the onely thing which drieth up his 
' naughty, groſle, and corrupt hxrwmonrs, and doth the 
better prepare the body to afſume luſt, courage, 
ſtrength and fleſh, together with the help of the pow- 
der,which is this. ,

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Quick-Brimſtone {11x ounces , make all theſe into 
powder, of this powder give him every; night the 
quantity of an Egge-ſhell full, with his Oates,as I have 
before preſcribed, but he muſt be firft watered with 


white water, which ſo ſoon as he hath drunk let his 
whole body be rubbed, then cloathed, and littered, 


which being done, then give him a ſmall ſheafe of 
W heat-ſtraw, ſweet, good,and well threſhed into his 
Racke, and let him eate thereof by the ſpace of an 
houre 3 which done,give him Oates mixed with his 
powder, which when he hath eaten, give him Hay at 
your pleaſure, remembring to keep him warm, but ſo 
as with moderation;and let him be alſo well rubbed,

A Feawer is an unnaturall p,,y,y 
and intemperate heat which beginneth at the heart, defined. 
dilateth it ſelfe through all the arteries and veines of 


the whole body of the Horſe, hindring all his naturall 
motions : howſoever ſome Ferrers are pleaſed to 


make them more ſorts, then I will queſtion their phy- 


ficaÞ and learned diſtin&tions, for I could never con= 
clude them but in a few, as quetidian, tertiar, quartan, 
and peſtilext, and yet all theſe be of one nature, albeit 
ſome more malignant then others be, onely a He&ique 
feaver 1s of a different nature from the former, and fo 
alſo a peſtilent fever may be. Now as touching feavers 
which come in the Spring, Summer, Autumn,or Win- 
ter, I cannot ſee why they ſhould be feavers different 
in nature from theſe other, for there are notany of 
apy » but may come to a Horſe in any of theſe ſea- 
ons.

Hipgogh Be non whence do Fevers proceed 2 Ne 
oo . Hippoſ. Firſt, Sir you muſt under- 
ſtand that Fevers are of two ſorts, that is to ſay, Or- 
dinary and Accidentall , the ordinary Feavers are 
thofe that come of furfeits, over-riding, and labeur, 
unwholſome meat, as moyſt, rai, woukdy, and miufty 
bread, corne; provenderand hay,- of what nature, 
Ccc 2 ſort, 
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ſort or condition ſoever; but your Feavers accidex- 
tall come of ſome terrible ſtroke or deepe wound, 
bringing therewith inſufterable paine, dolour, and 
awe to the poore beaſt; again, your ordinary Fea- 
vers come oft times by the extream violent ſcorching 
of the Sunne, but moſt commonly in the canicalar 
daies, as when your horſe 15 abroad at graſle, where is 
either want of water, or having ſuch as 1s neither 
g00d or wholſome, or elſe where 1s want of houſing, 
ſhelter to goe into , or ſhady trees to be under, and 
ſuch kind of Ag#2s doe prove for the moſt part either 
He@ick or peſtilent Feaverstor by that means his bloud 
becommeth inflamed , whereby the huwonr of chober 
1s predominate. Now Sir, it you be pleaſed to ob- 
ſerve ſtrictly and carefully , you ſhall alſo finde that 
Feavers doe come many times alſo from a quite con- 
trary cauſe; as from cold taken upon hard riding, or 
great labour, and by having at ſuch times cold water 
given him to drink, or by waſhing or walking, ha- 
ving ſweat much,or by being out too late in the griſp 
or gutting in of the evening, or upon day-breaking, 
eſpecially neere or among fenny, mooriſh , or n—_ 
rounds, by reaſon that naughty vapours doe ariſe 
rom ſuch kind of places. Feavers alſo doe accrew 
to Horſes when upon hard riding , and great toyle, 
you give your Horſe cold water drawn out ofa Well, 
which being nmch colder then either River or 
Pond water, doth more chill the Horſe inwardly, 
whereby he is much more diſtempered , cauſing him 
to quake, and to ſhake exceedingly after his drinke, 
which occaſioneth crudities, and an evill habit in 
the ſtomack, which doth beget and ingenders an

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Age Or Feaver , Wherefore after ſweating and great 
labour, I doadviſe you that whatſoever is given him, 
be firſt ſet over the fire to take away the chilneſle, 
whereby your Horſe may take the leſle dammage, for 
that Feavers taken of this nature, doe commonly 
prove peſtilent Feavers, whoſe nature is to infect all 
his fellowes which are in the ſame ſtable or roome 
with him, if he be not either ſpeedily removed from 
his conſorts, or elſe ſuddenly cured 3 and the reaſon 
hereof is moſt evident, for that when as a Horſe hath 
been all the whole day travelled ( eſpecially in the 
Winter)and brought into the ſtable all hot and ſwea- 
ting, when in ſhort time after his bloodand pores begin 
to be {etled, and to return to his heart again, and to 
his intrals, then if you give him cold water, you may 
inſtantly perceive him to fall into a formall quivering 
and ſhaking for a time, which being once paſſed over, 
you ſhal ſee him moſt palpably aſſume a moſt extream 
and violent burning, and peradventureafter fals into» 
a moſt deſperate ſweating, whereby 1s moſt eafie to be 
found in him a general tm throughout his 
whole body , together with a formall and dangerous: 
Feaver, wherefore if the Ferrier be not the more ex- 
ert, it may ſtick clofer unto him, and remain longer 
y him then a buſhell of Oats will doe. Bat a Feaver 
which doth proceed either from the corruptis of the 
bloud,or from the contagion of the ayre, (according as 
I have before intimated )thatlI ſay is moſt frequent,al- 
beit not fo wel known to all Ferriers,and I am able to- 
afirm thus much of theſe kind of feavers out of mine- 
own'long experience, that they are of that extreame- 
violence, and ſo malignant, and theirpoyſon of that. 


infinite 
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infinite force, as that if through their own violence 
they be not able of themſelves to bring the creature 
viſited therewith to his end; yet will theſe convert 
their malice into other mortall maladies and diſeaſes, 
which will in time prove as nox1ous, to wit, into the 
Yellows, Stavers, Glanders, Droplie, Conſumption, 
Farcin, &c. unto which a peſtilent Feaver 1s ever- 
more the precurſor : inſomuch as if the Ferrier be not 
very ſkilful and cautelous in obſerving and knowing 
the true /ywpromes of theſe kind of diſeaſes, he may 
ealily inſtead of labouring to effect a Cure, through his

Marzſhals doe call wer volamt, which we in Exgland doe 
call a Tetter or King-worm, and by reaſon it runneth 
up and down the body upon the ſkinne, it is called 
by the name of the Flying-worm.It commeth by a heat 
in the bloud, whereby is ingendred a billious, ſharpe' 
or hot humour which breedeth to a Tetter or Ringe 
worw, but moſt commonly it ſeizeth the rump of the 
Horſe, running down all along the joynts, till it get 
into the tayle, where I have known 1t to remaine fo 
tong,untill fuch time as it came to be a Caxker:but yet 
ſometimes again, it will ſeize ſome fleſhy part of the 
body of a Horſe, and fo torment 'him through its 
continuall itching, as that the Horfe!will (with fre- 
quent rubbing himſelfe againſt poſts, pales, trees,and 
walls, &c. asalfo with his teeth ( if he can' come to 
the place) bring away the hayre., -yeaithe flkinne'and; 
fefh alfo. -nh any: 1 


this difeaſe? many: ignorant grow 
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have taken to be nought elſe but the louſe of a Hog, 
which to kill or deſtroy, they onely apply a little 
ſope; but I have often  llwos it to prove another 
thing, viz. a formall Rizg-worm or Tetter. It is eaſily 
known by the falling away of the hayre, by reaſon of 
the Horſr continuall ſcrubbing when it 1s in the 
fleſhy part 3 but if it get into the j6ynt betwixt the 
top of the rumpe and the tayle, then you ſhall know 
it by a kind of ſcab, which you may with your finger 
feele, andif you ſcrape or picke it away, then will 
:ſlue forth by little and little a kind of thin-water, 
which being let long to runne, will in time runne 
down into his tayle, from joynt to joynt, and there 
become a Canker, as I ſaid bales ; Wherefore to pre- 
vent this inconvenience, if the Tettey be in the joynt,

will cover the powder, keeping it cloſe ſtopped, and 
with this water waſh the place every day once, and 
it will infallibly cure it.

by ſome over-reach, upon the heele or fruſh, It is ap- 
parent to the eye, and therefore needs no other Re- 
monſtrance. The cure is. 

Cut away the hoofe, ſoas there may be a conveni- 


ent ſpace betwixt the ſole and the hoofe, to the end © 


the Fzg may the more ealily be cured, then put. to 
the ſorance a jpiece of ſpunge which you mult binde 
tloſerupon:the Fig, which will eate it off to the very 
roote, then heale up the ſore with the green Oynt- 
ment taught you in [b.2. chap.1o. ſeF.4. 6. *,* This 
I have found good. Another. ; 
Cutaway the Fzg cloſe, either with your Incifion- 


knife, or elſe burn it off with a hot Iron (which 1s the 


better way) and ſo lay unto it for two daies after tri- 

ed Hogs-greaſe to take away the fire. EF ot 
Take then the tops of the moſt angry young Net- 
tles you can finde, pound them very ſmall, and ſo lay 
them upon a linnen cloath juſt the bigneſle of the

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' Fig, then take the powder of Verdegreece , and 
ſtrew it upon the chopped Nettles (which muſt be 
done befere you lay it to the forance) and ſo binde it 
upon the ſorance, renewing it every day once,till the 
hoofe have recovered the ſore. *,* This I doe know 
to be a molt certaine cure, for it never did faile me.

Hippoſ. A Fiſtule is a hollow Ulcer which maketh 
its way crooked, proceeding oft times from _—_ 
and malignant humours; ſometimes it 1s ingendred 
from ſome wound which hath not been well healed ; 
ſometimes it commeth by- means of a ſtripe, which 


having been ſtrongly hid on, that it hath bruiſed the 


fleſh to the bone, whereby it hath putrified inward- 
ly, and either brake forth of it ſelfe, or was opened 
by the Ferrier; and thus it. commeth to be a Fiſtula; 
ſometimes it commeth by a wrench, or pinch with a 
Collar in drawing,or by being wrung by the tree of a 
bad Saddle; and ſometimes it bh, [= of its own 
accord by the means of peccant and bilious humours, 
which hath long lyen lurking in the body of the 
Horſe. The fignes how to know it are ſo manifeſt as 
that it needeth not an Fere, The way how to cure it, 

1s toſearch to the bottom either witha probe of lead 

or elſe with ſome other thing which will bend an 
tame nacg way ſoever the concavity of the ſorance 
eadeth it : and when you have found the bottome 
thereof; letit be'opened downwards, if it may polti-

bly be done, to the end the corruption may the bet- 


ter iſſue from the place ; then taint for two or three 


daies with tried Hogs-greaſe, thereby to cauſe the 
hole to be the wider, and then inject this water fol- 
lowing : 

Take of Sublimate, and of Precipitat, of each fo 
much as will lie upon a three pence, of Alum, and of 
white Coperas, of each three ounces, burn all theſe 
in an earthen pot, but firſt rub the bottom with a lit- 
tle Oyle, that it may not burn there ;z this done,burn 
them altogether, then take of faire cleare water, two. 
quarts, boyle this water firſt by it ſelfe, and ſcum it 
in the boyling, then take it from the fire, and put m _ 
as much of this powder as will lie upon a ſhilling at 
twice, and thus 1t is made. But if you be deſirous to 
make this water of more ſtrength and efficacy, take 
then fair water, & Coltrough or Smiths water,of each 
like much, and of white Wine-vinegar a third part, 
and with the aſhes of Aſhen-wood,make lye of them, 
with the water and.Vinegar, and ſo make your wa- 
ter with this powder and lye, and the former ingre- 
dients, according as before is taught you. Inje& this 
water with a Syringe into the ſorance, and in ſhort 
time it will both kill the Fiſtula, and heale it up. 
* This1s a moſt approved and infallible cure. Ano- 
ther. 

Take of the beſt Honey one pint, of Verdigreece 
one ounce, make it into fine powder, and ſo boyle 
them together upon ſoft fire three quarters of an 
houre3 that done, ſtraine it into a Gally-pot, and ſo 
keepe it for your uſe. *,* This is a moſt- precious 


unguent wherewith to taint a Fiſtula or poll-evill, for 


it 
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it goeth down to the bottom, it eateth away all dead 
and evill fleſh , whereby to cauſe that the carnifying 
fleſh may heale the better. *,* This I have often 
tried. I havealſo another Xgyptiacum, which I make 
thus. o 
Take Honey one pinte, white Wine-vinegar halfe 
a pinte, Allum three ounces, and Verdigreece finely 
owdred, one ounce and halte, boyle all theſe toge- 
ther till ir be thick ; this is a good XAgyptiacum. But 
if you deſire to make 1t yet ſtronger, then put to theſe 
Ingredients of Mercury ſublimate in fine powder one 


ounce, and.of Arſnick three ſcruples powdred alſo, 


and ſo boyle them with the former Ingredients, This 
laſt will kill any Fiſtuta or old ulcer whatſoever be- 
ing dreſled therewith : but the other which 1s made 
onely of Vinegar, Allum, and Ver be ap- 
plied to a Fiſtula in the mouth, without prejudice to 
the Horſe. *,* Of both theſe I have made often'triall.

or if he doe, it is after a very feeble manner, holdin 
his foure feet together, ſo as you may eafily wit 

your hand throw him to the ground ; befides he will 
itand trembling, quaking, and ſhaking, as if he had: 
a ſhaking ague,nor would he ſtand at all,unleſfe he be 
— , for the (ſoles and coffins of his feet will be 
ſo ſore, his joynts and finews ſoſtiffe and benummed, 
that he cannot ſtand but with very much anguiſh 
and paine : wherefore if he may have his minde, he 
would alwaies be lying, and his whole body will be 
diſtempered,and ſo much abound with heat.as rather 
to defire cold water, rather then meat, which if it be 
pou him; then will he quake and quiyer anew, and 
ein ſuch pangs for the time,as that you would think 
he would aſluredly die. This diſeaſe commeth. alſo: 
toa Horſe by being watered when he is very fat, and 
ridden till he doe ſweat, cauſing him to take ſudden 
cold therewith: alſo after a great heat taken,to be ſet 
up without exerciſe upon the cold Planks, without 
litter, or to be waſhed, or walked after great labour, 
the Horſe being very hot and ketty,(for this infirmity 
falleth moſt commonly upon fat Horſes, but very ſel- 
dome upon lean ) alſo to water your Horſe in ſhallow 
places, or waters where the water aſcends not higher 
then his paſternes by which means through the ſud- 
den coldneſle of the water at his feet, cauſeth the 
molten greaſe deſcending unto the feet , to cake and 
congeale, which is the prime roms of this malady. 
And this not onely my ſelfe, but all the moſt perite 
Ferrers doe with an unanimous aſſent acknowledge 
And. therefore. I doe admoniſh you and every man, 
Firlt, 


who is a Horſes friend, - + - 
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Firſt, to be very carefull not to exerciſe his Horſe 
too ſoon after his taking up from graſle. 

Secondly, whilſt he 1s very fat,thar he do not over- 
travaile,over-labour, or over-toyle him. 

Thirdly , that having travelled hard, and to pre- 
vent his foundring, let him be more gently ridden 
an houre before he commeth to his lodging, to the 
end he may be coole,and the more free from danger. 

Fourthly, if one houre before you get to your lod- 
ging. you ride him into ſome River,or other watring 

lace up to the belly, (but not deeper) then water 
Fm by degrees, ſtill betwixt every draught, ſtirring 
and removing him a little, 1t would not be amilſle; 
but then ſo ſoon as you be come forth of the water, it 
were very good you did continue him in the ſame 
ace,going neither faſter or flower, (like asI have be- 
ore inculcated ) it will be the better alſo, and your 
Horſe out of danger of foundring. | 

Fifthly,forbeare evermore(eſpecially if your Horſe 
be heated)to water him in any ſhallow place. 

Sixthly, beſide his being warme ſet up with litter 
enough, let him have ſtore of rubbing, as well of his 
legs as body.for it is a moſt wholeſome thing,it diflol- 
veth molten greaſe very much, and it Joth diſlipate 
and ſend away bad humours.

wherfore 1t:is molt certain that the greaſe being mol- 
cen, and the bloud inflained, the humours being ſtir. 
red anc diflolved, will pretently reſort to its center, 
which.if they once/ſettle in the body, 1t muſt bein 
and about the heart, if not-, they then muſt-downe 
lower; to wit, either to the legges or feet, and there 
reſiding, ingender' theſe and ſuch -hke maladies, 
whereof we have entreated 3 wherefore by cating 
and:drinking gut of ts due {eaſon; begetteth anevi 
Ggg habit 
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habit of the ſtomack, ſo as if oftentimes preſent cure 
be not had, the Horſe becommeth deſperately ſicke, 
which fickneſſe will mathematically uſher in his 
death. Now the fignes whereby to know when a 
Horſe is foundred in his body be theſe : the hayre wil 
ſtare, and he will be very chill, he will ſhiver and 
ſhake after cold water, & whilſt he is in drinking the 
water ſome of it will iflue out of his noſe, and after 
two or three daies his legges will ſwell, eſpecially his 
hinder legges , and after a while they will begin to 
pill, he will begin to havea dry cough at firſt, but 
after it will be more moyſt, and then his eyes will 
water, and his noſe runne with white flegmaticke 
{tuffe, and he will forſake his meat, and his head will 
fo much pain him, - as that he will not be able to hold 
it out of the manger, and ſeem as if he were alwayes

There be many cauſes that may make a 


Horſe to forſake his meat, and yet not be fick at all, 


and ſoalſfoby occaſion of ſickneſle that either com- 


ming upon him, or elſe which hath already ſeized 


him. And firſt a Horſe may forſake his meat, and for- 
beare to eat for ſome time, no whit ſicke, as when he 


ſhall linger after Mares, or after graſle being weary of 


dry meat : againe, he may forbeare his meat , and yet 
not be ſick, by means of ſome accident or inconveni- 
ence bred in him, or befalne unto him, as by having 
the Lamps, Barbs,Giggs,Bliſters, Bloudy-rifts,tongue- 
hurt, pain in the teeth, or ſome ſuch like infirmity in 
or about his mouth, theſe may be cauſes that may in-- 
duce him to forbear to cate, and yet the creature not 
ſick,but otherwiſe healthy and hungry,$& fain would 
feed, but either cannot or dare nut. Alſoa Horſe 
may forſake his meat, being through the inconfide- 
rateneſle of his keeper cloyed, whereby he doth 
loathe his meat; ſometimes through over-ayerings 
morning and evening, ſometimes againe by ſuffering 
him to eate being very hot after great ſweating, upon 
immoderate riding and toyle, or after water or waſh-- 
ing, being alſo very hot. Theſe and many more may 


| be the cauſes why a Horſe may forſake his meat , and” 


yet not be fick. And he may alſo forſake his meat by 
reaſon of fickneſle enſuing, as upon Colds, Rheumes, 


and Catarres newly taken-,, and beginning - to be felr

by experience been an eye-witneſle, albeit there hath 
beene nodefett in the Ferrier, either in Art, induſtry, 
care or diligence. I doe therefore averre that I would 
not have any man (be he never ſo expert an Artiſt) to 
promiſe to himſelfte the cure of every Horſe he ſhall 
take in hand, by the reaſon that the Glarders it ſelfe 1s 
the thing he mult cure,but intaking upon him to cure 
that malady, he muſt before he can have perfected his 
cure, cure him alſo of many other diſeaſes, which the 
Glanders will bring along with 1t, as (v.g.) the con- 
ſumption of the fleſh and lungs, griefes and aches in 
the head and braine, inflammations under the chazle, 
diſeaſes in the liver, purſiveneſle, hide-bound,dropſie, 
{welled legges,and many other infirmities too prolixe 
to repeat, all which (I ſay) are inherent to the Glay- 
ders,and its origine,that it 1s of cold paſt all peradven- 
ture, howſoever it ſometimes commeth of Surtets, 
{ſometimes of Morfounding,; ſometimes by infection, 
all which (the laſt only excepted ) taketh its firſt 
ſource from cold, and when 1t runneth (as before I 
ſaid) grzeniſh with reddiſh ſpecks, accompanied alſo 
with an oftentive or ſtinking breath;then are his lungs 
ulcerated; by meanes whereof the cure is themore 
deſperate and difficile. I doe therefore adviſe allFer-

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_ riers my brethren , who ſhall at any time take upon 
them this cure,that they doe firſt prepare the body of 
the Horſe with ſuch preparatives and Phylicke, asare 
meet to expell his peccant kumours, which muſt be 
alſo very carefully adminiſtred , yea and that accor- 
ding to the ſtrength and ability of the Horſe, - forthe 
Horſe cannot choole but be feeble and weake, having 
ofa long time before viſited with a ficknelle of this 
nature, yea peradventure a whole yeare or two be- 
fore together, during which time he hath continually 
waſted and: langwiſhed, wherefore he: cannot be 
ſtrong, but a very weake Horſe, and therefore his phy- 
ſicke muſt be very gentle, yet ſuch alſo which ma 
have operation whereby to worke, otherwiſe ohetnk 
is but caſt away. The ſignes how to know this diſeaſe 
need no further deſcription, and therefore I will pro- 
ceed to the cure, for the which I will deliver youma- 
ny receits, ſome whereof I have well experienced, to 
which I will give my particular marke, like asT haye 
formerly done.

Thecure, It your Horſe his cold he come to the worſt 
Glanders,which 1s a continuall running at the zoſe,and 
hath ſo runne by the ſpace of divers moneths, fo that 
the Ferriers can doe no good, then ſhall you take bet- 
ter then two handfuls of the white cankerous Moſle 
which groweth upon an old Oaken pale, and boyle it 
in Milke two quarts, till one part be almoſt conſu- 
med. then ſtraine it and ſqueeze the moſle well, which 
done give it your Horſe luke-warme to drinke. Then 
take two Geeſe-Feathers, and take ſweet Butter, as a 
Digge Walnut, and with the powder of Brimſtone, 
finely beaten and ſearſed, worke them together with 
yopy knife or ſplatter, till the Butter be brought to a 

1gh gold colour, then take twocleane feathers rhe 
longeſtin all the Gooſe-wing , and firſt at the yo_

your ſalve annoynt the feathers all over, which done 
in the dry powder of Brimſtone, rowle them over and 
over,then putting the feathers ends formoſt, open the 
Horſe Noſtrtls, and thruſt them up into his head, then 
take the threds,whichare at the quils ends,and faſten 
them on the top of the Horſes head , which done ride 
him abroad for an houre or two, ayring him in this 
manner morning and evening, and ws Ji you bring 
him into the Stab 
pretty ſeaſon, unty the threds and draw out the fea- 
thers, and wiping them very dry,lay them up,till you 
have next occaſion to uſe them, and keep his body 
warme. TI his diſcaſe you muſt underſtand, commeth 
not ſuddainely, but growes out of long procelſle of 
time 3 ſo likewiſe the cure muſt not be expected to be 
done in a moment, but with much leiſure : therefore 

on muſt continue your Medicine, as your leiſure 
w1ll ſerve, either every day, or at the leaſt thrice a 
weeke, if it be for foure or five moneths together,and 
be ſureit will in the end yield your deſire. 

Now the ſecond and well aſlured,and certaine Me- 

dicine 1s to take Elecampane-roots, and boyle them 
in milke till they be ſoft, that you may bring them to 


pap, then with a horne give them to the hoxſe, toge-. 


ther with the milke luke-warme, being no more then 
will make the rootes liquid , then having annointed' 
our Gooſe-feathers put them into his Noſtrils, and 
ride him forth as before is ſhewed. The other receipt 
for the mourning of the Chize,he intituleth thus. 
A moſt rare and approved Medicine, to cureany 


bigh running Glazders, called the mourning of the 
Chire., 


le, after he hath ſtood tyed upa 
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Chine, held of all men incurable. This diſeaſe to my 
knowledge, there is not any Smith or Ferrer in this 
Kingdome can tell how to cure : for it comes not to 
the extreamity, till the Horje hath runne at the Noſe, a 
yeare or more, and have at the roots of his toxexe a 
hard lang gathered, which will not be difſolved. Now 
for mine own part it is well krown, thatI have cured 
many with this Medicine only.

Theſe be Maſter 2/arkhams two great cures, which 
by reaſon he hath ſo great Encomions of their ver- 
tues, and alſo what great cures he hath wrought and 
perfeted with them, I thinke it not amiſle to inſert 
them in this place. ThusT have delivered unto you 
a great number of Receipts for this one diſeaſe, many 
of which I have tried, and have found them very 
good, ſome I could never have meanes or occaſion to 
prove, and therefore I muſt expect prompt opportu- 
nities, in the interim I doe remit :them to my bre- 
thren to practiſe. But I will now conclude this Chap-

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Bur if the Swelling do fall into the h1nder-Legges, or 
into all foure-Legges together (being bur a bad So- 
rance) cauſing them to burne and ſwell exceedingly, 
and the hayre to ſtare, the cauſe whereof comming, 
(as I have before ſaid) from immoderate Riding,heat, 
and labour whereby the greaſe melting falleth down 
into the Legges, by reaſon the Horſe cannot voyd it in 
his Excrements, or elſe being over-hot, he is waſhed, 
or negligently ſet up without ſufficient ſtore of litter 
and rubbing, ſoas the taking cold, the bloud with the 
greaſe ſetleth in the Legges, and there congealeth, and 
ſo cauſeth them to ſwell. This ſorance alſo commeth 
by having his feet beaten ( eſpecially in the — 
with being ridden & gallopped upon hard ground, 
which firſt occaſioneth wind-gals and thoſe alſo cauſ- 
eth the legges to ſwell, which truely is the worſt kind 
of ſwelling of all other, by reaſon that lamexeſſe doth 
immediately follow it,unletle great Art and diligence 
be ſpeedily applyed for prevention thereof. ere- 
fore the {ignes, being ſo apparent, need no remon- 
ſtrance, and therefore I will paſle on to the Cure, 
which 1s thus. 

Take Populeum, Nervell, Hogs greaſe, of each one Legger ſiwel* 
ounce, incorporate them very well together cold,and 4.4: 
annoynt the {orance therewith morning and evenin 
foure dayes together, and at foure dayes end, take 
Claret Wine lees one quart, boyle 1t upon the fire 
with ſo much Bran as will bring it to a Poulteſſe, 
apply this to the place grieved plaiſter-wife with a 
cloth good and hot for foure or foe dayes more, re- 
newing 1t every day once, and in ſhort time'he will 
be ſound againe, *,*.

mY V V Hippoj. Lice commonly commeth 
to a horſe when he 1s very poore, eſpecially. when he 
runneth abroad in the Winter time in ſome Wood, 
Coppice, or places where are many high trees, for 
that the dropping of the trees falling upon the Horſe, 


together with his poverty,doth cauſe them to _ 
100 "=P cr. 
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der, and albeit they may be at firſt but a few, yet will 
they in ſhort time multiply abundantly : ſometimes 
alſoa Horſe will catch them by ſtanding neere to ano- 
ther horſe that 1s /owſre, and fo longas he be viſited 
with them, he can never proſper, but remaine very 
meager and leane. You may ealily know when he 1s 
annoyed with this kind of vermze,for that he will of- 
ten ſcrub and rub himſelfe againſt Wals, Poſts, and 
Doores with his #outh and hinder feet. The way to de- 
{troy them 1s, ; 

Take Staves-Acre, and boyle it in running water, 
and waſh him all oyer with that water warme, and it 
wil kill them. *,* Another, 

Take Quick-filver two ounces,and firſt kill it with 
faſting Spittle, and when it is throughly mortified, 
take Hogs greaſe tryed, and ſo worke them together 
till it become of an Aſh-colour, and annoynt him 
therewith, and it will in twice or thrice dreſſing, kill 
them all. *,* Another: 

Take Tobaccoas much as will ſuffice, and ſhred it 
very ſmall, and put it into ſmall Beere, and put to it 
of Allum powdred, as much as will ſuffice, and when 
the Allum 1s diſlolved, waſh him therewith, and it 
will kill them.

Hippoſ. This 1s the diſeaſe which I cannot diſtin- 
ouiſh from Saint Azthonies fire, or the Shingles, for that 
it hath the ſelf-ſame ſy-ptomes, and this I have cured. 
This 1s a Wore that breedeth in the backe , betwixt 
the sk72 and the boxe, and runneth along the breaſt to- 
the brain, and when.it commeth to touch the parnicle 


of the braine,it maketh the horſe ſtark mad. You ſhall 


firſt diſcover it by theſe ſjgnes, viz. preſently after a- 


ow and tedious journey, the horſe will be ſicke and. 
forſake his meat, and ſtand out of length with his feet, 


bending down his back,, and he will often make offer . 
to pille, but cannot, and it he doe, yet willit be but 
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very little at a time, and that in.the ſhearh,and in time 
he will fall mad, gnaw the Walls, Rackſtaves, and 
Manger, and bite and ſtrike at every man that 
commeth within his reach or danger : and theſe be 
the molt pregnant and apparent hgnes ; and this di- 
ſeaſe doth deceive many a good Ferrier, For albeit 
that this infirmity may be manyximes among horſes, 
yet Ferriers being 1gnorant thereof, by miſtaking it 
meerely for the Stavers, and applying remedies onely 


for that cure, doe thereby loſe many a good horſe 


through their miſprilion. But now to come unto the 
Cure it ſelfe, ] will give you two Receits, the former 
of whichlI learned of a Farmer in Suffolke , who was 
cried up fora very expert man in this faculty, ( as in- 
deed he was)and Ga periededio my prefence,many 
a great Cure.

of Garlicke clean pilled, of Rue and Turmentile that

of the juyce and Winetwo quarts, when you have of

ved Cure, The French doe call this malady wer=-co+ 
71in, and the Naliars doe name Vermiforme, bat they 
both have but one manner of Cure for the (ame. This 
Ver-coquin, or Low-worme 1s 2 living worme which bree- 
deth upon the back-bore, running along the wecke, and 
{o by degrees commeth to the head of thee horſe, where 
with its hard beake it fir{t pzerceth hgpaicte, and then 
worketh it ſelfe to the very brarme of the creature, 
Where it lieth biting,gnawing, and feeding, caufeth

This diſeaſe which we call the Peſtzlence or 
Plagne, bath alſo ſundry other names, tor ſome doe 
call it the marraine, others the garget,others the garegi//, 
and the French doe call it mal de montaine, the moun- 
taine evill : 1t 1s a moſt contagious and infectious di- 
ſeaſe,it is ſometimes engendred ofa {ſurteit by riding, 
when the horſe afterwards taketh cold, and ſome- 
times it commeth of the contagiouſneſle of the ayre, 
when as a horſe commeth upon a ſudden into ferny or 
m4ariſh places, where he never was before, havin 
been ever bred and kept 1n pure, ſweet, and whole- 
ſome ayre ; as once happened toa young Gelding of 
mine owne, when I comming into the hundreds in 
Eſſex, and travelling late, I came tomy Inne, where 
my horſe the very next day fell into a piſtelent Feaver, 
whereof he had doubtleſle died, had not I admini- 
ſtred help inſtantly : wherefore whenſoever you doe 
ſuſpect your hor/e to be never 1o little touched with 
this malady, remove him preſently, leſt he ſhould in- 
tect ſomany horſes as be in the ſame Stable with him. 
T his comes alfo toa horſe many times by meanes of 
corrupt bloud and bad hxymorrs which doe lie lurking 
in his body, which waſhing, drinking being hot, and 
turtets doe often cauſe; but let it come as it may, it, 
brings with 1t a peſtilext Feaver , which is ſeconded 


by enfuing death, if ſpeedy prevention be not at 
tand.

corne which will goe forth as whole and entire; as he' 
did greedily ſwallow them without chewing orgrin- 
ding them. The cure 1s, firſt 6pen a veize in the zecke 
to keep the blond from inflaming, then draw' his yard, 
and waſh 1t with broken Beere, and Butter, then an-

in graine, that 1sa formall Fiſtula which doth begin 
like all other Fiſi#/aes with a great inflammation and

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fended, and therefore eaſily damnified 3 Inecd nor 
to deliver you the ſignes, for the ſwelling will be ſo 
apparent, as that jt cannot be miſtaken, albeit it will 
putrifie much more inwardly then outwardly 3 and 
therefore you ought to apply your diligence to open 
it, before 1t doe breake of it ſelfe. The cure 1s,

Hzppoſ. This diſeaſe commeth by two meanes : the 
firſt #atzra//, the ſecond accidental; natural, as when 
a horſe 1s (as we doe uſually fay) cock-thropled, for that 
his throppel/ or winde-pipe being too long, and ſo be- 
comes crooked as his wirde is thereby ſo ſtraightned 
or ſtopped, as that he is not able to draw it in and put 
it forth with that eaſe and pleaſure that other horſes 
doe that are looſe thropled, for that the wizde-pipe is (l 
ſay) ſtraightned, which doth convey his breath into 
his /azzgs, and vent it forth againe. In like manner, a 
horſe becommeth purſeve and ſhort winded, when the 
pipe is too much filled , with fat or other phlegmaticke 
{tutte, whereby he is very much ſuffocated, which 
cauſeth his Irgs to labour the more, and therefore if 
oP {hall be pleaſed to follow- my counſell, never 
reed with that horſe that 1s cock-thropled. 
This diſeaſe commeth ſecondly by accident , when 
a horſe ſhall be too hard ſtrained upon his water, like 
as many of your ignorant 7o@ries uſe to doe, when 
morning and evening they doe make them watering 
conrſes (as they are frequently ſo termed ) ſo alſo this 
infirmity commeth by ridjng,gallopping, or ſtraining 
a horſe upon a full ſlomracke, Tele e hath either di- 
geſted his meat, orempried himſelfe ; for by this 
meanes phlegmaticke hnmours doe diſtill out of the head 
to 
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into the winde-pipe, and ſo fall upon the lwngs, where 
they doe reſt, and there congeale,hindring the draw- 
ing of his breath : 1t comes alſo by Colds, Glanders, 
and thelikez the ſignesare ſoapparent, as that they 
need no deſcription, onely this inconvenience ( be- 
ſides many more) it bringeth with it ;' as to be heavy, 
fad, anddullin travell, be marvellous ſubje& to 
ſweats, and be ready to fall downe ifhe be but a lit- 
tle ſtrained. A right skilfull Ferrier not long ſince 
told me ofa ſtrange cure in this kinde, which a Gen- 
tleman Groome relateth to him of a Gelding which the 
Groome had in his faid keeping, who was ſo 4 (or 
as we plainely ſay) broken-winded, as that he became 
almoſt unuſefull, and his cure was after this manner 3 
he ſuffered his Gelding to eate what he would,as well 
his fill (viz.) of good Hay, as of Provender, but de- 
barred him of all drinke tor the 1; _ of two or three 
dayes together, then leaping his backe, he rode him 
upon a foote pace to the water, at which time he ſuf- 
fered him to drinke his fill, then comming forth of 
the water, he clapt ſpurres ſuddenly to him, and ran 
him with a looſe hand upon the top of his ſpeed ſo 
long, untill for want of br-ath he fell with him, and

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the nipping of the Pinſors doth paine him to the 
quick; orif you doe but caſt water upon the foote 
whereon he halteth, in ſhort time you ſhall percetve 
the hoofe to be ſooner dry againſt the zayle or place 
which grieveth him before, before any other part of 
the hoofe. Again,if you ſhall with your hammer knock 
upon the top of the-clexches, when you doe come to 
that zayle which grieveth him, he will lift up his foot 5 
ſo likewiſe there be many other ſuch like fignes, _ 
whereby to diſcover the place prickt, which be Semi.

His #9ſe and mouth much filth and corruption ,' which 
doth ſtop,clog;and pefter his head and body,and ſome- 
times they doe ſiccicate and dry up many bad hnmonrs 
which are ingendred in the head and braine, and fo 
likewiſe many vertues Perfumes. have whereof very 
many of our Ferriers here in Fzland are moſt igno- 


'rant: for did they truely know the nature of Perfumes,

Pils tor the moſt part doe 
purge and cleanſe the head and braine,by drawing the 
peccart humours downe into the body, and ſo ſending 
them forth with the exerexzerts. Potions doe free the 
ſtomacke, belly, and guts; from ſuch naughty humours 
which Glanders, Colds, and Surfets have engendred 
in the body. Cliſters are of ſundry, and thoſe of diffe- 
rent natures, ſome to eaſe and appeaſe griefes, ſome 
toallay the biliouſneſle and ſharpeneſlſe of evill þu- 
20ars, ſome to binde, and ſome to looſen, and ſome 
to heale as in caſe of YMcers and old Sores within the 
body principally , and thoſe doe alſo cleanſe the gvts, 
refreſh the inward parts and ſpirits vital, and prepare 
the body before hand for the receiving of purging pils 
or potzons. Suppolitories helpe the diſeaſes in the guts, 
being of nature and condition more gentle then. Cli- 
ſters are, and may be applyed when Cliſters cannot... It 
therefore remaineth that the skill of, the. Ferrer; be

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make choice of his ingredients and ſimples aptly, to 


underſtand how to compound them punctuaily and 
artificially, to diſcerne rightly before he doe admini- 
ſter what be the humours and maladies wherewith the 
creature is annoyed and vilited, as wherher (7. G. ) it 
be Choler, Melancholy, Flegme, or Rhume, as alſo in what 


part of the body the humour offenſive, is moſt predomi- 
nant, and what fimples will purge or remove thole e-- 


vill hawonrs,for it is requiſite he be able to know right 
well, and ad ungrems, the nature and property of every 
one of them in particular, by . reaſon that ſome are 
much more aſperous and violent then others be, yea 
many _—_ are ſtrozg poyſors it they be not well pre- 
paredand corrected, and yer their qualities well 
weighed and compounded by true Art, and great 
good judgement, will work wonderfull effects. Thoſe 
imples which be ſtrong, are Col/oquintida, Scamony, 


Elebore,&c.the more gentle are Manna,Caſlia, Whey, 


Prunes, 8&c. But thoſe that be of the meane, or in- 
different working, are Rubarb, Agarick, Aloes, Sene, 
&c. and this Iam bold to intimate unto you, to the 
end you may the better underſtand their natures, 
vertues, and qualities, aud come to know themore 
ſecurely how to worke when occaſion ſhall be offe- 
red., . The fift and laſt way of pxrging 1s by graſſe, el- 
pecially if the horſe be ſurfetted, and hath beene over- 
toyled the Winter before, for this muſt be done in 
the Summer time, when grafle is in its beſt heart; but 
that graſle which will ſcoure and purge moſt,is anew 
mowne meadow. for that will rake his guts very well, 
nor will hein fucha place gather flefh, ;. I doe there- 
fore counſel! you not. to ſuffer hiw to remaine in-ſach 
1 grounds 
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_ ries) that more danger then good tray -accreiw -to 


gtounds above fourteene or fifteene dayes, and then 
rake him forth, and put him imto ſome other paſture, 
where the graile hath not beene touched with the 
Sithe; for then he will be//y well, and in ſhort time re- 
cover much feſh,and become fat and luſty. Thisman- 
ner of ſcowring will cauſe him to empty himſelfe 
well, to purge, and ſend away all his bad hnmours and 
ſurfets, eaſe his /imzbs marvelloutly well, doe his legges 
and feet very much good, retine his corrupt bloxd, and 
make him agile and full of ſpirit.

v..tionsT doe adyiſe you punctually to - obſerve :-as 
firſt the ſeaſons of the yeere are to be pondred-i': (7, 
G.) m winter, if his body be to be purged, it muſt be 
firſt prepared by Phlebotomy or Bloud-lettine, together 
with artificiall dyet, therefore you ſhall adminiſter 
either Suppoſrtory, Clyſter,Potion,or Pill, Ec, You muſt

Take of Gentian two ounces, {lice it into very 
fmall flices, then boyle it in Beere one quart , till it 
come to one pinte, and give it him bloud warme, but 
it will make him very ficke fora ſhort time, but have 
no feare, for the potioz will doe him much good : let 
him faſt upon it four or five houres at leaſt, then give 
him a warme Maſh, or white water, and the next day 
give him this receit. | 
Take of Life-Honey, or for default thereof, ordi- 


- nary Honey, and mingle it with his Oates that he is to 


eate- 
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cate, which muſt be mixed by rubbing the Oates and 
Honey betwixt your hands, ſo that the Honey may 
be very well mixed,let him eate his Oates thus ming- 
led, untill you doe tinde him to be quite cured, which 
will be when he hath quite done running at the zoſe.

Truly Sir , for any man to promiſe that, 
were great precipitation, onely thus farre he may 
wade therein, as to giveeaſe and helpe to a hor/e that 
hath the ro?, for it 1s one thing for a Horſe to be rotter, 
and another thing for him to have the rot. For a hor/e 
to be rotter, is to have his inward parts waſted and 
conſumed, or at leaſt fo rotter,, as never poſſibly to be 
recovered.to wit, his Liver, Lights,6&c. But for a horſc 
to have the diſeaſe called the rot, I doe finde the ſame 
to be either a formall dropſe, or elſe a diſeaſe ſo allied 
neerely thereunto, as not to be diſtinguiſhed eaſily:as 
we ſay, a Sheep is Totter, when his Lzver is become 
foule and tainted 3 nevertheleiſe men doe eate the 
carkas, and doe averre it to be good meat, wherefore 
the Sheepe is not rotten , but hath the diſeaſe called 
therot. This malady commeth oft times to hor/es 
unhandled, to wit, in their youth, whilſt they be yet - 
Colts, which be bred, and doe feed in Fenny-Marſh, 
and wet grounds, and ſometimes it commeth to them 
after they have bin backed and ridden, when they 
have too hard and violent riding,. being yet but 
young, whereby the bloxd is fir{lt enflamed, and after 
putrified and corrupted, begetting . obſtructions-in 
the Liver, and thoſe doe caule putrefaGtion, _ {o 
Nnots..

the next day after you ſhall Itkewiſe rub and chafe 
the ſhoulder and breaſt, by the ſpace of halfe an houre 
more, without applying any thing unto them, and ſo 
continue rubbing and chating him for the- ſpace of 
Eight or ten daies together ; as for the Sallet oyle, you 
muſt take foure ounces thereof every third day, 
wherewith to chafe, rub,and annoint the ſhoxlder,and 
the other two daies betwixt, you muſt not rub and 
Chafe it with any oyle at all,and at theend of cight or 
ten daies, his ſhoulder will be ſwelled down to the ve- 
ry kzee, then take of the oile, and ap PIY a reſtringent 
3 


charge to the part grieved and ſwelled, and adde to 
it 
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1t ofordinary Turpentine halfe a pound, to cauſe the 
charge to remaine on the better, and the next day,and 
all other daies after inſtead of this reſtringent charge. 

Take Vineger and bath the ſporlder therewith up- 
on the ſaid charge, and by degrees the haire will fall 
away,& whenthe ſwelling is aflwaged,ſend your horſe 
in the beginning to the water, upon a foot pace, and 
he will be cured 3 this receit certainly 1s very good, 
and not coſtly ; but I did never make tryall thereof, 
albeit it was highly recommended unto mee by a fa- 
mous French Mariſhall, who averred that he had reco- 
vered very many horſes therewith, but for a horſe that 
hath gotten a wrench or flip, the onely remedy 1s to 
put in a French rowell, and then to blow him,and put on 
a Patten ſhove, and let his keeper turne the rowe//every 
day once, as well to cauſe the putrefaction better to 
1{]ue forth from growing to the fleſh, and after twenty 
daies you may take it forth at your pleaſure.*,,* This 
15 good for a new ſtraine.

der, and all along under his be/;, even to the ſheath 
and ſtoes moſt violently,and the effect thereof I have 
very often ſeen, *,* With rowelling TI have cured 
very many horſes, if the ſtraize be newly taken, but if

Take the white of an egge, and beat it, and lay it 
upon a few Hurds let but firſt waſh the 
wound with a little white Wine made bloud warme, 
and then apply your plaiſter to the ſorance, and then 
annoint the ſhoulder round about the ſorance with

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Sothernwood, and of the tender tops of broome, of 
each halfe a handful], chop all theſe together, and 
boyle them in the Vrine till they be ſoft,and then firſt 
bath the ſpoulder with the decottion or Vrine, and 
and after annoint the ſhoulder with the hearbs, being 
firſtkmade intoan Vnguent, uſing thus to doe every 
day once or twice till it be well; but during this cure, 
the horſe muſt be kept within doores, and in a few 
daies he will goe ſound againe. *,*. This is very 
good, for I have often tryed it. Another. 

If your hor/e have any griefe 1n his ſhoxlder, firſt put 
into it a Frezch rowell, and: blow it,and put a patten-ſhooe 
upon the contrary foot, then apply this charge unto 
the place:take of Pitch and Roſin,of each one pound, 
and of Tarre halfe a pinte, melt them upon the fire, 
and before it be cold,charge the ſhoulder therewith,and 
clap Flaxe upon it, and let the charge lye on till it fall 
away of it ſelfe, and once a day turne the rowell for 


fifteen dayes together at leaſt, then take out the ro- 


well, and heale up the wound, (then if the ſeaſon be 
fit for it) turne him to graſle with his patter-ſhooe on, 
and let him runne three or foure moneths,and he will 
goc upright againe, *,*. This 1s very good. Ano-

Firſt ſwimme him, (as you may doe well to doe for 
any griefe in the ſhoulder or hips) and before you do 
rowell him, apply unto the grieved member this bath 
and unguent. 

Take Pimpernell an arme-full, Bay berries, Prim- 
roſe leaves, Camomil, Crow-foot, Mallowes,Fennell, 
Rofemary,and fine upland Hay (which was cut about 


Midſummer) of each like much, and of each a good 
quantity

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quantity, put all theſe intoa Lead or Cauldron, and 
there let it ſteep in faire water two daies and two 
nights, then boile it untill the hearbs be ſoft, and 
bath your Horſe therewi.n every day once good and 
warme,and binde of theſe hearbs with the Hay to the 
ſhoulder or place grieved, in what place or joynt ſoe- 
verit that x this bath foure daies,& at the expiration 
of foure daies, let him blood 1n the breaſz, on that ſide 
the griefe lyeth, if the griete be in the ſhoxlder, but if in 
the knee or fetlocke-joynt, then let him bloxyd 1n the pa- 
ſterne veine, and ſo likewiſe if the paine be behinde, 
and let him bleed well, bur if. you have not ſkill or 
knowledge enough to open any of theſe veyzes, then 
pare the toot very cloſe, and open the toe veize, and 
there let him bleed well ; after this his foure daies ba- 
thing, when he is dry again,annoint the grieved mexr- 
ber with this Vnguent. 

Take Petroleum, Nervall, Patch or piece greaſe, 
and oyle of Wormes of each like much, and annoint 
herewith by the ſpace of halfe an houre, and then 
for halfean houre after, trot him in your hand in a 
farre ſoft ground, then bring him into the Stable,and 
obſerve it any of the ſaid oinment be come forth, or 
doth ſticke to his hayre, which if it doe, let it be rub- 
bed and chafed in againe ; alſo bath him morning and 
evening, and at noone annoint him, as before 1s 
biſed” but at night onely binde or rope on the 


hearbs,& this 1s the cure. Vſe this but four dates only 
for feare of making his joyxts too ſupple and weake, 
(and if this helpe not, as I do beleeve it will) then r0- 
well him ; this I never tryed, but my opinion is that 1t 
15 a very good receit, Another.

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M0 your horſe be ſhoulder-fplat then put upon him a Shoulder 
paire of ſhor# p:ſt-rnes upon his forefeet,then take of Di- Plat. 


althea one ounce, of Sallet-oyle one pint, of oyle de 
Bay halfe a pinte, of freſh Butter halte a pound, melt 
all thefe rogether in a Pipkin , and annoynt the grie- 
ved place round about(v7z.) as well all over the ſhoul- 
der,as the breaj, and betwixt the fore-legs, upon and 
about the brisket, and in two or three houres after all 
the holder will be ſwelled, then with your fleame 
ſtrike the ſwelling in very many places, that the cor- 
ruption may iſſue forth, and continue to aunoynt 
him with the ſaid oyntment; and if it gather to a 
head (as it is likely it will ) when it 15 ripe enough, 
open it where you doe finde it to be ſofteſt, and then

Hippeſc You ſpeake pure truth Sir, and therefore I 
will give you fock aſſured rudiments whereby you 
{ball not at any time faile in the diſcovery of the leaſt 
lameneſſe that ſhall proffer it ſelfe to your eye, if you 
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Ou have delivered your ſelfe very well, but 
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will be pleaſed diligently to obſerve my documents; 
ou mult therefore firſt underſtand , that if he doe 
alt before, his griefe mult of neceſlity be either in 
the ſpoulder or in the kzze,or in the ſhazke,or in the pa- 


ſterne, or in the foot; if it be in the ſhow/der, it mult be 


either towards the withers, or in the pitch of the ſhowl. , 
der, or in the elbow; if in any of theſe places of the 
ſhoulder,you may know it, in that he will a little draw 
his legge after him, and not handle it ſo nimbly and 
dexteriouſly as he doth the other; if he caſt his /egge 
more outward then he doth the other, it is a manifeſt 
ſigne that he is lame, and that the griefe lieth in his 
ſhoulder, and for the better triall thereof, let your man 
but turne him ſhort on either hand, and in that ſhoul- 
der where the lameneſſe is you ſhall perceive him to 
complaine,and to yield, for he will either favour that 
legge, or trip in the turning : you may alſo finde his 
lameneſſe by his ſtanding in the ſtable, for there he 
will hold ends his lame /eggemore then the other, 
but yet you come not to underſtand in what part of 
the ſhoulder the griefe lieth 5 wherefore take for an in- 
falliblerule, that if he doe complaine more when a 
man is upon his backe, then otherwiſe, when he is 
from his back, then be confident that the griefe lieth 
in the withers, and gripe him hard, and you fhall per- 
ceive him to ſhrinke,and perhaps offer to bite ; it the 
horſe doe tread thicke and ſhort before, then is the 
griefe upon the pitch of the ſhoxlder cloſe to the bref 
which you may eaſily finde by ſetting your thumbe 
bard to the place, and by thruſting him with it as if 
you would have him to goe back, whereat he will 
forinke, and put back his legge, foot, and body; if = 
grie 
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griefe be in the elbow, you ſhall diſcover it by pin- 
ching him with your fore-finger and thumbe, good and 
hard upon that place, at the doing whereof you ſhall 
perceive him toſhrinke and hokd up his /egge, and to 
bffer to bite 3 and theſe be all the griefes which doe 
lye in the ſho/ders of the Horſe , which not being viſt 
ble, you ſhall thus diſcover them, as touching thoſe 

rietes which lie lower, they mult be either in the 
| os in the ſ#iz, in the paſterze,or in the foote, If it be 
in the kzee, you ſhall finde it by his (tiffe going, for he 
will not bend it ſo actively as he doth the other; if it 
be in the ſhaxke or ſhin-bone, you may both ſee and 
feele the ſame, it being then a. backe finew ſpraine, 
{plent, or ſome ſuch like ſorance or anoyance,ſo like- 
wiſe it it be in the bending of the kyee,then it is a ma- 
lender, which is alſo moſt eaſily deſcryed ; ifit bein 


the paſterne or joyat, then may you know it by his not 
bending it ſo well as the other 5 befides if you put 


your hand upon the place, you ſhall finde it to be ve- 
ry hot, and to burne much : firſt if it be in the foo?, it 
mult then be either in the crozef, or in the ſole ; ifin 
the croxet, it 1s then probable it came by fome ſtraine 
or wrench, if in the beele then it came by ſome ovyer- 
reach, or elſe by ſome diſeaſe in or about the Fruſh ; if 
in the ſole, then it came by ſome pricke, accloy, re- 
toire, cannel nayle, ſtub, ſtone, or gravel. And thus 
 haveIdiſcovered unto you all the feverall ſorts 
which cauſerh a Horſe to halt before, and how to 
know and diſtingutſh the places grieved, together 
with the occaſion of every particulargriefe. It fol. 


loweth that we diſcufle yet further the meanes how 
to diſtinguiſh an old griefe, from a new taken ftraine” 
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or hurt, which without an exact ſcrutiny, cannot ea- 
fily be diſcovered, for oft times a horſe hath gotten a 
ſtraine, for which he is preſently turned ro praile, 
where peradventure he runs the whole Summer, and 
{ſo by that meanes ſeemeth to goe upright, till he be 
heated and ſtrained anew, and then will 1t appearea- 
gaine, howbeir upon his firſt riding 1t may not ap- 
peare: you have therefore three wayes whereby tv 


 findeout his lameneſle, in what joy, [z,2b, or member 
of the body ſoever it lyeth. 1. The firſt way is to take 


him out of the Stable, and to cauſe him to be turned 
at the halters end on either hand ſuddenly and ſwift- 
Iy upon as hard a way as you can picke out, and if he 
have any ache, wrench, orgriefe in his fore-parts, it 
will appeare, for that when he ſhall turne upon that 
hand 1n which the griefe is, you ſhall perceive him to 
favour that /egge, and ſo likewile runne both towards 
ou and from you, eſpecially downe a little yeelding 
Nil , and if he have any impertection, he will ſoone 
ſhew it, for that he will favour that /egge wherein the 
oriefe refideth ; but if you be not able to finde out his 
lameneſſe this way. 2 Then your ſecond way muſt 
be for you to take his »acke, and to ride him out a 
go0d round trot or pace a full houre, or ſo lon 
untill ſuch time as you have throughly heat him, 
then ſet him up, and let him {tand quiet two or three 
houres, and then. either take his backe againe, orelſe 
turne him at the halters end as before, and by thus 
doing, you may diſcover the leaſt griefe that may be 
in him, eſpecially when you thas ſtirre him, ifitbe 
done upon ſtony or hard ground. for then he can nei- 
ther will or chooſe, but either to favour the member 
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grieyed, or ele to halt right downe. 3 A third way 
we have,and that is,to know whether the griefe doth 
roceed from a hot or cold cauſe, for if 1t proceed 
Roa a hot cauſe, then will the Horſe halt moſt when 
he is hot. and in the middeſt of his travell 5 bur if it 
be of a cold cauſe, then will he halt leaſt whilſt he 1s 
hot and moſt ridden and travelled, and moſt at his 
firſt ſetting forth, whilſt he is cold 3 and thus much 
for lameneſle and halting before. 

Now you percetving your horje to halt, and rhat 
you be aſlured that his lameneſle 1s not before, then. 
may you be confident it muſt be behinde, which be- 
ing ſo, thegriefe muſt of neceſſity be either inthe 
foote, or in the nether joyar, in the paſterne,or in the 
legge, in the hamme, or in the hough, in the ſtifling 
place, or joynt, or in the hip. If the griete be either 

1n the legge, paſterne, or foot, if you doe obſerve him 
well, you ſhall underſtand it by the very ſame lignes 
which have inculcated already in the- legges, pa- 
{ternes, or feet, for that the fignes be the very ſame 1f 
it be in the bending of the hamme, you may thenea- 
fily know it to be a plaine Selander.. If it be in the 
hough, then 1s 1t either a bone or bloud-Spaven, 
which 1s eaſily enough to be diſcerned, or eHe it muſt 
come of ſome blow, wrench, or ſtraine; neither rhen 
will the ſwelling ealily appeare, but you ſhall per- 
ceive it either by the {tifnelle of the joynt,or elſe you 
{hall findethe place to be: hot and burning 1f the 
paine ſhall lye 1n rhe ſtifling place.,it 1s manifeſtly dif- 
covered by his gate, for then-you may perceive him: 
in his going, to caſt the ſtifle joynt outward, and you. 
may plainely ſce the bone on the in{ide to be . bigger 
LNEIL, 
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then the other, beſides, his toe will hardly touch the 
ground. If it be in the Hip, which is upon the fide of 
the buttocke, and if the hurt or wrench be newly ta« 
ken,you ſhall eafily know it,in that the Horſe will goe 
ſide-long like a Cab, not being able ſo well to follow 
with the grieved legge as he can doe with the other. 


Notwithſtanding it it be a hurt taken long before, 


you ſhall perceive the Hip to be falne lower then the 
other, and the fleſh to ſhrinke, you may alfo perceive 
it the better, as by going up a hill, or upon yeilding 
ground, by reaſon he cannot goe with ſo great eaſe, 
as when he goeth upon eyen or plaine ground. But 
the better to diſcover in what part behinde the griefe 
lyeth, let his Keeper take him out of the Stable in a 
long raine or coller-halter, and let him runne him in 
his hand the full length of the reyne, for that in 
which legge ſoever the griefe is, you ſhall perceive 
him to favour it, but if you finde him to goe upright, 
without favouring any legge, then let your man take 
his backe, and ride him out a good trot or hand gal- 
lop, till he be warmed, then ſet him up, and let him 
{tand an houre or two till he be cold, then take him 
forth againe,and let your man trot him in his hand at 
the end of the Reyne as he did before, and thus you 
{tall perceive him to halt and complaine, and well 
obſerving him and his gate or going, you may eaſily 
ftinde the place grieved. And if any lameneſfle whe- 
ther before or behinde, doe proceed from any hot 
cauſe, then you ſhall beſt know it, for that the more 
you travell or exerciſe him, and the warmer he 15,the 
more he will. halt. But if his griefe ſhall proceed 
from any cold cauſe, then wilt he halt moſt, —_— 
. C0 
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cold after he hath been travelled and ſet up ware.

Hippoph. Y Ou have ſpoken well of lem e in generall 

tearms , but yet would I gladly underſtand 

from you ſomewhat more in particular, as (V.G.) Iwould 

know how to diſtinguiſh between a pinch in the ſhoulder, 

and awrench in the ſhoulder ; as alſo betwixt aſhoulder- 

{ plat, ad of the ſhoulder pight,and ſo of the other mem- 
ers ? 

Hippoſ. In anſwer to this demand, I ſay that if you 
can be cautelous in obſerving duely and jultly the 
poſtures and geſtures of your horſe,you may eaſily come 
to know tn what member, joynt,or limbe the griete lieth, 
and from whence it proceeds; for you muſt under- 
ſtand that when a borſs is pinched in the ſhoulder, it 
muſt come either by carrying too heavy burdens, or 
by being put to draw, and be over-laboured too 
young, his joyzts and limbs not being knit, and this 
you may ealily finde, in that the horſe will appeare to 
your eye to be very narrow breſted, and to conſume 
and waſte in his fleſh from thoſe parts where griefe 
remaineth ; and you may alſo perceive it, in that the 


ſhoulder boze will ſtick out farther then the other, and 


thus you may finde it; but if he hath gotten a wrench 
in the ſhoxlder, it comes commonly by means of ſome 
ſfip,or by cauſing him to niake too ſudden a ſtop u_ 
falſe ground, or by ſome fall upon yielding orflip- 
pery ground, or by too ſhort or fadden turning him 


upon I or upon the plazks in a Stable, or 
by ſome r 


going out of a doore, or other narrow 
place 
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place, or by ſome ſtroke given by another horſe, you 
{hall know it (like as betore T told you) by his not 
well lifting and handling his /egge with that dexterity 
he doth the other, as a by taking him upon the 
M11tch of the ſhoulder boze, and as touching a fhow'der 
Jplat, which alſo commeth by aflide or iſp, eſpecially 
upon ſorne fide or yeilding groind, where one leege 
doth {lide from the other, whereby he teareth the 
£< which is in the inſide neere the br#ke?t,waich cau- 
ſetha bauke to be underneath the body, which will 
after be ſwelled , and the horſe will thereupon halt 
right down, and he will draw his /egge after him 3 but 
if he be ſhoulder-pight , this commeth by ſome bruſh, 
ſtraine, or fall, which the hor/e receiveth by ſome leap, 
«hip, ſtroke, or bruiſe againſt ſome doore, tree, or the 
like : infomuch that often times the joynt is diſloca- 
ted, and this will alſo cauſe him to halt down-righr : 
wherefore your cures for each of theſe miſchiefes and 
miſ-haps muſt be handled accordingly; and if the 
5ain doe lie in any of thenether joynts, it commeth 
moſt commonly by means of ſome wrench.,as by put 
ting his foot into ſome cart-root of rough uneven 
ground, or by going upon looſe ſtones, and many 
times by turning him too ſhort in places that may be 
dangerous for his limbs, for by ſuch hike cauſes doe 
occurre lameneſſe to a horje, which when it ſhall 
happen, you ſhall thus know them, and know alſo in 
what jozz7t or member the griete hath it abode, and 
the manner of curing each of theſe ſeverall griefes, I 
have already ſufficiently ſhewed you , and therefore 


now let us paſle to other matters.

Y * theScratches £ 


Hippoſ. Of this malady we have ſundry ſorts and 
degrees, unto which albeit we doe give ſeverall 
names, nevertheleſle they be all in effect but one and 
the ſame diſeaſe, as Mules, Kibes, Rats tayles,Crepan- 
ches, paines,8:c. every of which are none other thing 
but the very Scratches, being certaine ſcabs which 1n- 
gender betwixt the heele and the paſterne joyrrt, and fo 
yoo many times above the paſterre, even up to the 

owgh, and albeit you may have this ſorance ſome- 

times upon all foure legges, yet not ordinary, for that 
it breedeth moſt commonly in the h:der legges, this is 
a noyſome ſorance, and comes ſometimes through 
the negligence of the Grooxe, 1h that he doth not dat- 
ly annoynt the horſe heeles with ſtore of elbow greaſe,(as 
we tearme it ) eſpecially after journeyes and har 

travell;or when he brings his horſe in from water, and 
then doth not rub his legges and heeles dry, for that 
the ſand and durt doth burne and fret his heeles, 
which doe occaſion ſwellings, and ſuch like fwel- 
lings doe occaſton the Scratches, It is therefore requi- 
ſite that the Groome doe clip away the long ſhag haire 
from about the paſterres (if he have any)and fetlocks - 
as alſo from the inſide of his legs, unto the bending of 
the 4zee, by meanes whereof he may the better keepe 
the legges of his horſe from this diſeaſe ; ſometimes it 
alſo comes from the corruption of the bloud after 
great heats and furfeits taken; ſometimes againe for 
| Hhhh that 
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that the horſe hath beene bred in marriſh, ferry, and. 
watery grounA4s,{ometimes it 1s ingendered fram welan- 
choly huwzours which doz fall down to the legges, and 
ſometimes by ſtanding continually upon. his own 
dung,which will through the heat and ſteame thereof, 
breed the Scratchzs without other helpe, and ſome- 
times againe, the Scratches will fall down into the 
heeles of the horſe, and there make its way forth 
after a deſperate ſickenelle taken by a ſurfet;and laſt- 
ly it comes by reaſon the greaſe of the horſe had beene 
molten by over-riding or labour, whereby the grea'e 
falleth: downe and reſteth in the paſtere and fetlocks, 
and ſo cauſeth the Scratches to be in gendered. It be- 
inneth firſt with a dry /cav, and after it ſendeth forth 
retting, watriſh, and matterative ſtuffe, which will 
ſtinke and be moſt noyſome, and his paſtzrnes and fet- 
locke joynts will be full of chaps and chinkes, ſometimes 
all along, ſometimes right downe, and ſometimes o- 
verthwart, and the places will ſwell, and the cracks 
or chinkes will cauſe the /egges to be very gourdy, and 
torunne with much noyſome and offenſive matter, 
and the horſe will be many times ſo lame, as not to be 
wellable at fir{t ſetting forth to goe, but with much 
trouble, and no lefle paine, and by theſe very fignes 
you ſhall know this malady : neither ſhall you want 
ſtore of receits wherewith to cure it ; the French doe 
call this diſeaſe grappes, grapes, and Iavars, and Ar- 
raiſtes, as alſo ſuch other |ike tearmes and epithetons, 
all which (as before is touched) makes but onely one 
and the-ſame diſeaſe : the firlt thing which is to be 
done towards the cure, is to bathe and waſh the pla- 
ces all about, and then either to ſhave or clip away

A 
ſtent is in the beginning)” a very griſtle, howbeit if it 
be long let alone, it will come to be a hard boxe or ex- 
cretioz, and then it will not be ſo eafily cured. It com- 
meth to a Horſe by meanes of toq hard travell and 
ſore riding, whilſt he is very young, or by bearing in 

his youth too heavy burthens, by both which meanes 
the greaſe being molten, falleth downe into his legges, 
Kkkk 2 and 
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and ſo breedeth this ſorance, you ſhall have it bigger 
or leſſer , according as the cauſe of its comming was, 
it taketh its reſidence for the moſt part upon the in- 
fide of the ſhaxke about the midd!e therof, but ſome- 
times again higher even adjoyning to the kzee, which 
if it be there, then 1t 1s more difficile to cure. It will 
many times cauſe the Horſe to halt, but howſoeverit 
will make him oft to ſtumble, and:to trip, and many 
times to fal/in his travell. Sometimes 1t commeth to 
a horſe hereditariſy, like as doth the ſpaver, and other 
ſorances and maladies: as if either the Stalzon or Mare 
be viſited: therewith, as I have formerly mtimated. 
T he ſignes how to-know it are moſt facile, viz. either 
by the /fgþt or feeling, for that you may both ſee and 
feele its ſwelling.

many maladies whereunto many Horſes are much 
more propenſe then others are. And laſtly,the taking 
uP of veizes cureth ſome diſeaſes, which could other- 
wiſe never be cured. For the taking up of the thigh- 
veines,ſendeth away Spavens, Splents, Curbs, Kibed- 
heeles,Swelled-legs, Scratches, Malenders,Faricion in 
the legges.and the like ſorances; beſides it eaſeth all 
pains, aches, ſtrains, ſtifineſle in limbs,6&c. Take up 
the Shackle-veines, and 1t preventeth the Quitrer- 
bone,Ring-bone,{ſwellings in the lower-joynts,foun- 
drings,&c. Wherefore foraſmuch as ignorant. people, 
whatſoever opinion they may have of their ſuper-

forty. then take of the leaneſt and ſalteſt Martlemas 
bee three pounds, cut it into thin and ſmall pieces 
and ſlices, ſuch Martlemas beefe I meane which hath 
longeſt hanged in the ſmoake : take alſo of Oates 
etght pints, and of old woollen-rags the courſer the 
better two pounds 3 take alſo of Swallowes-dung a 
good quantity, and foure or five living Swallowes, 
put all theſe things into an Earthen-pot new , and 
well nayled, and let it be big enough to be able to 
hold all the Ingredients, and put alſo all thoſe living 
creatures among them altive,and then make a Cake of
